We now beg to report that we have completed ail contracts 
and paid all outstanding bills, and have reported to your board 
the amount to be forwarded to the Massachusetts highway com- 
mission.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INLAND FISHERIES. 


Our summer residents visited our inland pond the past year 
in greater numbers than ever before, and with good results. 

We have placed several hundred pickerel in various ponds 
and to Ex-Representative Joseph Walsh and Ex-Senator Heman 
A. Harding we owe a vote of thanks for their willingness to sign 
petitions for consignments of fry and fingerling trout received and 
deposited in our rivers. To Mr. A. C. Harrison, who, through 
his interest, had delivered from Washington a consignment of 
black bass, and to Congressman William C. Lovering for the per- 
sonal interest he has taken with the Department of Commerce 
that has enabled us to procure two consignments of government 
fish and another consignment will arrive in the spring. Last year 
was the first year that the state or the government has ever 
furnished any stock for our inland ponds and we are assured that 
in the future we shall have a liberal supply. A number of ponds 
are now listed as suitable for various kinds of fish, and the De- 
partment of Commerce has on file the conditions of these ponds. 

White perch taken from Oyster pond and ‘distributed to 
inland ponds have rapidly increased in numbers, and the state is 
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distributing these fish obtained on the Cape to inland ponds in 
western Massachusetts. . | 
The law relative to seining, so far as we know, has not been 
violated. Last year the town voted to extend the time of potting 
eels and this has proved a financial benefit, not only to the per- 
sons engaged in it but the town as well, and proves that these fish 
are in our waters in large numbers, and if men are willing to use 
their efforts to catch them should not be hampered with any 
undue restrictions.

Dear Sirs:—I respectfully beg leave to submit the following 
. brief report as harbor master for the year ending Dec. 31, 1906. 

I would say that I have expended a part of the appropriation 
which was made at our last town meeting to clear out the channel 
to the Eel pond in Woods Hole. It was a great benefit to the 
boatmen, but owing to the water commissioners allowing the water 
pipe to remain across the channel with only 13 inches of water 
over it at low tide, I did not expend the balance. I did every- 
thing in my power to have this pipe lowered, but our water com- 
missioners did not care to do it without having a vote of the town. 
I would recommend that the town authorize the water commis- 
sioners to lower the pipe so there will be at least three feet of 
water over it at low tide and I would also recommend that the 
unexpended balance of last year’s appropriation be reappropriated 
to clear out this channel. 

The channel at Waquoit has been staked out, which is very 
much appreciated by the boatmen. | 

I have located moorings in the various harbors to my _ best 
judgment, in a fair and impartial manner. I have kept the chan- 
nels to the various harbors clear as it was possible to do.

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STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such 
adjourned meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned meet- 
ing. Full notice of every special town meeting, including a. copy 
of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to every 
legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date of such 
meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to the 
moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws Chap. 11, sects. 332 and 
333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of 
such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration is 
given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall be 
published in the town report annually. The report shall contain 
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the reports of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list of the appro- 
priations for the past year and those recomended for the coming 
year, and copies shall be distributed before the annual meeting. 
(See Rev. Laws Chap. 25, sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two weeks 
before any special town meeting, the last publication to be during 
the week previous to such meeting, all committee recommendations 
and estimates relating to the Srendinires of money upon which 
action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE I1.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, See. 
raz) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their hands 
and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness before 
endorsing the order for their payment by the town treasurer. All 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, showing in de- 
tail the names of persons to whom payable and the purpose for 
which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, for 
final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of 
the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to the com- 
missioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the water 
commissioners, all coal. The various boards and committees 
shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required by 


56 


the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the esti- 
mated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year advertise for bids to furnish 
the required amount of coal, and shall award the contracts to the 
lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal shall give 
bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for the faithful 
performance of his contract. } 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action as 
seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall. present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain:— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year 
and recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the 
report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, 
the length and width, cost of construction and amount of land 
damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. | 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 


meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. | 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corporation 
during the municipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the amount of 
the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has been re- 
mitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the year, with the 
names of the tax payer and the amount of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has 
been remitted. . ; 

_ A list of all provisional acts of the legislature accepted b 
the town. (See Rev. Laws Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


ARTICLE I11.—Water Commissionets. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5000 each for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations; said report 
to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, in each 
year; the list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due and 


unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


ARTICLE Iv.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the treasurer 
to see that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 10th day of each month, (unless 
otherwise fixed by statute) pay to the town treasurer all sums 
exceeding $10.00 collected by them previous to that date to the 
custody of which the treasurer is entitled. 
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Section 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and receipted 
accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of the town 
which have been paid, unless the performance of these duties are 
otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 


12a 
ARTICLE v.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and Octo- 
ber, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial year, 
finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may not be 
hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except in 
the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, and 
it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before the 
close of the financial year, to approve all accounts, claims, bills 
and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriation. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books for the 
year on December 31, no orders for the payment of money from 
the various departments shall be approved by the selectmen, 
except for salaries, nor shall any orders (except for salaries) be 
paid by the town treasurer until after the various appropriations 
have been made at the next annual town meeting. 

Sect. 83. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized 
to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town for 
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labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by the 
town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, loan, 
contract or agreement for furnishing such goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or money. And no town officer, nor any member of a board - 
or committee of the town in his individual capacity shall contract 
or have any interest in a contract with the town; except in the 
case of publicly advertised competitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws 


Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 
_ GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for. work 
on the roads or for any other service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect. 8. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the contract 
shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; perference always being 
given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation are 
equal. | .

Report of Water Commissioners. 


The water commissioners herewith submit their annual report 
for the year 1906, it being the fifth annual report of the board. 

In the organization of the board for the year, John H. Crocker 
was chosen chairman, Geo. H. Turner, clerk, and Seba A. Holton, 
treasurer. 

The extensions voted for at the annual meeting held Feb. 15, 
1906, have been completed considerably inside the amount appro- 
priated. ‘These extensions are as follows:—458 ft. of 6-in. main 
and one liydrant on Church St., Woods Hole; 1000 ft. 4-in. main 
at Quissett Harbor; 1694 ft. 4-in. and 300 ft. 8-in. main and two. 
hydrants at Falmouth Heights. 

Considerable work has been done in and about the pumping 
station. The pumps have been thoroughly overhauled and _ re- 
painted. The grounds around the station have been: graded, 
which adds much to the beauty of its surroundings. The road 
leading from the state highway to the station has been put in good 
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condition and railings built where they were necessary. The 
station is under the care of Engineer L. L. Rogers and reflects 
great credit in its appearance. The consumption of water has 
slightly increased, owing to the new extensions and services, but 
at no time have the pumps been unable to supply the demand. 

During the year, no break or accident has occurred. at the 
station that required the stopping of the pumps. Several leaky 
joints have been found on the pipe line and promptly attended to 
so that no serious trouble has resulted. The water commissioners 
consider the general condition of the plant second to none in the 
state. 

SERVICES.—Forty new services have been added during the 
year. 

The financial statement shows a large increase of income. 
This is largely accounted for by the fact that practically all 
assessments have been collected to date. |

The over expenditure of our appropriation is caused from the 
- fact that the diphtheria epidemic of 1905 left us with an empty 
treasury and bills unpaid to the amount of $700.00. These bills 
had to be paid from the 1906 appropriation as soon as the money 
was available. 
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The board has had much to contend with the past two years, 
having had more diphtheria and scarlet fever to handle than at 
any time in its previous history covering an entire period of ten 
years. 

Then, again, in October we were, confronted with what 
threatened to be a serious problem by the appearance, almost 
simultaneously, of six cases of typhoid fever. We felt that the 
public should have the benefit of the best and most scientific 
method of treating and stamping out this dread disease, and ac- 
cordingly applied Woodruff’s test to all suspicious cases, and 
caused the milk and water supply of the town to be thoroughly 
tested, employing Dr. Samuel T. Orton of the Boston City 
hospital, a pathologist of high standing to assist us in the work, 
with the result that the disease speedily disappeared from our 
midst. . 

‘We wish also at this time to publicly express our appreciation 
for the hearty co-operation of the local medical men with us in 
the bringing about of this beneficial result. At the present 
writing we have a mild epidemic of scarlet fever from which we 
do not anticipate any serious consequences, but which will 
augment somewhat our expense account, so that we feel that it 
will be necessary to ask for the same appropriation as last year, 
trusting that will be sufficient for all demands.

Circulation of non-fiction increased from 14 1-7 percent to 16 1-2 
percent. 


The past year has been one of steady growth in all depart- 
ments of the library work, and the library has never before been so 
well equipped for meeting the need of the community. 

The circulation has been the largest in its history and exceeds 
that of the previous year by 2,187. 

There has been a gratifying increase in the use of non-fiction 
books, the figures standing at 1,788 as against 1,209 in 1905. One 
in six of the books taken from the library is now of the non-fiction 
class. 

The use of the reading room has expanded. Since March 1 
a record has been kept of the readers making use of it. 

Work has been cortinued on the card catalogue as opportunity 
has offered. Patrons of the library would find it to their advan- 
tage to consult the cards much more frequently than they do. 

It has been found necessary to make considerable repairs in 
maintaining the plant. The basement walls have been cemented; 
the lamp posts at the entrance have been re-bronzed, and the con- 
necting iron pipes replaced with those of brass; and a new 
acetylene plant of double the capacity of the old one has been 
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installed. Substantial repairs to the roadways should be made, 
when the weather will permit. 
Attention is called to the catalogue published a year ago, 
copies of which may be had of the librarian, for home use.

Gentlemen:—The board of fire engineers beg leave to submit 
the third aunual report for the year ending December 31, 1906. 

The department has been enlarged by organizing a company 
at Kast Falmouth. 

Hose House No. 3 has been put in first-class shape and is a 
credit to the town. 

We would suggest that the town own its hose houses so far 


as it is practical. | We would recommend: 
ae appropriation of $275.00 for rent. 
3 ** $100.00 for telephones.

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department, supplies, new material, etc., to be expended under 
direction of the board ot oe reerss and approved by the chief 
engineer. 

We would recommend that another engineer be appointed for 
East Falmouth, and that the fire alarm system be extended. 


FORCE. 


One hundred and seven men belong to the department, one 
chief, five assistant engineers and one hundred and two call men. 

There are eight well equipped companies and one hook and 
ladder company. 


APPARATUS. 


The following apparatus belongs to the department:—EHight 
hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck, twenty- 
five fire extinguishers.

No. 1, Hose house, Teaticket, owned by town, reel and ten 
men. 

No. 2, kept in stable at P. F. Powers’ on Shore street, reel 
and ten men.

I wish to once more call the attention of property owners to 
the need of carefully watching their trees as the brown-tail moth 
is still here, but not as rumerous as last season; found mostly on 
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pear and apple trees on private property, and from now until the 
first of March is the time to get them off the trees. 

As far as I can discover there are no gypsy moths in town, 
but it is well to keep a sharp lookout for the same as we cannot be 
sure but that they may at any time appear. I have been informed 
by the superintendent that a separate Boer must be made 
for the gypsy and brown-tail moths. | 

I recommend the sum of $500.00 for destroying gypsy and 
brown-tail moths. I further recommend the sum of $600.00 for 
trees and tent caterpillars, to be used by the tree warden as he 
thinks most effective, making the total appropriations $1,100.00, 
the same as last year. There is a long stretch of state road and 
that is controlled by the state, and the parks in town are under 
the control of the park commissioners and the tree warden has no 
right to do anything on those lines, either to set out or cut trees or 
trim them, or destroy caterpillars without trespassing. I mention 
this last as I have had a number of requests todo work on trees 
that were on state roads and the persons did not understand why 
I could not comply with their wishes. I am willing to answer any 
questions or give any information I can to anyone in this connec- 
tion.

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- Report of Park Commissioners. 


The park commissioners submit the following report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1906. 

The board was organized Feb. 28, 1906, by the choice of 
Nathan 8. Ellis as chairman and Wm. E. Lawrence, secretary. 

The park commissioners, acting under instructions by vote of 
the town, in company with the selectmen, defended suit brought 
by G. Edward Smith vs. town of Falmouth regarding the parcel of 
land taken by the park commissioners at Falmouth Heights for 
park purposes. A verdict was rendered by the court in favor of 
the plaintiff for #5.506.11, including cost of court which has been 
paid by the board of selectmen. There being but three thousand 
dollars appropriated at our annual town meeting Feb. 14, 1906, 
the balance was raised ata special town meeting Nov. 10, 1906, 
called for that purpose by the board of selectmen. 

A list of public parks in charge of the park commissioners— 
_A small park near village crossing, one small park at the foot of 
Katie Hatch’s hill (so called), the village green (so called), How- 
land park at West Falmouth and the parks at Falmouth Heights 
presented to the town by Mrs. Elvira M. Goodwin, as follows:— 

The land in and represented by the following avenues: Grand, 
Irving, Vernon. Wyoming, Melrose, Fairmount, Lookout, Belle- 
vue, Bluff, Hope, Gertrude, Quinapoxet, Walden, Foot Path,

HOWLAND PARK AT WEST FALMOUTH. 


A tract of some 3 1-2 acres of land on Telegraph hill, West 
Falmouth, the gift of the late W. H. Howland. The approach to 
same is by a private road running east from the stone blacksmith 
shop. 
The U.S. coast survey made application to the board of park 
commissioners for the privilege of taking a coast survey from this 
land, it being the highest point of land in Falmouth, with the un- 
_ derstanding that they would do nothing but what would beautify 
the same; but instead, left the highland denuded of its trees. 

The board has placed the matter before the department of 
commerce and labor at Washington, through our congressman,

By examining the foregoing statistics it will be noticed that 
the enrollment for the year ending June, 1906, is 593, which is 
just the same as the enrollment last year. The average daily 
attendance is a little less than the previous year as a result of the 
diphtheria epidemic. 

It will be noticed also, that there were 21 more children 
enrolled over 15 years and 54 more between 7 and 14 than there 
were the previous year. This indicates that the upper classes are 
larger and. the entering classes smaller than usual. 


TEACHERS. 


According to the calculations based on years of observation 
of American urban and rural schools, it has been estimated by 
educational statisticians, that twenty percent of the teachers of 
the average community have to be replaced each year. We have 
exceeded this percent during the past year as about forty-five per- 
cent of the teaching force is new. The factors entering into the 
eauses of these many changes are, professional advancement, and 
marriage; the latter being the greater factor. As nearly all these 
vacancies occurred at the close of the school year the greater part 
of the summer vacation was spent in securing the new-corps which 
we feel is an efficient one. 

‘Miss Ida M. Smith, who had taught successfully the com- 
mercial department since its introduction, resigned to take a simi- 
lar position in Temple college, Philadelphia. 

Miss Alice M. Brackett of Limington, Me., a graduate of 
Bates college and of Shaw’s Business college, was secured to 
take charge of the commercial department in the high school. 
Miss Brackett has had several years’ experience in high school 
work. 

Miss Bd I. White, Miss Ella L. Chamberlain, and Miss 
Bertha F. Lewis, three popular teachers in the village, became 
victims of Cupid so have left the teachers’ ranks. Their respec- 
tive places were filled by Miss 8. Ethel’ Yeaton, Miss Leone 
Pingree and Miss Tirnie L. Price. 


Miss S. Ethel Yeaton, a graduate of Berwick high school and 
of the Gorham (Me.) normal school, who has been teaching for 
the past four years, has charge of the fifth and sixth grades in the - 
village school. 

Our new kindergartner, Miss M. Leone Pingree, is a graduate 
of her home high school at Lewiston, Me., and of the Wilcox kin- 
dergarten school of Boston. Miss Pingree has had six years’ ex-' 
perience as a kindergartner before coming to Falmouth. 

Miss Price, who had been teaching at Davisville, was trans- 
ferred to the village primary. Miss Price is a graduate of the 
Brooklyn training school and has had several years’ experience. 

Miss Edith M. Hollis of Campello, a graduate of the Brock- 
ton high school and Bridgewater state normal school, succeeded 
Miss Price at Davisville. 

Miss Annie E. Broderick, a graduate of Bridgewater normal 
school, was elected as teacher of the primary department at 
Waquoit. Later she resigned and was succeded by Miss Pauline 
D. Berthold, a graduate of the Castine (Me.) state normal school. 

Mr. A. D. Taylor, principal of the Woods Hole grammar 
school, accepted a better position at Middleboro. His place was 
filled by Mr. Edward E. Weeks. Mr. Weeks isa graduate of a 
Maine High school and of the Castine normal school. He has had 
three years’ experience in teaching before taking up his work here. 

Miss Maud E. Gay, a graduate of the high school at Brockton, 
and who also attended the Bridgewater normal school, has charge 
of the grammar school at West Falmouth. Miss Gay has had 
four years’ experience in teaching, her last place being as teacher 
of the grammar school at Yarmouth. Mr. Henry M. Vaughan, 
who.taught this school the past two years, is now principal of a 
grammar school at Graniteville, Mass. 

The intermediate room at Woods Hole was discontinued by 
the committee on account of the small number of pupils. Miss 
Ruth B. Sears, the teacher, accepted a position at Yarmouth. 


“SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS. 


The following were clipped from a former school eh for 
this town written by Supt. Parkinson:— 


we) 


1. Use the Course of Study as a guide in your work; but 
bear in mind that it is not intended to include all you should 
teach. . 
| 2. Use text-books as aids and guides in teaching subjects; 

but do not teach text-books. 

3. The printed questions of text-books may aid the pupil 
somewhat in study; but in recitation teachers” should wholly 
discard them. 

4. Secure the attention of pupils by being careful, accurate, 
earnest and enthusiastic in your teaching. 

5. Study carefully the art of questioning. Insist upon full 
and complete answers in clear and distinct tones of voice. Let 
not form of question give undue aid to the pupil in answering. 

6. However much you may have taught, you will not be 
likely to greatly improve without daily study and planning for 
your class-work. 

T. Be not too prone to shift the faults of your classes upon 
other teachers. If deficiencies exist do your best to remedy them, 
even if it calls for work outside of that prescribed for a given 
room. 

8. Do not sacrifice thoroughness of instruction to the desire 
for rapid advancement; but remember that the quality of the 
teaching is of greater moment than the amount. 
| 9. Do not spend undue time in teaching favorite studies; but 
give proper prominence to each branch. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The first requisite of a good school is a first class teacher. 
Next in importance is a good attendance on the part of the chil- 
dren. For this purpose our stringent truant laws were framed. 

The percent of attendance for the year was somewhat less 
than usual. This was largely occasioned by a contagion which 
prevailed throughout the winter term. Many children were absent 
because of their own illness, many more because their parents 
feared the disease. 
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In addition to the above, which may be termed necessary 
absence, there is still too much unnecessary absence. It is not 
optional with parents or school officials whether children shall 
attend school or not. Attendance is compulsory, except in cases 
of mental or physical inability, every day that the schools are in 
session. 

By referring to the table of statistics, the percent of attend- 
ance for the various schools may be noted. An average of 90 
percent or over may be regarded as good. Exactly one-half of our 
schools report an average attendance for the year of 90 percent or 
above. We have determined to make the attendance for the 
current year the best in recent years. 

Pupils who have been absent even for a day absorb, on 
returning, more than their share of the teacher’s time. ‘This is 
not just to all parties concerned. 


THOROUGHNESS IN FUNDAMENTALS. 


The common schools of today are required to teach many 
more subjects than formerly. Because of this it is often said that 
the fundamentals must of necessity be neglected. We do not, 
today, have the old-time writing schools that, with the singing 
schools, formed such an interesting part of the community forty 
years ago. We do not see so many flourishes and spread eagles as 
adorned the copy books in those early days. 

Writing has assumed a somewhat different place. It has 
become the means and not the end. But the writing of today is, 
on the whole, legible and pupils in the same length of time write 
much more than then. This is due, in some measure, to the 
passing of the slate and the cheapness of paper. A slateless 
school was an unheard-of thing in the olden time. Today, a slate 
is not to be found in our schools, and all writing is on paper. 
Pupils get very much more writing not only in copy-books but in 
composition work. 

Like changes have been made in spelling. We do not now 
hear of the old-fashioned spelling schools, though I confess they 
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had a distinct and real value. Classes are rarely found today 
“toeing the mark” and spelling in turn, and one child going above 
another in cases of a missed word. The child sees every common 
word in writing or print more times than formerly, as he now 
writes the word a dozen times a day, besides the oral spelling. He 
learns spelling more by seeing the word than by naming the letters 
orally. I> still believe in the old-time spelling class and for the 
teaching of oral spelling there is no better method today. 

We are now flooded with reading matter. A child reads 
more now in a year than he used to read in several years. He 
then had so little reading matter that he practicelly memorized it. 
The reading books were few in number and one served a child a 
year. It then was handed town toa younger brother or sister. 
Today, a child in passing through a grade reads half a dozen or 
more books. His mind is filled with beautiful pieces of literature, 
while history, travel and nature are not neglected. 

As will bé seen, we still believe in giving due prominence to 
the essentials and at the same time introducing such new branches 
as the spirit of the time demands. 


WORK. 


The work of the schools during the year just closed has been 
carried on mainly along the lines already indicated in former 
reports. The chief aim has been to unify and strengthen the 
teaching in every branch. The work, however, was seriously 
handicapped in the village and at West Falmouth by the enforced 
vacations on account of the prevalence of diphtheria. 

We have striven for a truer and deeper appreciation of the 
real significance of education on the part of both teacher and 
pupils. This is indicated by the helpful spirit of the teachers. 
They certainly are hard workers and deserve the commendation of 
the people. 

The equipment of the schools is vastly superior to what it 
was a few years ago. The school rooms are well cared for and 
are now nearly all supplied with adjustable single seats. It is the 


intention of the committee to replace the old seats at East Fal- 
mouth with new ones during the Chistmas vacation. The 
destroying of the school books at West Falmouth on account of 
diphtheria, occasioned a considerable loss; but they have all been 
replaced with new ones. 

We think it is a reasonable claim to make that the general 
condition of the schools is good and the results that» are being 
produced, on the whole satisfactory. 

Perhaps it would not be out of place to append hereto the 
following extract from the laws of the commonwealth, which 
make clear our duties in relation to the instruction of morals:— 

“Tt shall be the duty of all instructors of youth to exert their 
best endeavor to impress on the minds of children and youth, 
committed to their care and instruction. the principles of piety and 
justice, ana a sacred regard to truth; love of their country, 
humanity, and universal benevolence; sobriety, industry and 
frugality; chastity, moderation and temperance; and those other | 
virtues that are the ornament of human society; and the basis 
upon which a republican constitution is founded; and it shall be 
the duty of such instructors to endeavor to lead their pupils as 
their ages and capacities will admit, into a clear understanding of 
the tendency of the above mentioned virtues to preserve and 
perfect a republican constitution, and secure the blessings of liberty 
as well as to promote their future happiness, tek also to point out 
to them the evil tendency of the opposite vices.’ 


THE TREND OF EDUCATIONAL THOUGHT. 


There never was a time when the thought of educators, and 
the people generally, had such a decided industrial trend as at 
present. It is indeed difficult to know how much we should be 
influenced by it. | 

Our leading magazines are giving space for the discussion of 
the value of doing things as a means of an education. 

Manual training has already become a part of the course of 
study in many places. Drawing is really one of the forms of 
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manual training. Manual training is required in towns of 20,000 
or more, while any town is permitted by law to provide teaching 
in manual training, agricultural, sewing and cooking. 

A great many schools are now giving courses in agriculture. 
Publishing houses have all added a text book on Agriculture to 
their list of text books. Who would have thought such a thing 
even ten years ago? Yet such is the tendency today. 

The following are some of the conclusions reached in refer- 
ence to this subject by the National Educational Association at its 
meeting in Boston in 1903: 

“That in existing one-room district schools a limited amount 
of nature study and work in the elements of agriculture, and hand 
work for both boys and girls may be undertaken; that in. view of 
the quality of the teaching force available for these schools, the 
immaturity of the greater number of the pupils, the crowded. 
condition of the program, and the lack of adequate supervision, 
but little can be expected in the way of industrial education in 
these schools; but where enthusiastic teachers qualified for the 
work and pupils of sufficient maturity are brought together in the 
same school, something worth while may be accomplished, and 
that the effort for such accomplishment should certainly be made. 

“That in the township or other distinctly rural high school, 
and in the village high school attended by a considerable number 
of pupils from the country, a. modification of courses of study 
should be made which shall provide for the introduction of work, 
especially in the elements of agriculture and domestic science, and 
such further lines of industrial education as local conditions shall 
make feasible. ‘To make this work a success, teachers must be 
secured who have made special preparation for it. For such 
schools a text book treating botany from an agricultural and 
economic standpoint is greatly needed. 

“That when teachers are unprepared to give instruction in 
the elements of agriculture and other phases of industrial effort, 
the work is likely to result in failure; that under existing condi- 
tions and under conditions likely to exist for a long time to come, 
comparatively few teachers in the country schools will be pre- 
pared for this work. 
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“That the courses of study in rural schools should be framed 
with reference tu meeting the needs of children in those commun- 
ities and not with reference to preparing a small percentage of 
these children to enter higher schools whose courses of study are 
formulated, not to meet the needs of the great majority of those 
who attend them, but to prepare the remaining small minority to 
enter some still higher school.” 


NINTH GRADE. 


For several years the question of adding a ninth grade has 
been discussed more or less by the committee; but, because of the 
opposition of parents toward transporting their children to 
the center, no action has thus far been taken. Tt 38 n0b 
practical to place nine grades in a school taught by one teacher. 
However, with the extra rooms added recently at East Falmouth 
and Waquoit, it would seem the matter of extra transportation 
could be obviated. 

Some of the pupils now reach the high school rather young. 
This is remedied in some places by raising the age of entering 
school to six years. An extra grade, however, would remedy the 
matter more effectively. 


LANGUAGE WORK. 


The work in English, especially in the upper grades and the 
high school, would be greatly benefited if children read more, and 
better books. ‘Teachers in the high school have done much to aid 
along these line. 

It is one thing to be ABLE to read and quite another thing to 
have a TASTE for good and wholesome reading. 

If a love for good books is to be formed it must be begun in 
childhood. One of the most important things a teacher can do is 
to cultivate a love for good literature. Ifa child has a love for 
good books, he will educate himself long after his school days are 
ended. 3 
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To aid children and parents in choosing suitable books, I 
present a list for several of the lower grades. These may be 
obtained at the public library. ¢

There is a rising tide in favor of beautifying school houses 
and grounds. Pictures are finding their way to the walls of the 


school rooms, busts are taking their places in the halls, and flowers — 
are seen more and more in the class rooms. | 

This is as it should be. Why should not our school rooms 
be made attractive places for our children to dwell in? 

During the past year several works of art have been placed 
in our schools. These were obtained principally through the ef- 
forts of the children. . 

_ In the spring the pupils of the village grammar school gave 
a concert, entitled Ye Little Olde Folks Concert. With the 
proceeds the following pictures were purchased and are now hang- 
ing in the several rooms: Feeding Her Birds, Millet; A Little 
Child Shall Lead Them, Strutt; Divine Shepherd, Morille; The 
Aurora, Reni; Sir Galahad, Watts. Much yet remains to be done 
in decorating the interior of this building. 
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The pupils of the Hatchville school gave an entertainment 
and procured the following: Saint John, “A” Alexandrian, and 
- Child from Florence. These improve the looks very much of 
that pleasant school room. 

The members of the graduating class, 1906, of the 1h 
school, presented to the school a statue of Euterpe. This stands 
in the front hall and adds one more piece of decoration to that 
well furnished building. 


DRAWING. 


The subject of drawing has received the attention of Miss 
Winifred Kent, the special teacher of this subject. 

Some very creditable work has been done by the pupils, a 
part of which was exhibited at the village grammar school at the 
time of the Little Old Folk’s concert. 

The elements of drawing have great educational value in 
developing taste, imagination, invention; they also have a practical 
value, because, as the country grows older, there is more and more 
attention paid to the artistic in all lines of industry. It is also in 
line with manual training. now so popular. Your attention is 
called to the report of Miss Kent. 


To Mr. A. O. STANGER, SUPT: 


I herewith submit the second annual report of the supervisor 
of drawing— 

The work this year is already showing a decided improvement 
over the work of last year. ‘There are two reasons for this—the 
grade teachers are becoming more familiar with the work, and the 
children are unconsciously applying the knowledge gained last 
year, 

In any special subject, the improvement appears first in the 
primary grades, and last in the high school. After two years of 
study, a primary school should be up to grade—that is, able to 
fulfill the requirements for that grade in each branch of the study, 
plant drawing, color, constructive drawing and design. The 
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intermediate and grammar grades and the high school need more 
time for this as they must be taught all the things required in the 
lower grades in addition to the requirements of their own grade. 
The time necessary for this depends on the grade teacher and the 
pupils. When the present primary pupils reach the upper grades 
with a good preparation, the work will be easier. 

“Up to grade” doesn’t mean simply to try some of the poe 
required—it means to do all of it, and do it well. 

PrimMARy:—In the fall the primary schools came up to grade 
in their plant drawing and color work. Their work in construc- 
tive drawing, including free hand practice with a few geometric 
elements, use of ruler in measuring, the making of simple objects, 
toys, Thanksgiving souvenirs and Christmas gifts, has been very 
satisfactory. The essential aim of free-hand drawing in public 
schools has been stated by well-known supervisors as the ability 
to show how a thing looks—from the object and from imagination. 
This comes under the head of pictorial drawing and composition. 
In the primary grades this ability is cultivated by using drawing 
as a common means of expression. That is, the children draw 
pictures to illustrate their work, their play, the stories they read, 
and Mother Goose rhymes. Their work in design is learning how 
to make more beautiful some object they have previously made. 

INTERMEDIATE AND GRAMMAR:—Some of the intermediate 
and grammar work in plant drawing has been very good. Ina 
few schools the color work is up to grade in quality, but not in 
the amount required. The constructive drawing and design is the 
most important work in these grades. The pupils are required to 
make some simple object, perhaps a box, from paper or cardboard. 
After it is made, they are required to make an accurate drawing, 
with measurements, showing just how it is made, each step, the 
drawing to be accompanied by written directions. In the higher 
grades the pupils should be able to design, plan and work out 
some object in wood. The working out of this really comes under 
the head of manual training instead of drawing, but it could be 
accomplished if the grade teachers are sufficiently interested, and 
if the question of supplies could be met satisfactorily. 

The mechanical drawing kits—board, T square, triangles and 
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compasses—necessary for the constructive work have been pro- — 
vided for the seventh and eighth grades this year. It will make 
the work easier for teachers and pupils, it will be better work, and 
there can be more of it since without the kits the work requires 
nearly twice as much time. Moreover, the pupils will have some 
preparation for the mechanical work in the high school. If these 
kits can be added for the fifth and sixth grades next year, their 
work can be brought up to grade very much sooner. 

The improvement in pictorial drawing and composition will 
seem much slower than in any other branch because it requires 
longer and more persistent practice in drawing, and seeing things 
understandingly. ‘The aim in decorative design is to show the 
possibility of making common objects beautiful by simple and 
effective decoration and to cultivate the taste as to what is good 
or bad in design. 


-“The common problem, yours, mine, everyone’s, 
Is, not to fancy what were fair in life, 
Provided it could be—but finding first 
What may be, then find how to make it fair.” 


HicgH ScHoout:—The work in the high school is seriously 
hampered by the lack of preparation in the grades, by the small 
amount of time given to it, and by the need of a special room for 
the work. However, the results this year are very gratifying 
compared with last year’s work. The work in plant drawing has 
been excellent, and the same class is doing very good work in 
design. I have been very much pleased with the work of the 
elass in charcoal drawing. Some of the work done in the class in 
mechanical drawing is excellent. The class in the history of art 
is not affected by the obstacles that hinder the work in the other 
classes, and is perfectly satisfactory in attention, interest and 
results.

Mr. A. O. STANGER, Supt. of Schools, 


DEAR Sir:—I herewith submit the following report on music 
for the year 1905-6. 

Since the last report we have introduced the Weaver System 
of Individual Sight Singing in the grades below the high 
school. Previous to the adoption of this method, we did consid- 
erable individual sight singing, but with this course we can do 
better work and in less time. Individual singing stimulates per- 
sonal effort, gives the pupil confidence in himself and gives the 
teacher a clearer insight into the progress of the pupil. It also 
adds inspiration and tone quality to the chorus singing, for what 
-benefits the individual must benefit the whole. 

The New Educational Music Course has been subsituted for 
the old in all the grades, and the teachers and pupils alike show 
-their appreciation of the superior class of songs. 

Each pupil has been supplied with a music blank book in 
which to preserve his written work. 

In closing, I wish to express my gratification at the careful 
work done by the teachers during my leave of absence.

RECENT SCHOOL LEGISLATION. 


Acts or 1906, CHAPTER 502. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE APPOINTMENT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIANS. 


Section 1. The school committee of every city and town in 
the Commonwealth shall appoint one or more school physicians, 
shall assign one to each public school within its city or town, and 
shall provide them with all proper facilities for the performance 
of their duties as prescribed in this act: provided, however, that 
in cities wherein the board of health is already maintaining or 
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shall hereafter maintain substantially such medical inspection .as 
this act requires. the board of health shall appoint and assign the 
‘ school physician. 

Section 2. Every school physician shall make a prompt ex- 
amination and diagnosis of all children referred to him as_here- 
inaiter provided, and such further examination of teachers, janitors 
and school buildings as in his opinion the. protection of the health 
of the pupils may require. 

Section 8. The school committee shall cause to be referred 
to a school physician for examination and diagnosis every child 
returning to school without a certificate from the board of health 
after absence on account of illness or from unknown cause; and 
every child in the schools under its jurisdiction who shows signs 
of being in ill health or of suffering from infectious or contagious 
disease, unless he is at once excluded from school by the teacher; 
except; that in the case of. schools in remote and isolated situations 
the school committee may make such other arrangements as .may 
best carry. out the purposes of this act. | 

Section 4.. The school committee shall cause notice of the 
disease or defects, if any, from which any child is found to be suf- 
fering to be sent to his parent or guardian. Whenever a child 
shows symptoms of smallpox, scarlet fever, measles, chickenpox, 
tuberculosis, diphtheria or influenza, tonsilitis, whooping cough, 
mumps, scabies or. trachoma, he shall be sent home immediately, 
or as soon as safe and proper conveyance can be found, and the 
board. of health shall at once be notified. 

Section 5. . The school committee of every city and town 
shall cause every child in the public schools to be separately and 
carefully tested and examined at least once in every school year 
to ascértain whether he is suffering from defective sight or hear- 
ing or from any other disability or defect tending to prevent his 
receiving the full benefit of his school work, or requiring a modifi- 
cation of the school work in order to ‘prevent injury to the child 
or to secure the best educational results. The tests of sight and 
hearing shall be. made by.. teachers. .The committee shall cause 
notice of any defect or disability. requiring treatment to be sent to 
the parent-or guardian of the child, and shall require a physical 
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record of each child to be kept in such form as the state board of 
education shall prescribe. 

Section 6. The state board of health shall prescribe the 
directions for tests of sight and hearing and the state board of 
education shall, after consultation with the state board of health, 
prescribe and furnish to school committees suitable rules of in- 
struction, test-cards, blanks, record books and other useful appli- 
ances for carrying out the purposes of this act, and shall provide 
for pupils in the normal schools instruction and practice in the 
best methods of testing the sight and hearing of children. The 
state board of education may expend during the year nineteen 
hundred and six a sum not greater than fifteen hundred dollars, 
and annually thereafter a sum not greater than five hundred dol- 
lars for the purpose of supplying the material required by this act. 

Section 7. The expense which a city or town may incur by 
virtue of the authority herein vested in the school committee or 
board of health, as the case may be, shall not exceed the amount 
appropriated for that purpose in cities by the city council and in 
towns by atown meeting. The appropriation shall precede any 
expenditure or any indebtedness which may be incurred under 
this act, and the sum appropriated shall be deemed a sufficient ap- 
propriation in the municipality where it is made. Such appropria- 
tion need not specity to what section of the act it shall apply, and 
may be voted as a total appropriation to be applied in carrying 
- out the purposes of the act. 

Section 8. This act shall take effect on the first iy of Sep- 
tember in the year nineteen hundred and six. [Approved June 
20, 1906.

LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


“The high school is the people's college.” It is maintained 
for the benefit of the boys and girls of the town who have an 
ambition to seek further mental development. They are to be 
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encouraged in their efforts in obtaining a better education. As 
has been frequently stated in these reports, by education we mean 
training for power and not a mere accumulation of facts. 

The high school is for the many and not the few, and hence 
should not be a purely college preparatory institution. _ Compara- 
tively few of its graduates go away to still higher institutions of 
learning. This is true of all high schools. The vast majority of 
them remain to become citizens of the home town. For these the 
high school exists to a marked degree. Here these get their last 
opportunity to form correct ideals of true citizenship. Here, if 
ever, they are to learn self-control, consideration of the rights of 
others, integrity, uprightness of conduct, and manly and womanly 
character. It is worth our while to think on these things. They 
are valuable assets in the life of anyone, even if they cannot be 
expressed in percents. I believe our corps of instructors are 
keeping them in mind. : 

-It has long been the custom of the committee to employ none 
but college graduates as teachers in the high school. This is done 
that pupils may come in contact with men and women of broad 
training. I believe the custom is a good one and should be contin. 
ued. Pupils learn from association as well as from the books. 
With our arrangement of courses of study it would seem that all 
could be accommodated in their desire to get an education. 

Below will be found the report of the principal, Mr. F. C. 
Stewart. 


Mr. A. O. STANGER, Superintendent of Schools, 


Sr1r:—I have the honor of submitting my fifth annual report 
of the Lawrence high school. | 

The foundations of a good school are comprehensive courses 
of studies and a student body prepared to take the subjects 
included therein. The curriculum of this high school, by revision 
from time to time, has kept up to the increasing requirements of 
the colleges. Three of its courses fit for higher institutions, viz: 
the Classical, the Latin-Scientific, and the English courses. The 
first two fit for a college course leading to the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts; the last two fit for the degree of Bachelor of Science. 
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These courses were revised in 1899 by my predecessor, keep- 
ing in view the purpose of fitting for the colleges, the technical 
schools and for the state normal schools. In 1902, the courses 
were still further revised. No radical changes were made. The 
college preparatory courses were strengthened in the subjects of 
history and science. This was done to meet the added demand of oe 
the college upon the preparatory school. 

In history the amount of work was extended, so that a pupil 
may fit for college in either ancient history, English ins Uae or in 
American history. 

In science, elementary physics is taught in the spring term * 
of the freshman year: i. e., such work as is ordinarily done in:a 
ninth grade is given. This makes it possible to fill the college 
requirement in physics in the time assigned to it, later in the 
courses. 2... | 


The work in chemistry must continue at disadvantage until’ ~ 


sinks with running water be put in the laboratory tables. The 
accommodations for the escape of noxious p68 at the’ ag are 
inadequate. 

Though few pupils select a college course requiring prepara-’ 
tory chemistry, botany or physiology yet such work is given in 
your high school. 

A radical change in the college attitude towards Greek has 
developed within ve last fifteen years. It is now an elective 
subject in nearly all, if not all, of the colleges. To replace the 
former stress laid upon the study of Greek, greater emphasis is 
given to the modern languages and to laboratory methods in 
the sciences. Some of the preparatory schools are dropping Greek 
from their courses. Tabor Academy omitted Greek from its 
curriculum about two ‘years ago. eed rom ore in Latin and 
mathematics remain unchanged. 

There are at present in the high school, twelve pupils who 
are doing good work in the college preparatory courses. For 
their benefit application has been made to the College Board of 
Entrance Certification for the privilege of certification. The high 
school is now able to do better college preparatory wotk nee ever 
before in its history.

The courses for those who do not plan to go to college have 
been given careful attention. The needs of such pupils are met 
in the’English and: in the commercial courses. These subjects 
are not arranged with the idea of furnishing a restful home for 
weary pupils. The commercial course is arranged for those pupils 
who wish: to study subjects whose immediately practical value 
they can see. Stenography furnishes a severe ‘mental discipline 
besides its practical value. That all in the commercial course 
have ehosen it, shows-that pupils are not looking for the easiest. 
subjects. Your principal believes that two years should be 
devoted to stenography and typewriting in high schools. 

The increasing demand of the college upon the secondary 
school may well bear‘also upon.the standard of admission to the 
high school and upon the curriculum of the grammar school. An 
average of 70 percent in each subject of examination for admission 
to the high school should be required; or an average of 75 percent 
in all subjects with no mark below 60 percent. To the subjects 
now taught in the grammar school ninth grade subjects should be 
added. This grade is needed especially in small schools where it 
is not possible to separate the dull scholars from the bright ones. 
Marion and Wareham have nine grades. 

It is not the sole aim of high school teachers to fit for coleee 
or to make stenographers and typewriters, but to: make good 
citizens in the broadest sense of the term. «|

The services of teachers of commercial subjects with a. col- 
lege éducation are not easily secured. Falmouth has been twice - 
fortunate; once in the service of Miss Smith in establishing the ~ 
commercial subjects, and again in employing -Miss Brackett to 
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carry out the work so well begun. Miss Brackett is doing 
thorough work that already shows results. 
Much credit is due my assistant teachers for the goud work 
done in the school.

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Report of Member of School Connie 
from Woods Hole District. 


Woods Hole, Mass., December 10, 1906. 
CHAIRMAN SCHOOL COMMITTEE, Falmouth, Mass. 

S1r:—Herewith I submit report of repairs done on the soHoel 
building at Woods Hole under my supervision, and in atcordance 
with the direction of the board. 

Your committee man was chosen to the board early in July 
and immediately made a careful and thorough examination of the 
school building at Woods Hole, and found the building to be sadly 
in need of repairs, and conditions existing that were a menace to 
the health of the pupils. Upon reporting to the full committee 
the condition of affairs at the building and the need of immediate 
repairs so that the school rooms should be in readiness for the 
fall term, I was authorized to have the building put in suitable 
condition for use and occupancy. 

Inasmuch as the amount expended in repairs may seem un- 
usual I desire to present a report somewhat in detail, that no 
question of the wisdom of the work may arise. 

Owing to long continued washing away of the earth about 
the northwest corner of the building, the foundation became ex- 
posed and had settled several inches so that water was permitted 
to percolate through into the cellar, and such.a quantity had thus 
gained access that the pure air receivers were filled to a depth’ of 
several inches, and were in an extremely filthy condition; the’ 
“spaces beneath the furnaces were also filled with stagnant water, 
mixed with decaying wood, papers, and other refuse. 

The closets in each of the school rooms into which had been 
placed pipes for the transmission of fresh air, were left in an un- 
finished condition, the plastering having fallen away from the 
laths, ana the woodwork also having been torn away. The win- 
dows throughout the entire building needed reputtying, and 
scarcely a window in the upper rooms could be lowered or raised 
by the weights, owing to the lack of cords. 

The roof was found to be leaking in numerous places, and the 
attic floor was in an unsafe condition; the cupola was also in a 
weather worn state, and the ladder and approach was decayed and 
dangerous. 
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The floors and walls of the school rooms were covered with 
dirt of years’ standing; the desks and seats were alsoin an unclean 
condition. 

The cellar was especially dirty, owing to the fact that no bins 
were provided for coal, and over the floor had settled coal dust 
and ashes, and scattered about were papers and bits of wood, 
which would easily help the spread of fire in case a blaze was 
started. 

The sanitary conveniences were in a poor state, two of the 
water-closets having been broken during the winter previous by 
freezing. 

The school grounds had become gullied, and the entire foun- 
dation of the building was exposed by constant washing away of 
the earth. 


The repairs made and work done in putting the building in 
condition for use consisted of the following:— 


CELLAR.—The furnaces were overhauled, the air chambers 
were thoroughly cleaned out, two new boys’ schoolhouse closets 
and one new urinal were installed. Coal bins were erected, the 
floor and walls cleaned, and the walls whitewashed. The under- 
pinning was repaired by filling all holes and closing the cracks 
between the window casings, door frames, and the sills. 


Hartuways.—These were thoroughly washed with a solution 
of water, ammonia and soda, walls and ceiling whitewashed. two 
coats and woodwork varnished. 


SCHOOL-ROOMS.—F loors thoroughly. washed and_ scrubbed, 
walls and ceiling whitewashed. Seats and desks scrubbed and 
then varnished. Seats and desks repaired and ironwork of same 
adjusted. New cords furnished to windows. Air flues repaired 
and wire screens added to the outlets. Window blinds repaired 
and, new keys fitted to the doors. Closets repaired, lath and 
plaster furnished and woodwork made whole. All floors in build- 
ing were given a heavy coating of dust oil, windows washed _thor- 
oughly inside and out, and new glass inserted where needed. 
Two storm doors were put on the rear; storm windows put on the 
north and west sides. 


Attic.—Floor repaired and rubbish cleaned out; new ladder 
to approach to the cupola. Air flue in cupola replaced by new 
piping. New halyards placed on flagstaff. 

On the outside of the building the foundation was repaired 
_ and the plank walks which had become decayed and unsafe were 
replaced by new ones. The roof was repaired temporarily, and 
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new clapboards were put in at several places on the sides of the 
building. 

The playground was graded and around the foundation earth 

and loam was placed. In some places it was necessary to grade up 
to three feet so that water might be turned away from the build- 
ing. All drain pipes were repaired, and the cellar windows were 
removed and newly placed, being cemented anew. On the north- 
west corner new bricks were put in place and the sag in the 
building remedied. 

A fence was built around the newly graded ground next the » 
building and the ground seeded down. In connection with the 
grading I would say that the town officers were unwilling to fur- 
nish me material for the work and it had to be purchased. 

The building and grounds were put in good condition and 
were ready for the opening of the fall session, but there is still 
need of further work, and also the building should receive careful 
attention from time to time. 


RECOMMENDATIONS:—I would respectfully recommend that a 
portion of the south roof of the building be reshingled. 

I would further recommend that a portion of the grounds be 
set apart and equipped as a girls’ playground, as the space allotted 
them at present is inconvenient and on a side hill, and is lacking 
in room. A portion of the grounds on the south side of the build- 
ing could easily be set apart, graded and used as a playground for 
the girls, with but a small outlay of money. 

I would further recommend that an approach be furnished to 
the boys’ toilet room, so that it will not be necessary for them to 
go outside of the building in order to reach the rooms. And 
would further suggest and recommend that the girls’ toilet room 
be changed so as to dispense with the necessity of their going 
through the cellar in order to reach the room. These two 
changes can, in my opinion, be made at a moderate cost. 

It should be borne in mind that this building stands in a very 
- exposed location and is subject to the violence of the winter gales, 
and censequently, as the building is not a wholly new structure, it 
is likely to require repairs to some extent every summer, and the 
janitor should be advised, as well as the teachers, to bring to the 
attention of the committee any damage caused by storms or other- 
wise, and to keep strict watch over the scholars to see that un- 
necessary damage is not done.

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Water Commissioners’ Report. 


The water commissioners herewith submit their sixth annual 
report. 

The organization of the board was the same as during the 
preceding year. 

During the year certain minor extensions of the system have 
been made, the cost of which has been well within the appropria- 
tion. : 
Repairs have been made at the pumping station. One boiler 
has been fitted with new tubes. A hot well has been installed, 
and the pumps have been thoroughly; overhauled and put in order. 

Since September sixteenth, the station has been in charge of 
George T. Dunham as engineer. His work has given entire satis- 
faction to the commissioners. 

The Quissett stand pipe has been repaired and painted. 

During the summer the attention of the commissioners was 
called to the practice of certain persons in bathing in Long pond, 
and of others who drove animals into the water or allowed them 
to enter it. A notice was posted forbidding these practices, and 
an officer employed to patrol the shores for a time. 

Forty-six new services have been added during the year. 

The treasurer’s report will show an increase of income over 
the preceding year. 

All the bills assessed upon individuals last July. or in any 
preceding year, have been settled, so we have no list of delinquent 
water-takers. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that an eight inch pipe be laid from the pres- 
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ent terminus near the Craig House, through Belleview, Gertrude. 
and Grand avenues to a point near the Vineyard Sound House. 

We recommend that action be taken to enable the commis- 
sioners to relocate the mains as may be necessary on account of 
the closing Clinton avenue, and that an appropriation be made for 
that purpose. _ 

We recommend the following improvements at the pumping 
station:— 

First, an additional intake pipe, to enable the pumps to 
run independently of each other. 

Second, an auxiliary engine, to be used in case of accident to 
the pumps now in use. 

Third, a shed for storing a year’s supply of coal, so that we 
may be able to take advantage of the lowest prices and guard 
against shortage of fuel in case of scarcity in the market.

REPORT ON THE PROPOSED EXTENSION OF THE 
WATER SYSTEM TO NORTH FALMOUTH. 


Pursuant to vote of the town, we have made an investigation 
of the probable expense of extending the water system to North 
Falmouth, including the purchase of the plants now in operation 
at Megansett; and the probable income to be derived from such 
extension, and submit the following report: _ 

We opened negotiations with Messrs. Sprague and Paine, 
the owners of the present systems at Megansett, and found these 
- gentlemen willing to dispose of their property, chiefly on the 
ground that fire-protection is needed in their part of the town. 

Mr. Sprague thought his plant.was worth $12,000, but would 
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leave matter of price to disinterested parties. The income from 
his plant is about $1,000 per annum. 

Mr. Paine asks $6,000 for his plant with an income of $350. 

We employed Louis E. Hawes, civil engineer, to make sur- 
veys and give an estimate of the cost of ‘extending the main to a 
point near the house of Geo. E. Teele, of connecting this main 
with the systems at Megansett, of making improvements in ex- 
isting plants necessary to furnish fire-protection and to make addi- 
tions to our present pumping and storage facilities which the 
proposed extension would make necessary. 

We also made a careful canvass to ascertain what income 
might be expected between the present terminus at West Fal- 
mouth and the house of Mr. Teele.

This would give no fire-protection to Megansett and would 
not be satisfactory to the people in that part of the town. 


To make the extension and improve the present system

Cost of present plants, 18,000 00 
Total, $78,043 14 


The new standpipe would be necessary in either case. 

Certain additions would have to be made to the equipment at 
the pumping station costing, as estimated, $6,043.48, but as a 
portion of this will have to be expended, in the near future, in 
any event, we have not included it in the preceding estimates; but 
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» we think it fair to say that the proposed extension would cost at 
least $80,000.

This is less than 2% on the probable outlay. 
Under these circumstances the commissioners do not recom- 
mend the undertaking at the present time.

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Auditors’ Report, 1907. - 


_ The auditors chosen at the last annual town meeting respect- 
fully submit the following report and recommendations. * 


The auditors after being duly sworn met on March 9, 1907 
and organized by the election of H. H. Fay, chairman; W. E. 
Davis, clerk. 


Your auditors while not seeking to find fault, believe it their 
duty to call the attention of the voters to such matters as in their - 
judgment require correction. | 


Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officers and find them generally well kept, but your 
auditors are not authorized to make up accounts for any officer or 
board, nor do they consider this a part of their duty. 


Your auditors recommend that all officers or boards compare 
their accounts with the books of the selectmen once a month, as 
errors are less likely to occur and the work of auditing is simpli- 
fied. (See auditors’ report of 1904.) 


A few vouchers shonld have been more fully itemized as re- 
quired by standing votes, article 2, section 2, and attention has 
been called to this. 


The system of book-keeping in all departments is very simple 
and comprehensive, but your auditors believe a little improvement 
can be made in the tax collector’s account and therefore recom- 
mend that the town provide him with the proper books for this 
purpose. ‘The tax collector’s warrant, books and accounts belong 
to the town and by statute the town should furnish him with 
these books of account. | | 
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_ Your auditors, after consulting the tax collector and with his . 
assent, recommend that the tax collector have but one year in 
which to collect the taxes, instead of two years as has been the 
custom, but abatements shall be allowed him by the selectmen to 
and including December 15 of the year of settlement, and that the 
tax collector shall pay to the town treasurer all money remaining 
in his possession December 31 of each year. 

Standing Rules, Article 4, Section 1, require payments to be 
made ‘ton or before the 10th day of each month.” 

If the town should adopt this recommendation, the tax col- 
lector would close his 1908 tax accounts on Deceinber 31st, 1909, 
and abatements would be allowed him up to and including 
December 15th of the year 1909. 


- Your auditors wish it distinctly understood that in making 
the above recommendation, they do not wish to imply in any 
manner that the books of the tax collector are not correctly kept, 
or the affairs of his office honestly administered. 


Your auditors wish to call to your attention that some salaries 
are not fixed by vote, and recommend that at the annual town 
meeting the compensation attached to each office (except those 
fixed by statue) should be definitely voted. 

Usually at town meeting after voting a few salaries. a vote 
has been passed that other salaries shall be the “same as last 
year,” and this custom can undoubtedly be continued if the 
‘salaries are once voted by the town. It would then only be 
necessary to add year by year, such new offices as may be created 
‘by the town, or legislature, but every year an article should be 
placed in the town warrant:—“To determine the salaries of town 
officers.” 


It has grown to be the habit of the town to allow the com- 
pensation of some of these officers to be fixed by custom, or by 
the selectmen, and it is to rectify this that “your auditors make > 
the above recommendation. | | 

By Revised Laws, Chap. 25, Sect. 95, it is provided that town 
officers shall receive such compensation as the town may determine 
unless otherwise provided by statute. 


f 
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In accordance with the foregoing, the town clerk, treasurer, 
selectmen, overseers of the poor, board of health, trustees of the 
public library, water commissioners, collector of taxes, highway sur- 
veyor, auditors, herring committee, constables, keepers of the public 
wells and the watch may be compensated, the amount of the salary 
in each case being entirely within the discretion of the town. 


Assessors.—Receive a compensation of #250 per day for 
every whole day, and the town may add to that compensation by 
vote. 


Tree Warden and Deputy Tree Wardens.—Receive a com- 
pensation determined by the town; in default of this the 
selectmen determine the compensation. 


Compensation Fixed by Statute.—WSealer of weights .and 


measures, surveyors of lumber, public weighers, fence viewers, field 
drivers. 


Compensation Fixed by the Selectmen.—Surveyors of wood, 
harbor master, keepers of lock-ups, registrars of voters. 


Compensation Fixed by the School Committee:— 7ruant officer. 


Another custom of your town, your auditors wish to call 
to your attention, is allowing special committees to fix their own 
compensation and to make such expenditures as they see fit with- 
out a special appropriation being made for this purpose. 

The selectmen’s report of 1904 says:—‘ Jt has become the cus- 
tom of the town, of recent years, to place the authority of disbursing 
large amounts of money in other hands than those of the selectmen, so 
that an account of these expenditures does not lay with this board. 
The wisdom of this may be questioned, although the town seems satis- 


fied with this method.” 


The selectmen (whose compensation covers all their duties) 
are generally. the best representatives of the town, but when the 
town appoints a special committee, a vote should be passed nam- 
ing the compensation, and also appropriating a sum of money for 
the expenses of the committee. 


In case of the selectmen acting as a committee their com- 
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pensation is already provided for, and their expenses are paid 
from funds appropriated by the town. 


Your auditors therefore recommend the addition to Article 2 
of the Standing Vote, a new section 3 and renumbering the fol- 
lowing sections of the article. 


New Section 3.—At any town meeting when a special com- 
mittee is elected, a vote shall be passed naming the compensation 
of the committee and also a sum of money for the expenses of the 
committee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the 
town treasurer for either services or expenses. 


At the last annual town meeting it was voted:—“That two 
hundred dollars be appropriated for the purpose of employing expert 
assistance in preparing the next annual town report; the expert to be 
employed by the selectmen and auditors jointly.” 

The joint board appointed H. H. Fay to select: this expert. 

An expert statistician was selected but failed to render the 
necessary assistance, therefore on request of the committee the 
ten-year table of comparisons in the town report was compiled by 
Selectman Lawrence and Treasurer Hewins, to whom the town is 
indebted for this gratuitous service. 


In closing their report the auditors wish to thank the officers 
of the town for their courtesy, and assistance so cheerfully ren- 
dered by them.

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Selectmen’s Report. 


Annual report of the selectmen of the town of Falmouth for 
the year 1907. é 

In submitting this annual report for the year 1907, the select- 
men would call your attention to the following:—At the annual 
meeting it was voted to sell the catch of herring from one or more 
of its rivers. By a joint vote of the selectmen and herring com- 
mittee, it was decided to sell the catch from all the rivers, which 
was done and the amount of nine hundred dollars received from 
the sale. 

Your attention is also called to the following in regard to an 
addition to Good Will park as a present from Henry H. and Sarah 
B. Fay. In offering the land to the town they make but two con- 
ditions. One is that the town should acquire the rest of the land 
bordering on Grews pond which is bounded by their land and the 
road leading to the Falmouth water works, to the town property 
and thence by Grews pond to their land. The other condition is 
that the town should agree to maintain forever and replace in case 
of destruction, a bronze tablet which will be furnished by them. 
The tablet to be erected in a simple manner on the land at some 
point to be designated by them, and to have an inscription similar 
to. the following —‘“In 1660 this land was set off in the original 
settlement to John Jenkins and held by his descendants until 
1905 when it was deeded by E. W. Jenkins to Henry H. Fay 
and Sarah B. Fay and given by them, for park purposes, to the 
town of Falmouth.” 

In addition to this, Mr. Henry H. Fay intends to present the 
town with the land he acquired from the estate of James H. Jones 
with the same conditions, with a simple tablet something like this: 
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peneneniod by Henry H. Fay to the town of Falmouth for park 
purposes.” - 

As Good Will park is held by the trustees of public reserva- 
tions, they would require the portion which the town takes from 
the Swift heirs, bordering on Grews pond, to be conveyed to the 
trustees aforesaid, so they might hold the entire tract, and the 
conveyance by them of their land would be made to the trustees 
aforesaid, as would the land he proposed to give the town as 
an individual. 

An order was received from the inspector of public buildings 
calling for certain alterations in the exits from the gallery of the 
town hall, which is being carried out. 

A petition has been received from Mrs. A. M. Bryant, asking 
the town to accept the private way laid out in 1896 from the 
Menauhant hotel entirely to her land, as a public way. As Mrs. 
Bryant is a large taxpayer and has kept the way in repair since 
being built, we would recommend its acceptance by the town. 

We desire also to call the voters’ attention to the suits which 
have been brought against the town by Mrs. Elizabeth Sullivan 
and Miss Annie Whalen of Soston to recover damages for injuries 
received at Falmouth Heights last summer. The. injuries com- 
plained of and for which they seek to hold the town liable were 
occasioned by their coming in contact with a rope while riding in 
an automobile on Grand avenue so called. This rope was used as 
a guy rope in erecting a flag pole upon a small plot known as 
Allen park. The work was being done by or under the super- 
vision of the park commissioners. Upon receipt of the statutory 
notice the matter was referred to counsel with the request that an 
opinion as to the town’s liability be given them. We are advised 
by counsel that the question of liability is close and that it is by 
no means certain that the town is legally responsible: for the 
accident. There has been some talk between counsel regarding 
a basis of settlement, but we have not felt that this was a matter 
which we should settle before it first being referred to the town. 
Each suit is for five thousand dollars. As far as we can learn 
neither party received injuries of a serious nature. We therefore 
submit this to the voters and request that specific instructions be 
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given regarding future action in these cases or that the selectmen 
of the town be given authority to take such action in the premises 
as they may deem to be for the best interests of the town.

VOTE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


RELATIVE TO FUNDS DEPOSITED FOR THE CARE OF BURIAL 
GROUNDS. 


Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding five hundred dollars, as may be deposited — 
with its treasurer under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of 
the public statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the 
perpetual care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a 
board of investment consisting of the town treasurer and _ select- 
men and will allow interest for the same from the first day of _ 
January and July succeeding such deposits. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of 
the deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which they 
are to be applied. | 

Sec. 3. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal of, designated by the depositors to be expended, shall be 
paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which they 
are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to in section 
1. If in any year the income of such sums of money shall not 
amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall make up 
the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall be responsible 
for keeping the principal intact. 1

ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time-. appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such 
adjourned meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned meet- 
ing. Full notice of every special town meeting, including a copy 
of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to - every 
legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date of such 
meeting. (See Rev. Laws,.Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to the 
moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 
333.) 3 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of RoR te aoe 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall be 
published in the town report annually. The report shall contain 
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the reports of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list of the 
appropriations for the past year and those recommended for the 
coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the annual 
meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 
} Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two weeks 
before any special town meeting, the last publication to be during 
the week previous to such meeting, all committee recommendations 
and estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon which 
action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE I1.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. gece Chap. 35, 
pec. 11.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectiee to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their hands 
and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness before 
endorsing the order for their payment by the town treasurer. All 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, showing in de- 
tail the names of persons to whom payable and the purpose for 
which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

“Sect. 8. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
‘cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, for 
final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of 
the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to the com- 
missioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the water 
commissioners, all coal. The various boards and committees 
shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required by

the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the esti- 
mated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year advertise for bids to furnish 
the required amount of coal, and shall award the contracts to the 
lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal shall give 
bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for the faithful 
performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action as 
seems best. Oar ts 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weiglers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that 
men shall contain:—

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year 
and recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the 
. Teport. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year 
the length and width, cost of construction and amount of land 
damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 


Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
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meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. | 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corporation 
during the municipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the amount of 
the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has been re- 
mitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the year, with the 
names of the tax payer and the amount of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has 
been remitted. 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature accepted by 
the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


ARTICLE I11.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

. Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the Tth day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report. 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said report 
to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January 1st, in each 
year; the list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due and 
unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


ARTICLE Iv.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the treasurer 
to see that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 10th day of each month, (unless 
otherwise fixed by statute) pay to the town treasurer all sums 
exceeding $10.00 collected by them previous to that date to the 
custody of which the treasurer is entitled. 
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Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the pres- 
ence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, notes, 
script and other evedence of indebtedness of the town which have 
been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and receipted 
accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of the town 
which have been paid, unless the performance of these duties are 
otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
chdey meas 


ARTICLE v.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and Octo- 
ber, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial year, 
finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may not be 


hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE vi.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except in 
the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, and 
it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before the 
close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, bills 
and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books for the 
year on December 31, no orders for the payment of money from 
the various departments shall be approved by the selectmen, 
except for salaries, nor shall any orders (except for salaries) be 
paid by the town treasurer until after the various appropriations 
have been made at the next annual town meeting. 

Sect. 8. Voted that -No member of the board- of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized 
to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town for 
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labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by the 
town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, loan, 
contract or agreement for furnishing such goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or money. And no town officer, nor any member of a_ board 
or committee of the town in his individual capacity shall contract 
or have any interest in a contract with the town; except in the 
case of publicly advertised competitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws 
Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for work 
on the roads or for any other service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or commitees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect. 8. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the contract 
. Shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always being 
given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation are 
equal. }

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 
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In presenting this, the twenty-fifth annual report of the con- 
ditions existing in our schools, it has been thought well to call 
attention to a few of the pertinent facts that underlie all problems 
in education. ' 

We therefore propose to note briefly the changes in our 
executive and High School forces, and to deal with the business 
departments. 


SUPERINTENDENT—HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 


‘Mr. Asa O. Stanger, who had served the town faithfully for 
twelve years as Superintendent of Schools, resigned at the close of 
the last school year. Your Committee, after careful consideration, 
elected Mr. Ralph L. Wiggin of New York City, to fill the 
vacancy. | 

Mr. Fred C. Stewart, who for the past five years had been 
principal of Lawrence High School, resigned in the early summer 
to accept the principalship of the Rockland, Maine, High School. 
Mr. Ira A. Jenkins of the Provincetown High, was chosen to fill 
the vacancy. 


MORE MONEY NEEDED FOR SCHOOL EXPENSES. 


On account of the increased cost of living, teachers are 
demanding higher salaries; also the higher prices of books, paper 
and all school supplies will make it necessary to appropriate more 
money, the coming year, for the maintenance of our schools, if we 
are to keep them up to the present high standard of efficiency. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


It will be noticed by reference to the school account in the 
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town report, that the cost of transporting the scholars, who live at 
a distance, to and from school, is increasing each year and if the 
same policy is to be continued, as it seems necessary, to keep up 
our school attendance, a larger appropriation must be made. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT. 


We wish to call your attention to the condition of the North 
Falmouth and Waquoit schools. These buildings are both inade- 
quate to the requirements of the scholars who attend. Extensive 
alterations and improvements will, at least, have to be made at 
Waquoit before the beginning of another school year. 

Alterations and improvements are contemplated on the build 
ing at Woods Hole, to give more convenient access to the toilet 
rooms. 


HIGH SCHOOL HEATER. 


While the High School heating plant has, so far this winter, 
given fairly satisfactory results, it is the opinion of your Commit- 
tee that before the required temperature can be kept up at all 
times, in the severe winter weather, over the whole building, an 
entirely new plant must be installed. The present one may be 
made to do for a year or two longer; but the problem must be 
faced sooner or later, and a new plant installed. 


HIGH SCHOOL LABORATORIES. 


Some repairs and alterations will be made in the High School 
laboratories during the coming year at a cost of about one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


_ By the vote of the Committee Nov. 7, 1907, the Redway and 
Hinman geography was formally adopted. It is the desire of your 
committee to establish a uniform and authorized system of text- 
books in the belief that such a system means economy in the pur- 
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chase of books, and the best results in the careful grading of our 
schools. 7 ;

Superintendent’s Report. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH: 


I have the honor of presenting to you the following report of 
the schools of Falmouth for the year ending June 14, 1907. 

The period of time covered by this report is, in the main, 
previous to the time of my entrance upon the duties of the office 
of superintendent of your schools. The statistics herein given 
are, therefore, necessarily compiled from data left by my predeces- 
sor in office, Mr. Stanger. 

In the brief time that I have held the position of superintend- 
ent, I have endeavored to familiarize myself with the condition 
and needs of the schools, and to advance the work along lines that 
have seemed to me to be for the educational welfare of the pupils, 
and the best interests of the schools. 


THE COURSE OF STUDY. 


With the changing ideas in education the course of study be- 
comes a problem of increasing difficulty. No course of study, no 
matter how carefully prepared, can long remain as a guide to. 
teachers, or serve as an efficient training for the young, unless, 
by frequent revisions, it is brought up to the standards set by the 
best educational thought, and practice. 7 

Early in the beginning of the present econo year the grade. 
teachers were told to emphasize English—writing——arithmetic— 
subjects which are basal to any American school course. 

Typewritten copies of a course in nature study for all the 
grades, and a course in geography for the first three grades have 
been placed in the hands of the teachers.

It is expected that the complete course of study for the 
grades will be prepared and in the hands of the teachers for trial 
before the end of the present school year. 

The course of study for the High School is completed: it is 
printed in this report together with rules and suggestions. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND SCHOOLS. 


The school buildings are on the whole:in good condition. A 
few repairs have been made upon some of the buildings, notably, 
the buildings at East Falmouth and Davisville. Early in the 
school year new seats were placed in the North Falmouth school 
house, and several minor changes.made, to accommodate the in- 
creased number of pupils. At Waquoit the growth of the primary 
department necessitated an exchange of rooms between the 
primary and grammar grades. The school facilities at North 
Falmouth and Wadquoit are hardly adequate for the accommoda- 
tion of the increasing school population of these districts. I 
recommend the thorough renovation of the school houses at North 
Falmouth and Waquoit. 

A bust of Abraham Lincoln. the gift of the principal, Mrs. 
Gifford, and her pupils, has been placed in the grammar school 
room at East Falmouth. 


GRADE WorkK.--The grade work in some of the schools is 
not quite satisfactory. In most instances this is due to too rapid - 
promotion. This advancement of the pupil before he is ready to 
do the more difficult work of the next grade operates badly for 
the pupil, and the good work of the school. The new plan to 
be carried out in the more careful re-grading of the schools is— 
no promotion until the pupil has shown the ability to do the next 
thing. eee 


PROMOTIONS. 


One of the most hopeful tendencies in present day education 
is the provision whereby a child is given the opportunity to ad- 
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vance in work as his ability warrants. By this method his ad- 
vancement is not regulated by the pace of advancement of ‘his’ 
class or grade. | | 

Some children can do more than others, and to them should 
be given the chance of doing the work in the more advanced 
classes. Ability to do the next thing is the standard for advance- _ 
ment, not the amount of time spent in a room or grade. 

Pupils who can do more than the work of the grade to which 
they are assigned may take up some of the work of the advanced 
grade. | | | 
The physical force of all children is not the same. The 
health of some will not allow them to do as much as others. A 
few should do more than the prescribed work; many should do 
less. It is better for a child to take less than the prescribed 
course of study, and, succeed in few studies, than to take all, 
fail, and thus form the habit of failure. Eight years is the pre- 
scribed time for completing the course in the grades. The course 
of study is, however, flexible enough to accommodate the child 
who needs seven or nine years. 

In the High School the pupils are promoted by the number of 
points gained in individual studies. One of the very good fea- 
tures of the point system is, if a pupil does good work in one 
study, he need not do the work in that study again, because of 
failure in some other study. There is no good reason for repeating 
work that has been done successfully.

NEW APPOINTMENTS.—Ira A. Jenkins, High School; Katrina 
M. Graveson, fifth and sixth grades.in the village school; Emma - 
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F. Cobb, kindergarten; Edna Payson, Waquoit primary school; 
Louisa McIntire, West Falmouth grammar school; Elizabeth 
McIntire, North Falmouth school; Mary Hall, Hatchville school; 
Edith M. Northup, Davisville school. The increase in the num- 
ber of pupils in the primary room in the village made necessary 
the employment of an assistant teacher for thatroom. In October 
Edna Pryer was appointed to the position. Miss Pryer resigned 
her position in December because of ill health. Her place was 
taken by Alma L. Davis. 

The most important service that can be rendered to a school 
-system by the committee and superintendent is to secure a compe- 
tent, devoted, enthusiastic corps of teachers for the schools. This 
being done, “no other neglect can make poor schools; this being 
neglected, no other precaution can make good schools.” It is true 
that the success of a school is due in the largest sense to the 
teacher. but the teacher must be given the very best in modern 
appliances, modern text books, and modern methods, if the results 
for which we are looking are to be secured. 

Teachers of the highest character and teaching ability must 
be kept in our schools. ‘There is a philosophy of education, but 
it chiefly consists in getting the right persons to do the teaching.” 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


Teachers’ meetings have been held regularly once a month. 
In these meetings the teachers have shown admirable spirit and 
interest in all subjects pertaining to their school or professional 
work. The subjects for discussion are almost always in the 
nature of some of the practical problems connected with school 
work. The problem is given free discussion, then practical hints 
and helps are developed for the use of each teacher. 

All who are interested in education are cordially invited to 
these meetings. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The care of the health of school children is becoming more 
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and more one of the important features in education. It was 
long ago proven that the physical condition of the body has much 
to do with the mental progress of the child. It is, then, of this 
physical side of the child’s nature that parents and teachers must 
be ever mindful. There are many physical: ailments, such as 
adenoids, enlarged tonsils, defective vision and hearing, that tend 
to.cause backwardness in children; these ailments, if looked after 
under the direction of a skilled doctor, respond readily to treat- 
ment. Backward children who have been afflicted with physical 
disorders have, when these disorders have been removed, corrected 
or cured, taken their proper places in the grade work. 

The child that is suffering from defective vision, hearing or 
breathing does not have an equal chance with the more normal 
child, and since in the majority of cases these difficulties can be 
corrected or cured, the inequality should not continue after the 
attention of the parents has been called to any of these existing 
disorders in their children. 

The report of our school physician, .Dr. Watson, shows the 
health condition of our pupils. | 


INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


As the advantages of education have been extended to a 
greater number, the curriculum has been made broader and more 
significant of the real-work awaiting the student when he takes’ 
his place among business men and women. Society is demanding 
of the schools more practical studies. As a result, courses in 
sewing, carpentry, manual training, and forms of vocational work 
are being given prominent places in the schools. Cities and towns 
are rapidly introducing these subjects or are considering the ways 
and means by which these subjects may be introduced. This is 
due to the growing belief that the training of the hand and eye is 
one of the best factors in the development of the brain; that the 
actual doing of things gives a power and a confidence that is not 
usually aroused in other ways; that self-reliance and independence 
are developed to a marked degree, and that the knowledge of 
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actual business conditions as they exist, if taught in the school- 
room, will giye a more efficient citizen to the world of business. 

Indicative of this trend in educational thought is the interest 
that the states are taking in the industrial education of their boys 
and girls. I commend to the careful attention of the citizens of 
Falmouth the following extracts from the Massachusetts Indus- 
trial School Legislation of 1906: — 


Acts oF 1906, CHApTER 505.—AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE 


COMMISSION ON INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


SECTION 1. The governor, by and with the consent of the 
council, shall appoint a commission of five persons, to be known 
as the Commission on Industrial Education, to serve for the term 
of three years, and to receive such compensation as the governor 
and council shall approve. The said commission on its organiza- 
tion shall appoint a secretary to be its executive officer, who shall 
not be a member of the commission, and who shall receive such 
salary as shall be approved by the governor and council, and the 
commission may employ supervisors, experts in industrial and 
technical education, and such clerical and other service as may be 
found necessary. The necessary expenses of the commission, in- 
cluding clerk hire, travelling expenses, stationery and all other 
incidental expenses, shall be paid out of the treasury of the Com- 
monwealth, as may be provided by law, but shall not exceed the 
sum of eight thousand dollars for the remainder of the present 
fiscal year. 

Sect. 2. The commission on industrial education shall be 
charged with the duty of extending the investigation of methods 
of industrial training and of local needs, and it shall advise and 
aid in the introduction of industrial education in the independent 
schools, as hereinafter provided; and it shall provide for lectures 
on the importance of industrial education and kindred subjects, 
and visit and report upon all special schools in which such educa- 
tion is carried on. It may initiate and superintend the establish- 
ment and maintenance of industrial schools for boys and girls in 
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various centres of the Commonwealth, with the co-operation and 
consent of the municipality involved or the municipalities con- 
stituent of any district to be formed by the union of towns and 
cities as hereinafter provided. The commission shall have all 
necessary powers in the conduct and maintenance of industrial 
schools, and money appropriated by the state and municipality for 
their maintenance shall be expended under its direction. 


Sect. 8. All cities and towns may provide independent in- 
dustrial schools for instruction in the principles of agriculture and 
the domestic and mechanic arts, but attendance upon such schools 
of children under fourteen years of age shall not take the place of 
attendance upon public schools as required by law. In addition to 
these industrial schools, cities and towns may provide for evening 
courses for persons already employed in trades, and they may also 
provide, in the industrial schools and evening schools herein au- 
thorized, for the instruction in part-time classes of children be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and eighteen years who may be em- 
ployed during the remainder of the day, to the end that instruction 
in the principles and the practice of the arts may go on together: 
provided, that the independent schools authorized in this section 
shall be approved as to location, courses and methods of instruc- 
tion by the commission on industrial education, 


Sect. 4. Two or more cities or towns may unite as a district 
for the maintenance of the industrial schools provided for in the 
preceding section, but no such district shall be created without the 
approval of the commission on industrial education. 


SEcT. 5. Whenever any city or town or any district, as pro- 
vided in the preceding section,.shall appropriate money for the 
establishment and equipment and maintenance of independent 
schools for industrial training, the Commonwealth, in order to aid 
in the maintenance of such schools, shall pay annually from the 
treasury to such cities, towns, or districts a sum proportionate to 
the amount raised by local taxation and expended for the support 
of schools for each thousand dollars of valuation, as follows: cities 
and towns expending more than five dollars for each thousand of 
valuation for the support of public schools to be reimbursed by the 
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Commonwealth to the amount of one half, those raising’ and ex- 
pending between four and five dollars per thousand to the amount 
of one third, and those raising and expending less than four dollars 
per thousand to the amount of one fifth of the cost of maintaining 
industrial schools; provided, that no payment for any city or town 
shall be made except by special appropriation by the legislature. 


Sect. 6. The commission on industrial education shall make 
- a report annually to the legislature relative to the condition and 
progress of industrial education during the year, stating what  in- 
dustrial schools have been established and the appropriations nec- 
essary for their maintenance, in accordance with the preceding 
section, and making such recommendations as the commission on 
industrial education may deem advisable; and especially shall the 
commission consider and report at an early day upon the advisa- 
bility of establishing one or more technical schools or industrial 
colleges, providing for a three or four years’ course for extended 
training in the working principles of the larger industries of the 
Commonwealth. 

SEcT. 7. The trustees of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College are hereby authorize.| to establish a normal department for 
the purpose of giving instruction in the elements of agriculture to 
persons desiring to teach such elements in the public schools, as 
provided in section three and four: provided, that the cost of such 
department shall not exceed the sum of five thousand dollars in 
any one year, and that at least fifteen candidates present them- 
selves for such instruction. 


SEcT. 8. Section ten of chapter forty-two of the Revised 
Laws. and all acts and parts of acts inconsistant with this act, are 
hereby repealed. [Approved June 21, 1906. 


ATTENDANCE AND TRUANCY. 


In order that the work of the schools may go forward with- 
out break or loss of time, the attendance of the pupils must be 
prompt and regular. The teacher is seriously bothered in carry- 
ing out the best interests of her school by those pupils who re- 
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main from school for a day or two at a time. Their return means 
- extra help, and hard work upon the part of the teachers to bring 
them up to grade. This help is cheerfully given, but where the 
teachers’ time is already taxed to the utmost to carry through the 
day’s work, there is enough to do without the extra task imposed 
by those who are unnecessarily absent or tardy. Irregularity of 
attendance has been found to be the cause of much of the poor 
work that is done in our schools. The law allows that a reason- © 
able excuse is for sickness, or for the severe sickness of some 
member of the family. 

No parent has a right to absent his child from school to run 
errands, to do chores, or to do work, except in the rare cases of 
emergency. The state guarantees an education to each and every 
child within its boundaries. Parents should see to it that no part 
of this right is invalidated by their carelessness, or indifference to 
school attendance. It is in irregular attendance that the seeds of 
truancy are sown, and it is from the truants that the ranks of the 
juvenile criminals are recruited. 


‘THE LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


In the new course of study, the regular courses of study are 
made as nearly equal as is possible in the requirements of hours 
of work and the character of the work required. 

The work of the Commercial Course has been increased, and 
strengthened in the effort to present to the mind of the student 
desiring to follow a business life, the fact of the intimate connec- 
tion that exists between the work of the school and the work ex- 
pected in the business world. The school lacks one department 
that would add greatly to the popularity and efficiency of the 
high school work—A Manual Training Course. The schools of 
technology was the response to the demand for trained workers 
made by the wonderful material development of our country. 
The success of these schools and our growing industries, have led 
to a demand for industrial training in the schools. -The intro- 
dnetien of some form of manual training, not only into the high 
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schools, but into the elementary schools as well was the answer to 
this demand. The aim of manual training in the schools is the 
development of the brain, the eye, the hand, the whole man. 

A well selected library of reference books is a feature abso- 
lutely essential to the highest success of the school. The hearty 
co-operation of the town library with the school affords the pupils 
access to a large and valuable collection of miscellaneous books: 
yet, books to be of use to a school must be where they can be 


consulted at any moment. Besides the books which might 
properly be found in the library for the general public, the high 
school library must of necessity contain many books of a technical 
nature, which a purchasing committee of the library could not, in 
justice, be asked to buy. In my opinion the systematic building 
up of the High School library should be begun at once. 

2 The courses of study are now so arranged that hard work 
upon the part of the student will give ready admittance into any 
college in this country. Yet it must be borne in mind that the 
high school is not merely a fitting school for higher institutions of 
learning. Its main work is the training of the boys and girls who 
are not going to college, but who are to receive their training for 
life in this school. It is for these boys and girls that the high 
school curriculum should be made as rich and attractive as pos- 
sible. Dr. Stanley Hall says: 


“Tam quite sure that the high schools were not estab- 
lished for the specific purpose alone of preparing pupils for the 
higher institutions of learning, but also for the fullest training of 
the youth fora period of four years. The high school course 
should be viewed in its relation to the child’s fullest dev elopment, 
and it should be regarded as a-means for the greatest mental 
training and the highest discipline of character—the perfection of 
the individual. When these have been attained the pupil has 
been prepared for his place in society, and at the same time there 
has been nothing lost in the way of breadth and depth of culture. 
If a child thus educated and trained is not fitted to enter college 
or. university according to the standards erected, then these 
institutions should change their standards and prepare to take the 
product as they find it. The teachers of the high school should 
be teachers of youth, teachers of boys and girls, and not. of sub- 
jects.” 

The high school period of a child’s hfe is a period of vital 
development. New and peculiar problems are presenting them- 
selves to awakening minds for consideration and solution. It: is 
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at this time of the school life that parents and teachers should 
strive for a broader knowledge of child nature and its needs, and 
seek to know something of the laws of child growth, both psychi- 
cal and physical. .

The figures written at right of each subject indicate the number 
of recitations in that subject per week. 
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RULES. 


1. All studies are for one year unless otherwise stated. 


2. Successful work in any prepared study for one semester 
counts for as many diploma credits as that study has periods of _ 
recitations per week. ; 

3. Typewriting, book-keeping, correspondence, and letter- 
writing are studies which do not require special preparation. 
Each one of these studies, if pursued for one year, counts as one 
credit towards a diploma. One credit will be given for each two 
years of drawing. 

4. 64 credits are necessary for graduation. Pupils are re- 
quired to take 16 periods of prepared studies per week. No pupil 
who expects to complete the course in four years will be allowed 
to take less than 16 periods of prepared work per week, except by 
the consent of the principal, with the consent of the parent or 
guardian. 

5. Studies required of all students with the number of 
credits given to each of them are as follows:—English 12 credits, 
mathematics 4 credits, history 4 credits, singing 2 credits. 
Total required 22 credits, total elective 42 credits. 

6. Except by special provision, students are required to 
participate in all school exercises. 

7. English and spelling will constitute an important part 
of the work in all subjects. Students deficient in English and 
spelling in any subject will not be given credit in that subject 
until the deficiency is made good. 

8. No-class will be formed in any elective subject, if the 
principal decides that the number of fupils electing that subject 
is too small for profitable work. 

9. To drop a study requires the consent of the parent or 
guardian, and the principal. 

10. The principal may allow pupils preparing for college or 
normal school to take such work as the entrance requirements to 
such college or normal school may prescribe, varying from the 
above rules, if necessary. 

11. The principal, with the consent of the superintendent, 
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may vary the requirements as stated in the above rules and may 
vary the order of studies to meet the individual needs of his 
pupils. 

12. The choice of electives for the following year is required 
of all pupils in June. This choice is to be final except for the 
best of reasons. 


MUSIC. 


1. Music classes will. meet at least once a week. Pupils 
who receive instruction in these classes will be required to take 
part in such exercises, choruses, etc. as the supervisor and the 
principal may require. | | 

2. One credit will be given for each two years of music. 
No account will be made of less than one full credit. 

3. Pupils whose ability in music, attention in the class, or 
-conduct in the class is not such as, in the opinion of the teacher 
_of music and the principal of the High School, to make it. profita- 
ble for them to spend their time in classes, may be required to 
discontinue the work in that study. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


1. Pupils expecting to go to college or to a technical school 
should decide upon a college or technical school as soon as _possi- 
ble, consult with the principal, and shape their course to suit its 
requirements. | 

2. Pupils intending to enter a normal school after the com- 
pletion of the high school should elect Latin, geometry, sciences 
and drawing. 

3. The Commercial course calls for a thorough drill in com- 
mercial arithmetic, book-keeping, typewriting, stenography and 
the common principles of commercial law and commercial geogra- 
phy. The pupils who elect the Commercial course are advised to 
elect one modern language, geometry, one or two of the natural 
sciences and the work in history. This selection of studies would 
provide a fair general education for the young men and women 
who propose to follow a business life. 
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4. Students entering the High School are earnestly 
advised to study the outline of subjects carefully, consult with 
teachers and parents in regard to the course that will best suit 
their purposes, then the course once selected, to keep regularly to 
that course. Experience has shown that students who enter upon 
an irregular course are more likely to drop out of school before 
it becomes really necessary to do so, than are those who are 
regular in their classes. 

5. Students whose health does not permit them to do the 
work of each semester are advised to elect fewer studios and to 
extend the course over a period of five years. 


CONCLUSION. 


After all has been said and written concerning new methods 
of instruction, enrichment of the course of study and the per- 
fection of higher standards yielding greater efficiency, the most 
important work of the school is the formation of character. 

The school is the place where correct habits of thought and 
work are formed, where the principles of right conduct have their 
beginning, and inculeated by the practice of the school years 
reach far on into the after life of the school trained men and 
women. 

The facts learned in the schools are soon forgotten; Latin, 
geometry, geography and other studies soon fade as such from 
the memory—but, if a trace of the method of thought and work 
is left, and if the thought and method of the work has been 
correct, the time of the school years has not been wasted. The 
student has learned to work—it is a world of work into which 
our student must sooner or later enter. How important it is 
that early in life this lesson of the value and method of work be 
learned. If our schools can inculcate in our pupils correct 
methods of work and thought, and, in co-operation with the home, 
right principles of conduct, loyalty, patriotism, right mindedness, 
and. respect for law and order will follow as a natural consequence. 

The center of interest in the schools today is the child, and — 
not the textbook; the quality of work is encouraged rather than 
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the quantity, while the results of school work are measured by 
the development of the power in the pupil to do things and to 
take the initiative in his work. School work which in past years 
has been foreign to outside interests is today being vitally con- 
nected with the interests and experiences of the communities. 
Society demands that the schools do more for the child, that they _ 
give him a better equipment to meet his life problems, to find 
himself and his proper place in his environment, and to fit him to 
give more to that society which through its schools is giving 
much to him. | 

Increased knowledge of the best methods has brought with it 
changes in the curriculum. Teachers are working and study- 
ing upon the problems connected with the needs of childhood as 
never before. There is a general educational awakening in which 
public faith in the public schools is being quickened, and in- 
creased. This confidence in the schools of today has but added 
force to the declaration of Horace Mann: ‘The common schools 
are the foundation of our government; they are the safeguards of 
our Civic institutions.” ; 

If our schools are to keep pace with the advancing educa- 
tional world, it will be only by conducting them with a liberal, 
and earnest spirit. 

I wish to thank the citizens of the town for the cordial wel- 
come that I have received at their hands, the teachers who have 
so kindly and ably assisted me in carrying out my work and plans, 
all school officers, and the members of the school comnts for 
their firm support and helpful advice.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. R. L. Wicery, Superintendent of Schools, 


Srir:—At your request I herewith present my first report of 
the Lawrence High School. 

The high school building is in excellent condition. (Great 
praise is due the two former principals and the janitor for the care 
that has been exercised during the past twelve years. 

The Improvement Society is still doing good work. With 
the proceeds of the art exhibit, held last October, the following 
pictures have been purchased: Pot of Basil, by Alexander; 
Autumn Gold, by Inness; Madonna of the Sack, by Sarto; 
William IT of Nassau and Baby Stuart, by Van Dyck; Little Rose, 
by Whistler; and Hope, by Burne-Jones. Through the generosity 
of Mrs. Joseph C. Fish and Mrs. Elizabeth Hedden, a large rubber 
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plant and a beautiful araucaria have been added to the collection 
‘of plants. | . 

The equipment of the school for work is good. but some 
improvements are needed. The facilities for doing satisfactory 
work in chemistry will be much improved by new sinks and a 
“workable” ventilating hood. A room should be equipped with 
the proper furniture for drawing. Good work in drawing is 
impossible under the present conditions. An up-to-date encyclo- 
poedia, maps, and reference books are much needed. By special 
arrangement with the trustees of the public library the pupils 
have access to the library, one day in each week, for consulting 
reference books, for general reading, and for taking out such 
books as they may need in their school work. 

New courses of study have been prepared by Superintendent 
Wiggin with the assistance of the teachers. They have been 
made chiefly elective, so that each pupil may choose the studies 
best adapted to his particular needs. The commercial course has 
been strengthened by increasing the requirements in typewriting 
and stenography, and by the introduction of commercial geography 
and commercial law. A revision of the course in history has also 
been made. Special attention is called to the system of credits, 
Pupils need not now be held back because they must keep with 
their classes, or be compelled to repeat a whole year’s work, 
because they are deficient in one study. To keep abreast of 
modern education, a course in manual training should be adopted, 
but, with the present number of teachers, the proposition is not 
feasible. 

A rank of 70% in any subject will be required to entitle one 
to credits. Students taking typewriting and stenography will be 
required to acquire a speed of forty words per minute in the 
former, and ninety words in the latter. Rhetoricals will be classed 
with English in determining credits. 

To make the work of the school most efficient, the earnest co- 
operation of parents is sought. Frequent visits to the school and 
a careful oversight of home study will do much to make the work 
of the school a success. Absences and tardy marks are altogether 
too frequent and, oftentimes, parents are responsible. 
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The school is not eligible to the certificate list of the New 
England College Entrance Examination Board, because no gradu-: 
ates have attended the colleges represented by that board for the 
past two years; but your attention is invited to the following vote 
of the State Board of Education, passed May 2, 1907: “Beginning 
with 1908, candidates from high schools not in the college certifi- 
cate list may be admitted to the State Normal Schools without 
examinations, if the high schools are approved for the purpose by 
the Board of Education.” This school has recently been visited 
by an agent of the board, and assurance given that the school 
would be approved. Only such graduates as have maintained a 
high degree of scholarship throughout the course and given evi- 
dence of superior ability will be given the above privilege.

LAW REGULATING ATTENDANCE. 


Every person having under his control a child as described in 
this section shall cause him to attend school as herein required; 
and if he fails for five day sessions or ten half day sessions within 
any period of six months while under such control to cause such 
child, whose physical or mental condition is not such as to render 
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his attendance at school harmful or impracticable, so to attend 
school, he shall, upon complaint of a truant officer and conviction’ 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. 
Whoever induces or attempts to induce a child to absent himself 
unlawfully from school, or employs or harbors a child who, while 
school is in session, is absent unlawfully from school shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars.—[ Public Statutes. 


REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


Falmouth, Mass., Dec. 31, 1907. 
Mr. R. L. Wiaarn, Superintendent of Schools:— 


DEAR Sir—I have the honor to submit the first general re- 
port of the medical inspection of schools in Falmouth. 

The School Committee appointed a Medical Inspector of 
schools in September, 1906, according to an act of the legislature 
of the same year. 

In Falmouth the work has been somewhat general. The In- 
spector examines all children who seem to be afflicted and those 
referred to him by the teachers. 

The pupil is examined for any contagious disease, skin disease, 
sore throat, adenoids, pediculosis, or defective eyesight, and sent 
home if found suffering from any contagious disease and the 
parent notified. 

In many cases it has been necessary to visit the home, to see 
pupils or to give intelligent instructions to parents and to see that 
directions are faithfully carried out. 

The schools have been comparatively free from any contagious 
disease. A few cases of scarlet fever demanded a rigid inspection 
and fumigation of one building, after which no more cases ap- 
peared. | 

It seemed necessary to vaccinate a large number to meet the 
requirements of the law. . 

The presence of pediculosis has been a disturbing factor to 
parents, }pupils, teachers and the inspector. I am-sorry to say 
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that we do not always get the co-operation of parents in trying to 
exterminate this pest. 

The results of operatians for adenoids have been very gratity- 
ing, attended with marked improvement in school work and 
physical condition. - 

There is much necessary work to be done in looking after the 
teeth, eyes, etc.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. R. L. Wiaarn, Superintendent of Schools:— 


DEAR StR—I submit the following report. on music for the 
year 1906-7:— 

In the last report I spoke of the Weaver System of Individual 
Sight Singing. This system has been in use for a little over a 
year, as supplementary sight reading, but has received little 
attention. Still it has proved very helpful in getting at those 
pupils who make no effort to read quickly and accurately, but 
sing exercises and songs by ear which the more earnest members 
of the class have studied by note. 

This individual singing and the writing of short phrases sung 
or played by the teacher have given the pupils a much broader 
understanding of the subject. Then, too, the teachers have had 
another year’s experience and consequently are doing their best 
work this year. 

A part of the spring term was taken to prepare programs for 
the Gosnold Ter-Centenary. The plan was to have a small but 
representative chorus from all parts of the town sing at the 
educational meeting which was held in the hall of the Village 
grammar school Aug. 6. But it vas found next to impossible to 
get the pupils from the several villages together to sing on two 
successive days; so the chorus for the educational meeting was 
given up. | 

The chorus that assisted at the unveiling of the Mariners’ 
Memorial, on August 7, numbered over one hundred voices. 
They were accompanied by a selected brass quartet from the 
Falmouth Band. The following songs were sung:—America, 
Jesus, Saviour, Pilot Me and the Mariners’ Memorial hymn. The 
latter was written for the occasion by Miss Ellen Porter Bates, a 
former Falmouth teacher, and set to music by the Supervisor of 
Music.

RESOLUTIONS ON THE DEATHS OF THOMAS J. MCLANE AND 


HERBERT F. MITCHELL. 


Seldom has the town been called upon to record the loss 
within such a short interval of time of two of its officials as on the 
occasion of the death September 16, 1906, of its selectman, Capt. 
Thomas J. McLane, and on the 6th of October, the following 
month, of its town clerk and treasurer, Herbert F. Mitchell. 

Captain McLane was born in Falmouth, May 11, 18651. 
After attending the village schools, he followed the sea in the in- 
terest of the whaling industry. By his proficiency as a navigator 
he speedily rose to the rank of captain. Upon his marriage in 
1886 to Deborah, daughter of Thomas and Rebecca Gifford, he 
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retired from the sea and in 1895 was elected selectman and asses- 
sor which offices he held continuously to the time of his death. 
In the death of Captain McLane the town has lost a faithful and 
efficient officer, a kind and sympathizing friend, and to his family 
a devoted husband and brother. 

The morning of October 5th, 1906, the community was 
shocked to learn that its town clerk and treasurer, Herbert F. 
Mitchell, with his wife, were in the railroad accident of the 
evening before on the Boston and Maine road, near Troy, N. Y. 
It was further learned that Mrs. Mitchell had been instantly 
killed and that Mr. Mitchell had sustained injuries from which he 
died the morning of October 6th. 

Mr. Mitchell was born in Dennis May 22d, 1866. He was, 
as a boy,a clerk in the store of E. D. Bassett in Woods Hole. 
Later he purchased the shoe business of Mr. 8. A. Holton in Fal- 
mouth village, and was a successful and enterprising merchant of 
the town. In 1893, he married Lottie, the elder daughter of 
Sarah H. and the late Ephraim 8. Edwards of Woods Hole. 

He was elected town clerk and treasurer in 1902 and con- 
tinued to hold these offices to the time of ‘his death. 

Mr. Mitchell was of a quiet, unassuming disposition, honest 
and reliable in all his business transactions, a genial companion 
and friend, and a trustworthy and efficient officer of the town. 

Having in mind the faithful services of these officials the 
town in appreciation of their services, spread these minutes upon 
its records.

To the Voters of Falmouth:— There being many erronious 
reports in circulation regarding our attitude towards the proposed 
boat harbor in Deacons pond, as shown on the plan of the Massa- 
chusetts harbor and land commissioners, we desire to state that we 
are opposed to that harbor because we believe that the appropria- 
tion of ten thousand dollars made by the’ town represents but a 
small portion of the aggregate amount which this harbor will cost 
the town; for in addition to the harbor there will have to be at 
least two landings and their approaches,the laying out and building 
of a new road and bridge in place of Clinton avenue, the laying of 
new water mains to furnish water to the Heights; and the land 
damage incidental to boat-landings and their approaches and to 
the new road, for all of which no reliable estimates have been 
made; and also for the reason that for the sums that have been 
appropriated this harbor would prove a failure and disappointment 
to the citizens of our town, especially to those residing in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the pond.

Report of Water Commissioners. 


The water commissioners herewith submit their annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1908. 

No change has been made in the organization of the board. 

During the year extensions have been made as follows:—At 
Falmouth Heights, 2025 feet of 8-inch pipe have been laid from a 
point near the Craig house to the intersection of Grand and Wor- 
cester Park avenues; 3532 feet of 8-inch and 939 feet of 6-inch 
pipe have been laid on the east side of Deacon’s pond to supply 
water for Falmouth Heights, in place of the connection via Clinton 
avenue which was cut off by the channel to the new harbor. On 
account of the low price of iron at the time when the pipe was 
purchased, the expense of this change was much less than the 
estimate. 

Some minor extensions have been made, the principal one 
being 1050 feet of 2-inch pipe on the Sandwich road at Teaticket. 

Four additional hydrants have been installed on the exten- 
sions at Falmouth Heights. These afford: fire protection to a large 
amount of property. 

The cost of each of these extensions was well within its 
appropriation. 

A new intake pipe has been installed at the pumping station, 
which greatly increases the capacity of the pumps. While we 
have thus been able to furnish an ample supply of water at all 
times, our experience during the protracted drought last summer 
has demonstrated that greatly increased pumping facilities will be 
necessary before any considerable extension of the pipe lines can 
be made. 

The station has been in charge of George T. Dunham, who 
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has done excellent work. We consider ourselves fortunate in 
securing the services of so faithful and competent an engineer. 

The stand pipe at West Falmouth has been thoroughly 
cleaned, scraped, and painted two coats without and within. 

Forty new services have been added during the year, and we 
have made arrangements to furnish water for the locomotives of 
the N. Y..N. H. & H. R. R. at Woods Hole, at the rate of 24c 
per thousand gallons, not less than one million gallons to be used 
annually. This agreement can be cancelled by either party on 
thirty days’ notice. 

The treasurer’s report shows a large increase in income over 
last year. A portion of this increase, however, is temporary in its 
character, since $3896.45 of the amount credited to Falmouth 
Heights has been received for water used on the dredger at 
Deacon’s pond. 

All bills assessed last July, or in any previous year, have been 
collected. The amounts reported on another page, as uncollected, 
are for water furnished on open accounts, during the last quarter 
of the year, and will be paid before this report reaches the reader. 

The commissioners have voted to allow the town treasurer 
the free use of such portions of the cash on hand as may not be 
needed for the immediate use of the water plant. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We renew our recommendation of last year, for an addition 
to the pumping station, which shall afford increased facilities for 
Storing coal, that we may be able to take advantage of the lowest 
prices, and be insured against shortage of fuel caused by scarcity 
in the market. 7 

The time has come when additional room is needed for the 
accommodation of the engineer and his family.

LAWRENCE ACADEMY FUND. 


It may be interesting to the voters to know how the Lawrence 
fund came into the posession of the town. 

The following clause in the will of the late SHibael Lawrence 
who died in 1841, explains the origin of the fund: 

“T give and bequeath to the corporation and the proprietors 
of the Falmouth Academy, in Falmouth, ten thousand dollars in 
money, to be paid the owners of said Academy, in trust and for 
the benefit of the corporation and proprietors, which shall be 
invested in some safe stocks by said owners, and shall always. re- 
main a permanent fund for said Academy; the interest or income 
of which shall be applied annually to the payment of the salary 
for a teacher or preceptor for said Academy; provided that the 
said Academy as soon after my decease as a change of name can 
be lawfully effected be known and called the Lawrence Academy, 
and not otherwise.” 

In 1883, the trustees of the Academy having expressed a 
desire to sell the property, a committee was appointed by the 
town at the annual town meeting with authority to apply to the 
Supreme Judicial court for consent to the appointment of the town 
of Falmouth as trustee of the Lawrence Academy fund. 

On March 4, 1890, the following vote was passed:—Voted, 
That Henry H. Fay, George E. Clarke and Charles 5. Burgess be 
a committee, with power to employ counsel, to see if the Lawrence 
Academy fund can be transferred to the town and legally held. 

Voted, That the town purchase Lawrence Academy for 
$3,000, provided the town can legally hold the fund as trustee. 

An Act was passed that year by the General Court authoriz- 
ing the town of Be enouts to be trustee for the Lawrence Academy 
fund. 

On March 3, 1891, the town voted to aie $3,000 for 
the purchase of Lawrence Academy. The fund of $10,000 was 
transferred to the town, and Lawrence Academy became Lawrence

Selectmen’s Report. 


In submitting their report for the year 1908 the selectmen 
would call your attention to the following:— 

The suits which were brought against the town, a report of 
which was in the report of last year, by Mrs. Elizabeth Sullivan 
and Miss Annie Whalen for injuries alleged to have been received 
at Falmouth Heights in the summer of 1907, have not been 
settled, but there is a possibility of them being tried in the 
Superior court of Suffolk county in April this year. : 

Walter V. Sharp of Boston, who was spending his vacation 
at Megansett, last summer, while walking on the sidewalk at that 
place, stepped off the walk and received injuries for which he 
claims damages. We have received a communication from his. 
counsel claiming several hundred dollars for loss of time, 
etc. While we think there is no liability, we have placed the 
matter in the hands of our counsel and are awaiting his action. 

The North and West Falmouth road has been built, and an 
assessment for betterments has been levied on the owners of land 
through which the road passes to the amount of fifty-one hundred 
and*four dollars. 
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The change in the road from Falmouth Heights to Menau- 
haut, voted for at the special town meeting in April, has been 
completed, and an assessment for betterments levied on the Fal- 
mouth Land Company, for whom the road was changed, to the 
amount of one hundred and fifty dollars. 

The stone furnished for the Pilgrim Memorial monument at 
Provincetown has been placed on the inside of the monument 
about seventy feet from the base. 

The kitchen that was voted for at the meeting in February 
last, to be placed in the basement of the town hall, was placed on 
the first floor instead, as being in a much better place. The ante- 
room on the west side was used. By moving the partition a short 
‘distance and shortening the stage, a very satisfactory kitchen was 
fitted up which we think will answer all the requirements without 
materially lessening the size of the lower hall. 

The deeds of the land adjoining Good Will park, (given the 
‘town by Mr. H. H. Fay, Miss Sarah B. Fay and the heirs of Elijah 
Swift) are being prepared and will soon be in possession of the 
town. | ) 

In regard to the report on the plotting the town for assessing 
purposes, would say that neither of our local surveyors thinks it 
-can be done for LEss than ten thousand dollars.

Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
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money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 
urer under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of the public 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual care ~ 
of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of investment 
consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen and will allow 
interest for the same from the first day of January or July suc- 
ceeding such deposits. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing of 
all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of the 
deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which they are 
to be applied. | 

Sec. 3. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal of, designated by the depositors to be expended, shall be 
paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which they are 
designed under the provisions of statutes referred to in section 1. 
If in any year the income of such sums of money shall not amount 
to four percent of the principal, the town shall make up the defi- 
ciency to that percent, and the town shall be responsible for keep- 
ing the principal intact.

Harbor. 


The committee appointed by the town in reference to Deacon’s 
Pond harbor has pleasure in reporting that the harbor has been 
built under the direction of the harbor and land commissioners in 
accordance with the statutes of 1906 and 1907 and that it is pro- 
nounced by the chief engineer of the commission, Mr. Hodgdon, 
to be as beautiful a harbor as can be found upon the coast.

Tree Warden’s Report. 


The ninth annual report of the tree warden of the town of 


Falmouth for the year ending Dec. 31, 1908. 


The town was requested by A. J. Kirkland, state superinten- 
dent of gypsy and brown tail moths, through J. F. Carlton, 
superintendent of Barnstable county, that the town should have a 
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thorough scout of its trees by the state experts with town men 
with them, so they might learn what they could in regard to 
gypsy and brown tail moths and the result was the outcome in a 
letter received by your local superintendent of gypsy and brown 
tail moths from Mr. Carlton on April 1, 1908: 


Spring Hill, April 1, 1908. 
Supt. Wm. B. Bosworth, Falmouth. 

Dear Sir:—The scout of your town for the gypsy moth by the 
joint force of town and state men which was begun Feb. 12 and 
lasted four weeks, resulted in finding four infested localities, 
namely: 

1. At North Falmouth on road to Downer’s Point, land of 
_F. W. Downer, one egg cluster in wood. 

2. At North Falmouth on road to Silver Beach, land of F. 
W. Downer, 15 egg clusters in wood. 

3. At West Falmouth on road leading east from schoolhouse 
and about one mile from said schoolhouse, in woods, 16 ege 
clusters. 

4. Ata place called Calico Town, near Waquoit, in yard of 
Edward Fish, 35 egg clusters. 

At the inspected places from last year at Mr. G. Hall’s, North 
Falmouth, nothing was found at that place; but that place must 
be furnished with burlap and guarded the coming season to make 
sure work.

Iam told by Mr. Carleton there are 40 acres in the 
town of Bourne that have been discovered this winter, which is 
one of the worst in the county. ; 

I would recommend the appropriation of the same amount as 
last year, the whole to be $1,200.00 for trees and ‘tent caterpillars, 
also for gypsy and brown tail moth. I would have it in one appro- 
priation, then the tree warden can use itin the different depart- 
ments of his work, if he should come short in any other part of 
the work.

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Auditors’ Report Town of Falmouth, 1908 


Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officers and found them generally well kept and 
accurate. 

Your auditors have also checked over the securities held by 
trustees of town funds. 

All those having charge of town accounts have generally kept 
their books with care, neatness and accuracy and are yearly im- 
proving them. 

Your auditors make the same recommendation as last year 
relating to comparison of accounts with the books of the select- 
men once a month and hope all departments will comply with this 
recommendation. 

There are still a few vouchers passed which should be more 
fully itemized as required by the standing votes but there are less 
this year than last and another year will probably see these 
vouchers fully itemized. |

The tax collector’s accounts under the old system were in 
much confusion, but this year are much improved and another 
year should see them absolutely correct. Your auditors cannot 
too highly commend the readiness with which the collector has 
adopted their suggestions as to the method of keeping these 
accounts. 

Your auditors with the consent of the tax collector, make the 
same recommendation as last year, viz:—‘The tax collector have 
but one year in which to collect taxes,” the collector paying in 
full the tax levy on or before December 15 the following year (see 
report 1907). 

As long as the town sees fit to continue the present method 
of collecting taxes, your auditors recommend a percentage pay- 
ment in compensating the tax collector as the fairest for the town 
as well as the collector. 

Your auditors recommend with the assent of the collector that 
all money in the bank to the credit of the tax cellector shall only 
be withdrawn by him from the bank by orders countersigned by at 
least two of the selectmen in the same manner as other depart- 
ments and settlement with the town treasurer be made on the oth 
and 20th of each month. 

The $10,000 harbor loan, the last loan issued by the town, 
was issued as a straight ten year loan and therefore requires a 
sinking fund of $1,000 a year in accordance with the act of the 
legislature authorizing this loan. | 

Your auditors believe it to be to the financial advantage of 
the town to issue all loans hereafter in the form of serial bonds, a 
certain number. of bonds being due each year. This is a simpler 
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and safer method and relieves the town of the care of 
sinking funds and the securities in which such funds would be 
invested. 

In order to carry out these recommendations, your auditors 
offer the following additions and changes to the standing votes of 
the town: | } 

Change Article, 4 sect. 1 to read—‘It shall be the duty of the 
treasurer to see that all boards, committees and officers, except the 
water commissioners, on or before the 5th and 20th day of each 
month (unless otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the town treas- 
urer all sums exceeding $10 collected by them previous to that 
date to the custody of which the treasurer is entitled. 

Article 7, sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 
20th of each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which 
he may be entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the 
collector shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands 
belonging to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which 
case the payments. shall be made on the 29th. 

Article 7, sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands 
of the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 

Article 8, sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by 
the town for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 

Your auditors think it may be ‘of interest to the town to 
know that the accountant sent by the “Bureau of Statistics of 
Labor” to look into the town’s accounts and make up the com- 
parative tables of cities and towns, informed your treasurer that 
the accounts of the town of Falmouth were among the best in the 
state. 

Your auditors understand it is intended in the near, future 
(by act of legislature) to have all city and town accounts kept 
under classified and similar headings so that a comparison of the 
reports of cities and towns will readily show the same facts. 

Your auditors thinking a comparison of Falmouth’s expenses 
with a few other towns of about the same population would in- 
terest the voters, insert the following table from “The First 
Annual Report of the Comparative Financial Statistics of Cities 
and Towns.” .

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town 
meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the warrant 
therefor in every post office in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any town meeting may be given as 
the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, 
the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and place 
of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business 
to come before such adjourned meeting. Full notice of 
everv special town meeting, including a copy of the 
articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before 
the date of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11. 
See. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting 
shall be held on the first or second Tuesday after the 
first Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated mo- 
_ tions, and any other motions which he shall so request, 
shall be presented to the moderator in writing. (See 
Rey. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money shall be reconsidered 
at the same,meeting at which it is passed, unless public 
notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be 
given within thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. 
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The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsidera- 
tion is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing the Falmouth town meetings or relating to the 
town business, and they shall be published in the town 
report annually. The report shall contain the reports 
of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those rec- 
ommended for the coming vear, and copies shall be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause 
to be published in the local newspapers, if there be 
such, at least two weeks before any special town meet- 
ing, the last publication to be during the week previous 
to such meeting, all committee recommendations and 
estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon 
which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and 
every other board or commission of a town shall desig- 
nate some person as clerk who shall enter in books all 
its proceedings and shall have custody of its records. 
On vote of the selectmen. the town clerk may act as 
clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, See. 11.) 
Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to investigate all orders on the treasurer 
passing through their hands and to satisfy themselves 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
of their propriety and correctness before endorsing the » 
order for their payment by the town treasurer. Al} 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom pay- 
able and the purpose for which such order is drawn on 
the town pide Laos 
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Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by 
the selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to 
pay the same, except for sums by law payable to the 
Commonwealth or county, for final judgment against 
the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of the town and 
interest thereon, and for money payable to the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund. 


Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to purchase for the several boards or com- 
mittees, except the water commissioners, all coal. The 
various boards and committees shall, on or before July 
1 in each vear (or earlier if required by the selectmen) 
send in writing to the board of selectmen the estimated 
amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The select- 
men shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, ad- 
vertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, 
and shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder. ‘The contractor for coal shall give bonds in an 
amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for 
the faithful performance of his contract. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a 
general oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted 
by special boards or not; and have the right to make 
any suggestions for the better conduct of a depart- 
ment, board or committee, and if such recommenda- 
tions are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems hest. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—-The selectmen aa present 
to the town at its annual meeting names of suitable 
persons willing to serve to fill the offices of surveyors 
of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the 
selectmen shall contain :—- 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during 
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the past year and recommendations of the selectinen 
for future requirements. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year. 
including the articles of the warrants and the action 
of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and 
of all suits to which the town is a party, together with 
a full explanation of the circumstances and the stand- 
ing of each case at the time of the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed dur- 
ing the vear, the length and width, cost of construction 
and amount of land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any 
meetings held during the year, together with any other 
action taken at said meetings, including committee ap- 
pointments and resolutions passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises 
granted by the town, and a statement as to whether 
the conditions of the franchises have been faithfully 
complied with by each corporation during the muni- 
cipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the 
year, with the names of the tax payer and the amount 
of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate pavers with 
the amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature ac- 
Bho by the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
cu 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commis- 
sioners shall give surety company bonds of $5,000 each

for the faithful performance of their duties, and the 
treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The avater commissioners, 
on or before the 7th day of January in each year, shall 
make a detailed report to the selectmen, together with 
their recommendations: said report to contain a list of 
all unpaid water rates of January Ist, in each year; the 
list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates 
are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, See. 
12 and 15.) | 

Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and di- 
rect the water commissioners to make minor extensions 
of water mains when, in their judgment, such action 
would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such 
extensions to be paid from the funds-in their hands, 
provided that not more than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one 
year, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be ob- 
tained from the petitioners to pay a revenue of six per 
cent. annually for a period of five vears. 


ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
treasurer to see that all boards, committees and officers, 
except the water commissioners, on or before the 10th 
‘dav of each month, (unless otherwise fixed by statute) 
pay to the town treasurer all sums exceeding $10.00 
collected by them previous to that. date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall caneel, 
in the presence of the selectmen and board issuing the 
same, all bonds, notes, script and other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the town which have been paid, and shall 
file and keep all approved and receipted accounts. 
claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance 
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of these duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See 
‘Rey. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required 
to audit all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in 
April, July and October, and thereafter monthly up to 
the close of the financial vear, finishing by January 7th, 
in order that the selectmen may not be hindered in the 
. preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers: 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or 
approved by any board, committee or officer have ex- 
hausted the entire appropriation for such board, com- 
mittee or officer, such board, committee or officer shall 
incur no further expenditure except in the case where 
such expenditure may be required by statute, and it 
shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, 
before the close of the financial vear to approve all ac- 
counts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their 
appr opriati ons. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books 
for the year on December 31, no orders for the payment 
of money from the various departments shall be ap-— 
proved by the selectmen, except for salaries, nor shall 
any orders (except for salaries) be paid by the town 
treasurer until after the various appropriations have 
been made at the next annual town meeting. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—No member of the board of 
selectmen or any officer appointed by the legal voters 
of the town, authorized to make any contracts or agree- 
ments in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, 
wares or merchandise furnished by the town, or for a 
loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commis- 
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sion, discount, bonus, present or reward from the per- 
sons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for 
furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or 
committee of the town in his individual capacity shall 
contract or have any interest in a contract with the 
town; except in the case of publicly advertised com- 
petitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—At any town meeting when 
special committees are appointed or elected a vote shall 
be passed naming the compensation of the committee — 
and also a sum of money for expenses of such commit- 
tee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on 
the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


GHNERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the 
town for poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt de- 
ducted by the treasurer before payment from any sum 
due him by the town for work on the roads or for 
any other Bee ie’ performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds 
required of any town official, members of boards or 
committees shall be paid’ by the town. (Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect. 3.. Voted that—On all town work, for the 
performance of which competitive bids are received, 
the award of the contract shall be to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder; preference always being given to citizens, 
when other conditions of the situation are equal.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH: 


I have the honor of presenting to you the following report of 
the schools of Falmouth for the year ending June 12, 1908. 
This report is the twenty-sixth in the annual reports of the - 
superintendents. 


GENERAL. 


The work of the year has been pleasant, and on the whole 
successful. The support and enthusiasm of the teachers have 
been excellent, and the attitude of the pupils interested and co- 
operative. No radical changes have been made. The effort has 
been along the lines of school organization and school methods. 
The grading in a few of the schools has been changed to the dis- 
tinct advantage of the pupils in those schools. 


PROMOTIONS. 


Promotions are made in accordance with the plans given 
in the last report—the child’s ability to do the next thing. All 
possible means are used to find the proper status of the child in 
the school, and then to place him in the grade in which he can do 
the best work. Promotions of the pupils at the present time 
depend upon a system of markings; yet it is to be remembered 
that no standard of marking can be devised that can take the 
place of the intelligence of a thoughtful sympathetic teacher. In 
many cases where it is found that the pupil is doing poor work, it 
is for the advantage of both teacher and pupil, for the teacher to 
have a friendly talk with the pupil, find out his difficulties and 


give the needed assistance. The personal interest in the pupil 
often awakens in the pupil a real interest in the work. 


ASSISTANCE TO PUPILS. 


It is one of the problems of teaching to know the necessary 
amount of help to give to the pupil. Too much help takes away 
from the pupil that reliance and initiative so important in educa- 
tion with the attendant evil that the pupils soon become unwilling 
to attack difficult work. A minimum amount of work should be 
assigned for all of the members of the grades to do. Those who 
can do more must be assigned extra work. The good order of a 
room is never in question when the time of the pupils is fully 
occupied. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


Teachers’ meetings have been held regularly once a month, 
weather permitting. It is the aim in these meetings to present 
topics that have a direct bearing upon the hygienic and educational 
interests of the schools. Professional improvement is attempted, 
and professional interest is aroused by the free discussion of the 
topics presented. Books are recommended for reading, together 
with the articles of educational interest and value published in 
the current magazines. A list of such articles is given to the 
teachers each month. All who are interested in the work of the 
schools are cordially invited to attend these meetings. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 


The course of study presented as a part of this report is not 
in its completed form. The courses in nature study, music, ele- 
mentary science and manual training are not fully determined, but 
will be given to the teachers in the near future. Reading and 
language, as studies fundamental to the school course, are given 
special emphasis. In arithmetic the work has been directed 
towards the practical application of the subject to the every-day 
life of the child, and to the industrial conditions of the age. The 
work in the eighth grade has been extended to include the use of 
simple algebraic equations. 


The aim in history has been to present history in its unity. 
A carefully chosen list of supplementary reading has been con- 
‘sulted, and many books bearing upon the subject of history have 
been selected. The events in English history that bear most 
directly upon our institutions will receive attention. To aid the 
work in history and geography stereoscopes and stereographs have 
been placed in all of the schools. 

Last year the course of study in the High school was changed 
so that the Commercial course was given its due prominence 
with the other courses of the school. The work of this depart- 
ment is vocational, and complete enough to enable a boy or girl 
to get the foundations of a good business education. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The systematic building up of the High school library has 
been begun, <A few valuable reference books have been added 
this year. By the addition of a few choice reference books each 
year the school will soon have a well stocked reference library. 
The co-operation, and the proximity of the public library give the 
pupils abundant opportunity for consulting works that are not in 
the school library. It is gratifying to note the fine spirit existing 
between the teachers and the student body. ' It is in this spirit of 
common interest that the work of the school will make its greatest 
progress. 


Mr. BUTTERFIELD. : 


Among the resignations of teachers is one that deserves 
special mention. In the last part of the spring term, Mr. Walter 
H. Butterfield resigned his position here as director of music in 
the schools to take a similar position in Portland, Maine. Mr. 
Butterfield had given the town eight years of hard, untiring ser- 
vice. Mr. Butterfield’s work here was both basal, and construc- 
tive, for he introduced music into the schools and brought the 
work in the subject up to a high standard of excellence. Mr. 
Butterfield has the good wishes of the entire community for his 
success in his larger field of work. 


ScHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Needed repairs were made upon nearly all of the school 
buildings during the summer vacation. The interior of the 
Waquoit school was thoroughly cleaned, the walls tinted, a new 
heating apparatus installed, and new seats placed in the primary 
room. ‘The school is now in first class condition, and the work in 
the improved school room surroundings has already shown consid- 
erable improvement. 

The chemical laboratory in the High school has been fitted 
with sinks and faucets. This completes the fitting of the labora- 
tory for the successful making of experiments in chemistry. 

Our school buildings are now in good condition, and it is the 
part of wise economy in school administration to see that repairs 
when needed are immediately made. 


ScHOOL GROUNDS. 


The grounds at the West Falmouth school need filling in 
and grading. ‘The school house should be provided with gutters 
for carrying off the rain water, and some means should be devised 
for conducting away the water that in heavy rain storms flows 
down from the hill back of the school building, flooding and 
gullying out the school yard. 


PARENTS’ DAY. 


Looking to the greater interest of the parents in the schools 
certain days will be especially recommended as visiting days for 
parents. No effort will be made in the way of entertainment; 
the ordinary work of the school will go on much as usual, but the 
written work, the work in drawing, and some of the work in 
manual training will be placed on exhibition for inspection. 
It is not to be understood that the parents and friends are not 
welcome any day that they may choose to visit the schools. But 
the parents’ day once or twice a term will give the teacher a 
better chance to exhibit work that in a casual visit of the parents 
she might wish to show, but might overlook. 
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STATISTICS. 


The attention of the townspeople is respectfully directed to 
the statistics presented in this report as the summing up of a 
few of the important things relative to a school system. 


TEACHERS. 


It is trite to remark upon the importance of a good, industri- 
ous, vigorous corps of teachers for any school. The teacher’s 
relation to the success of the school and to the efficiency of the 
work accomplished is well understood and appreciated. 

Perhaps as never before in our school history has the demand 
for the teachers been so great, or the supply of teachers so limited. 
The ranks from which were once recruited the mainstay of the 
teaching force no longer supply the full quota. The expanding 
business conditions of the country. the rapid growth of manufac- 
tories, and the increase in the number and size of commercial 
projects have required the help of so many of our girls and young 
women as stenographers, book-keepers, etc., and have made such 
attractive offers for that help that many of those who some years 
ago would turn to teaching as a dignified way of earning a living 
are now engaged in other lines of work. 

It is true upon the other hand that more teachers are em- 
ployed every year. In following the resignations and appoint- 
ments in the cities, the growth of the school population is forcibly 
borne home, when it is noticed that the appointments far exceed 
the resignations. In the face of the fact of the number of pupils 
graduating from the normal schools and city training schools, the 
dearth of teachers is a worry to superintendents the country over. 
All are seeking a remedy for this condition. The general consen- 
sus of opinion as given in superintendents’ meetings is that the 
only remedy is a higher wage for the teacher, that her wage may 
be equal to, or nearly equal to the wage of the woman engaged in 
business. A young woman employed at a salary of nine dollars 
per week makes a-better yearly wage than many teachers in our 
towns. This is not the right condition for inducing young women 
to enter and to continue in the teaching service. 
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No teacher except in rare instances can do justice to her 
pupils, to the community and to herself in one year of service. 
When the right teacher is found for a position, she is always the 
right teacher and the more valuable the longer her service. 

It is inevitable that the schools of the smaller towns must be 
the sources of supply for the larger towns and for the cities. 
Yet, I believe that our town is rich enough, and our townspeople 
liberal enough to see to it that the right teacher stays with us for 
a period of years at least. The good of the schools and the edu- 
cational welfare of the children demand that the school years shall 
not be broken by change of teachers and the corresponding loss 
that comes in the readjustment to the new acquaintance and to 
the new personality.

Reasons for resignation are as follows: Seven to accept: 
better positions, one to marry, one to take up the study of a. 
profession, one because of sickness in the family, one because of 
ill health. 

To show that the scarcity of teachers is a real condition, and 
that itis receiving the attention of educators and thoughtful 
people, I submit the following quotations from the reports of 
superintendents, and in part, the considerations pertinent to the ~ 
subject made by the committee to investigate the saree of 
teachers in Middlesex County. 

“The profession of teaching attracts compar utively few. The 
many regard it as an occupation. The profession cannot and 
should not compete for the services of the sordid money-getter, 
but it must provide a fair recompense for the men and women it 
would attract. Recognition by the public of the fact that teachers 
are at present underpaid is responsible for the increasing support 
of the plan for teachers’ old-age pensions. But while that system 
relieves some of the perplexities of the existing situation, itis an 
evasion of the just demands which the educational system and 
the profession of teachers make for just and adequate recompense. 
The surest preventive of the problem of old-age pensions for any 
class is to provide a living and a saving wage for the earner. 
This is his just due. The salary problem in the public schools 
should receive more attention. The pension problem would then 
be less pressing.” —Supt. Cooley, Chicago. 

“Knough has been shown to warrant the conclusion that the 
minimum salary is almost everywhere too low to attract to the 
profession the right kind of material; that the increases are, as a 
rule, too sinall and too slow, and stop too soon to keep the ablest 
teachers from leaving it. But there is much encouragement in 
the fact that this view is finding recognition in so many towns and 
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cities, and is bearing fruit in the movement for and the adoption 
of higher salary schedules in the more progressive communities. 
The teachers’ claims are indisputable; but they should be pressed 
everywhere with dignity and moderation, without resort to clap- 
trap, with no taint of unprofessional methods and with faith in the 
justice and generosity of the people when they understand.”— 
Mr. George Martin, Sec. State Board of Massachusetts. 


“THE SUPPLY OF TEACHERS. During the calendar year 24 
teachers have left the force. To supply their places and meet the 
demands due to new classes, 33 teachers have been qppointed. 
To find the proper persons to supply these places has made 
necessary a large amount of visitation, involving a great expendi- 
ture of time and money. In spite of. the fact that our salaries 
have all been increased it is hard to find good teachers who will 
come for the amount we have to offer. Salaries have been in- 
creased in many places and although in few cases only has the 
maximum been raised to ours, the difference is so little that the 
increased cost of living so near Boston, makes up the difference. 
If our salaries had not been raised, the ditheulty of getting 
teachers would have been far greater than it is now.’—Supt. B. 
‘C. Gregory, Chelsea. 


“Any reasonable increase in salaries will always bring re- 
wards to the town. By virtue of their profession teachers are 
-guaranteed a certain social position. This requires money. They 
must have good rooms, and good food; they must dress well; and 
they must respond to innumerable demands upon their time and 
money. ‘These facts, with hundreds of others, should be given 
ample consideration when the question of salaries is under dis- 
-cussion.”—Supt. D. C. Sanborn, Danvers. 


“In previous reports I have spoken of the need of greater 
financial rewards for the teacher, not primarily for the personal 
benefit of the teacher herself, but for the benefit of the children 
for whom alone the schools and teachers exist. If an increase in 
salary does not result, all things considered and in the long run, 
in increased efficiency in the school-room, there can be no justifi- 
-cation for such increase. The teacher, indeed, needs .a sufficient 
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income to enable her to live as becomes the dignity and importance 
of the position which she occupies; to enable her to procure the 
means of self-improvement and needed recreation; and to enable 
her to banish the haunting fear of dependent old age.”—Supt. 
Henry D. Hervey, Malden. 


“There have been more resignations than last year, which has 
tended to weaken our instruction and thus lower the standard of 
work, for nearly every change in the teaching force causes a loss 
af time and energy on the part of pupils, as a new teacher must 
adjust herself to her school and the environment of the pupils, so 
that the longer a teacher remains in the same school, if she is a 
true teacher, the better will be the results as the years go by. 
Each year of service should add to the efficiency of every teacher 
and only such teachers should be retained in the employment of 
any town. Where there is growth there is life. ‘It does not mat- 
ter so much where we stand as in what direction we are moving.’ 
We must not drift, but boldly stem the tide, if need be, and row. 
That town which receives the most value from its servants is the 
one which does the most in showing its appreciation of the work 
done and provides an environment nearest to the ideal. More 
people fail in this world from the lack of appreciation than from ~ 
any other one thing.’—Supt. Badger, Weymouth. 


“The fact should not be overlooked that the salaries now paid 
to our teachers, when we take into consideration the increase in 
qualifications and requirements and the increase in cost of living, 
are not as large as they were ten years ago. There was a time 
when Milton was one of a small group of towns which paid to 
their teachers the highest salaries in the state. Today the number 
of cities and towns which are paying as much or even more is 
quite large. This fact makes it difficult, upon the resignation of 
teachers, to find those who will maintain the standard of the 
schools. During the year we have lost a number of excellent 
teachers, and it took much time and investigation to find suitable 
persons to take their places. I can see no reason why Milton 
should not rank as high, if not higher, in the matter of teachers’ 
salaries, than it did a number of years ago.” —Supt. Jacobi. 
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“The growing scarcity of teachers is decreasing the possibility 
of building up a good school by selecting able teachers of ex- 
perience, and is increasing the necessity of improving a school by 
improving the teaching power of the teachers appointed thereto. 
In judging the qualification of principals, therefore, and especially 
in selecting new ones, increasing importance must be attached to 
their ability to furnish the leadership, inspiration, and criticism 
that will most readily and easily bring each teacher in the district 
to the condition in which she will do the best work with the least 
strain.’’—Supt. Brooks, Boston. 


“T know of no schools where the entrance into the corps of 
teachers is guarded more carefully than in Worcester. Yet we 
are beginning to be seriously handicapped by our low scale of 
salaries for elementary school teachers.”—Supt. Homer P. Lewis. 


From report of Middlesex County investigation:— 


1. The Relation of the Teacher's Salary to the Requirements of 


Her Position. 


To compare the pay of teachers with the remuneration in 
other fields of labor hardly affords a satisfactory basis for judgment 
on this question; nevertheless, for the benefit of those who are in- 
terested in such comparison, it may be said that useful data may 
be found in the nineteenth annual report of the Commissioner of 
Labor in the United States, in which it is shown, by statistics from 
48 cities in different parts of the country, that if 50 weeks be 
assumed as the basis of a year’s work, the earnings of unskilled 
laborers on streets and sewers in all except Chicago, I1]1., Columbus, | 
Ga., Meridian, Miss. and Washington, D. C., exceeded the mini- 
mum yearly salary of grade teachers in those cities. 

In spite of the difficulties in the way of securing reliable data 
for comparison upon this point, your committee believes that the 
prevailing salaries of grade teachers today are not commensurate 
with the requirements made upon them in the way of professional 
equipment and standards of living. 

The better class of positions at the present time, at least in

_ the area covered by this, are open only to those who have had rea- 
sonably broad academic preparation, supplemented by a full course 
in the normal school and some successful experience in teaching. 
Not only are the higher standards that are justly being set by 
school officials in these respects compelling the would-be teachers 
to a larger expenditure of time and money than formerly was re- 
quired in preparation, but also they are compelling those who now 
are in the ranks to take up special courses of study in order to be 
eligible for advancement. 

Again, the advancement in the social standards of living in 
general during recent years, as the natural result of the great pros- 
perity in the business world, has operated to put upon teachers the 
necessity of greater expenditure in the way of dress and social re- 
quirements. This comes about because, necessarily, from the social 
sphere in which teachers are expected to move and in which they 
should move, they must be governed in their expenditures to a 
greater or less extent by the example of those whose incomes in a 
great many cases are not only more generous, but also respond 
more quickly to more prosperous business conditions. 


2. The Relation of Salaries to the Character of the Teaching Corps 


The importance of a high standard of personality and _profes- 
sional efficiency in the public school teaching corps is so well un- 
derstood that it needs no discussion. 

In this connection, however, it should be aie that, owing to 
the increasing opportunities for women to earn in other lines of 
effort as much if not more with less expenditure of energy than 
they can in teaching, there is grave danger that ultimately the 
character of the teaching force in our schools will suffer unless a 
higher standard of salaries can be secured for teachers. 

Low salaries for teachers, if maintained in face of general 
prosperity in the business world, mean certain inevitable results:— 

First—Although school boards may require complete profes- 
sional training on the part of those whom they employ, the char- 
acter of those who take up the work of teaching will gradually 
deteriorate because many of the brightest and strongest personali- 
ties will prefer other fields of labor in which the remuneration is 
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greater. Already complaint is being made quite generally rhat it 
is becoming increasingly more difficult to secure the type of teach- 
er wanted for the average salary paid. 

_ Second—Low salaries mean shorter periods of service by first- 
class teachers. 

Third—A prevailing low rate of wage means less ambition on 
the part of the teachers and less opportunity for professional 
growth while in service—a fact that operates distinctly against the 
best results in our schools. 

A reasonably high standard of salaries, therefore, is even more 
important to the public than it is to teachers themselves. 


3. Difficulties in the Way of Higher Salaries. 


It is the opinion of your committee that one of the chief ob- 
 stacles to adequate financial compensation for teachers lies in the 
lack of appreciation on the part of the public: (a) that the most 
vital interests at stake ina community are those involved in public 
education; (0) that the best results in this field can be secured 
only by employing first-class teachers, and making their tenure 
as permanent as possible; and (¢) that first-class teaching talent 
and permanency of service on the part of the teachers cannot be 
secured unless reasonably high salaries are paid. 

If these conclusions be sound, it would appear that school 
officials can hardly do a greater service for the cause of public edu- 
cation than to labor systematically to educate the people along 
these lines, until they shall come to believe that it is neither wise 
economy, nor is it morally right so far as the interests of the 
child are concerned, to maintain a rate of wages for teachers that 
is less than will enable the best results to be secured in the 
schools. 

The present burden of taxation in our municipalities is un- 
questionably heavy, and naturally the people are slow to assume 
added burdens in this line; but the public places a high valuation 
upon its public schools, and when it is made clear to the people 
that the teachers in those schools are really underpaid, there is 
little doubt that the money can be secured to meet the demands 
for higher salaries. 
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Campaigns of education along this line are the primary need; 
but the application of anything that savors of the trade-unionism 
idea, in an endeavor to force adequate compensation for teachers, 
as is advocated in some quarters, is thoroughly unwise, because 
such action is calculated in the long run to alienate the naturally 
sympathetic disposition of the public towards teachers as a class. 

Another obstacle to more rapid advance in salaries of teachers. 
is found in the inferior teacher herself, who too frequently is un- 
willing to see her fellow-worker receive an increase in salary unless 
she too is similarly increased. 

Nothing is clearer than that teachers differ widely in their 
efficiency and in their professional spirit. Because boards of edu- 
cation recognize this fact, there is a natural feeling that they are 
not able to pay teachers universally as high a salary as would be 
possible in the case of those whose work is especially meritorious. 
Your committee believes that it would tend to increase the pos- 
sibility of a higher average wage for teachers if some form of 
merit recognition should be incorporated into the arrangement of 
salary schedules for teachers; because, on the one hand, such a 
plan would make it easier for first-class teachers to secure adequate 
compensation; and,on the other hand, it would tend to spur inferior 
teachers to extra professional efforts in order, to render them- 
selves eligible for an advance in pay.” 

The teaching force is the backbone of a school system. 
Excellent methods, up-to-date arrangements, carefully prepared 
courses of study and all that go towards complete school equip- 
ment fail to in any way make up for the inefficiency of a teacher. 
Somebody must teach and teach well or the results obtained in 
the schools fall far below the required standards. 

The teachers who are at present in the employ of the town 
are doing excellent work, varying according to temperament, 
training and experience. I feel that each teacher is striving for 
professional improvement, for greater efficiency in school work. It 
is our problem to hold our teachers with us long enough to reap 
the benefits of their endeavors and experiences in our schools. 
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INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


In the last year’s report the attention of the people was 
invited to the question of industrial education and the laws passed 
relative to industrial education by the state of Massachusetts. 


In the year just past the eyes of the educational world have 
been focused upon this feature in education with questionings as to 
its importance and results, if fully tried. Much valuable literature 
has been written upon this subject. In this literature the chief 
questionings seem to be, just what will such an education mean in 
our social life and what are the best means of establishing it? 


Various opinions have been given to the above questions. 
The predominating opinion seems to be, that if the schools are to 
be industrial in the sense of vocational in nature, then these 
schools must be apart from the ordinary public schools and be 
conducted for the especial benefit of those wishing to learn a trade. 
The age of entering these schools to accord with the average age 
at which.a child leaves the grammar school to go to work. A 
school of this nature is not our care at the present time. The de- 
termination of the advisability of such a school would properly be 
left to a committee representing several towns so situated that 
the best results could be obtained for all students wishing to 
pursue an industrial course of study. 


Since we are a town not devoted to manufacturing interests, 
we shall probably not need to make use of the enabling laws passed 
for such towns and cities as wish to establish and maintain indus- 
trial schools, but it is well to call attention to this, the most 
prominent feature in the education of the present day and to note 
the importance that industrial education holds in the minds of 
most educators and business men in its relation to future social 
welfare. 

In this connection it is interesting to note the successive 
steps in legislation in this state in regard to industrial, and manual 
training. 

In 1872 the authority was given to towns and to cities to 
establish industrial schools. 
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In 1884: elementary instruction in hand tools was authorized 
in all schools. 

In 1895 legislation became more mandatory, and instruction 
was required in high schools in cities and towns of 20,000 in- 
habitants. | 

In 1898 manual training was required in the parece ce! 
schools of such cities and towns. 

It is undoubtedly true that some form of instruction in 
manual training will be required in all towns of this state within 
a few years. Edaucational history repeats itself. Education 
has ever had as its aim the fitting of the young to become 
efficient factors in society. Changing social and business 
ideals have brought about the changing educational conditions 
with the consequent revision of the courses of study and 
the introducing of new elements to meet existing needs. When 
educational ideals and traditions have been changed or modified, 
real causes are the reasons affecting the changes; and the thought- 
ful consideration of our people should be directed towards this 
pronounced factor in the educational situation of our times. 


The educational value of manual training for fixing attention, 
and inculcating the spirit of industry is well established. In 
many places different forms of industrial activity are carried on 
under the names of school gardening, elementary agriculture, 
knife work, raffia work, bench work, etc. In some of our schools 
where the conditions seemed favorable to the work, various ex- 
periments have been tried in the different forms of manual activity 
with satisfactory results. In all of the schools the pupils in 
grades 1 and 2 receive instruction in paper folding, cutting and 
pasting, and in cardboard construction work. 

In the village school the boys in the four upper grades receive 
instruction in the drawing and reading of simple working plans 
from which later some useful article is made. Soft wood that is 
of a straight grain is used for the material. A stout jack-knife 
is the only tool used. Later it may be deemed advisable to install 
benches and give regular instuction in bench work. While the 
boys are doing knife work, the girls in these grades are having 
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sewing lessons. It is gratifying to observe the interest of the 
pupils in this coe 

“It has seemed best to correlate the course in manual training 
with the course in drawing as the two can be carried on together 
without much extra time or effort. The reports of the teachers in 
the schools where some form of manual training is being carried 
on are given in the reports of special teachers. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The work in medical inspection has been thorough, and has 
been conducted along scientific lines. The organs that are of the 
chiefest importance to the child in his school work, such as the 
eyes, ears, nose, throat and mouth have received careful attention. 

In compliance with the state law the eyes and ears of the 
children are examined every year. This work is done by the 
teachers who carry qut the work of examination by means of 
material furnished by the state. At best these examinations are 
' but superficial, and may differ somewhat as all of the examinations © 
cannot be held under the same conditions of light and room; they 
are important, however, for detecting near sight and far sight, and 
any of the ordinary defects in hearing. Seeming defects of the 
sight and hearing are at once reported to the parents with the 
advice that expert help be sought. The noses and throats of,the 
children receive expert examination by the school physician. All 
cases of defects are at once reported to the parents, and in many 
cases surgical aid has been resorted to with the most CNet 
results. 

1 In certain cases that come under the supervision of medical 
inspection, it is necessary to visit the homes and to see that treat- 
ment as prescribed is carried out and the remedies suggested used. 
This part of the work has received especial emphasis. The many 
visits to the homes have in the most instances secured the hearty 
eq-operation of the parents, and have led to a better understanding 
of the relation of the school to the health and cleanliness of the | 
child. 


It is not until quite recently that the care of the teeth of 
school children has. received the attention that it should. Many 
cases of malnutrition, indigestion, gastric catarrh, adenitis and 
neuralgia have been directly traceable to defective teeth. The 
following table from Dr. Dennison Pedley’s book giving the ages 
and;numbers of pupils examined may be suggestive of the import- 
ance of this matter. 
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The necessity for prompt action and the importance for relief 
in remediable defects should not be underestimated by the parent. 
Kye strain in the child and youth means neurasthenia in the 
adult. Mittendorf reports 4000 cases of headache among school 
children that were relieved by the correction of optical defects. 
Dr. Samuel D. Risley of Philadelphia reports the case of the 
minister’s daughter who was sent home from school with a note 
to the father recommending that she be sent to a special school. 
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An oculist’s examination revealed a case of highly developed 
astigmatism. The child was fitted to glasses, returned to school, 
and in a short time attained good standing in her class. 

Deafness and catarrh in children is often due to adenoids, 
and swollen tonsils. Prompt removal of these defects gives in- 
creased respiration consequently the circulation of the blood is 
greater, and the general improvement in the health of the child 
corrects the above defects. 

The school authorities do all that lies in their power to pre- 
vent the spread of contagious diseases. Several cases of diphtheria 
and one case of scarlet fever appeared among members of the 
school population during the winter term of this school year. In 
each instance the patients and those connected with them were 
put under quarantine and the spread of the disease checked. 
Measles and chicken-pox follow periodic curves, depending some- 
what upon climatic conditions. When these infections appear 
among the school population, the names of the children who have 
them are read before the school and the pupils requested to keep 
away from the sections in which the homes of these children are 
until after the period of contagion is past. The co-operation of 
the parents and resident physicians is earnestly desired, in making 
prompt reports of contagious and infectious diseases to the school 
physician, the superintendent of schools and to the board of health. 

Progress in schools for the most part depends upon the physi- 
cal well-being of the child. How important it is then that during 
the period of growth, all who are concerned with children should 
look first to the physical fitness of the child for school work and 
to see that all defects that are remediable are at once corrected. 

The children should be examined from time to time to see if 
they are growing properly—first by the parent, then by the family 
physician, if expert opinion is thought necessary. 

The report of the school physician will give more specifically 
the amount and nature of the work done. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


The percentage of attendance from 1898 to 1908 inclusive

The percent of attendance has slightly increased over the 
attendance of the last year. Our average of attendance is affected 
to a considerable extent by reckoning the attendance in the kinder- 
garten. Through the winter months the attendance in™ the 
kindergarten is not much over 60 percent of the total enrolment. 
Then, too, there is no way of notifying the pupils that there will 
be no school in the event of a very stormy day; consequently a 
few come to school and the school sessions are held with but a 
small number present. Last year, in the spring term, the measles 
and ~chicken-pox made considerable havoc with our attendance. 
Yet making all due allowance for the poor attendance in the kin- 
dergarten on stormy days and due to contagious diseases, the 
attendance is not what it should be. 

The majority of parents mean to have their children in 
regular school attendance. But in some instances the parents 
keep the children at home for a day or half a day at a time, re- 
peating frequently. This is careless of the child’s best interest. 
His scholarship and interest must feel the effect of the broken 
work and consequently he becomes a drag upon the time and 
energy of the teacher, besides by the repeated absence making a 
low percent of attendance for the school. 
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CONCLUSION, 


My thanks and appreciation for helpful suggestions and 
advice in the matter of school administration are cheerfully given 
to all of those concerned in the work of the schools. | 

The public spirit of the townspeople towards the schools and 
their interest in school work argues well for maintaining the 
schools at a high degree of efficiency.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL 


Mr. R. L. Wiaern, Superintendent of Schools, 


DerAR Srr:—I hereby present my second annual report of the 
Lawrence High School. 

There is at present an enrolment of eighty-four pupils, making 
the school the largest in its history. 

The daily attendance is better than last year, and the cases of 
tardiness are steadily decreasing. This improvement should be 
attributed in a large degree to an increased interest of the parents 
in the education of their children. A greater co-operation is 
sought that we may have a still better attendance, thereby secur- 
ing a better general scholarship. Frequent visits of the parents 
to the school would be a valuable aid to this end. 

There have been added to the reference library, during the 
year, a new encyclopedia of twenty volumes and a new unabridged 
dictionary. This isa move in the right direction, for a good 
reference library is a necessity in order to do good work in any 
course in the school. 

Through the kindness of Miss Helen Turner the school 
has the use of a megalethoscope, a form of stereoscope. 
This instrument will be valuable for showing pictures in history, 
the classics, and in literature. 
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The course in drawing has been strengthened by giving one 
period to each class each week. However, the best results cannot 
be obtained until a room is fitted up especially for drawing. I 
snggest that the girls’ gymnasium be provided with suitable furni- 
ture and used exclusively for drawing. 


The singing of the school has been unusually fine during the 
year. No further proof of this is needed than that the school 
gave Gounod’s sacred cantata, “Gallia.” Competent judges pro- 
nounced it a decided success. 


The Improvement Society has purchased a Simplex piano 
player. Piano players are being introduced into schools that the 
pupils may hear classical music correctly played and thereby 
acquire a taste for good music and a knowledge of the great 
masters. A select library of music will be obtained as our means 
permit. ' 
The State Board of Education has inspected and approved 
the school and now the graduates who have attained a satisfactory 
rank may enter the Normal schools without examination. Appli- 
cation will soon be made for approval by the New England College 
Entrance Examination Board. If the school is approved, the 
graduates of the college preparatory course may enter on certificate 
any college in New England except Harvard and Yale. In order 
for a pupil to obtain the right of certificate, excellent work must 
be done throughout the course. 


In athletics the boys have had marked success. The baseball 
team did good work. The football eleven won every game but 
one; they showed by their clean, snappy playing and by their 
skillful team work that they were superior to any eleven with 
which they played. It is encouraging to note the increased in- 
terest in athletics. There is no better means of developing the 
true man in a boy than to have him engage fn athletic sports. 
Athletics properly managed is an excellent thing for any school. 


I would suggest that an appropriation be made by the town 
to furnish equipment and provide training in athletics. Many 
schools now have hired coaches to train the teams. That is the 
only way to accomplish the best results. I take this opportunity 
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publicly to thank Mr. Frank G. Murray, who so successfully 
coached the football team. 

After due conisderation, the School Committee has decided 
to allow the senior class to take a trip to Washington in leu of 
the usual public graduation. A simple graduation will probably 
be held in the afternoon in the town hall. This departure from 
the old style graduation is to be commended. We do laboratory 
work in the sciences. Wouldn’t it be better to travel with our 
classes and do laboratory work in history, literature and Latin? 

Of a class of thirteen who graduated in June, 1908, two are 
in college, four are in other institutions of learning, two are taking 
a post-graduate course in this school, and four are in business. 

I thank the patrons of the school for the many words of com- 
-mendation and for the loyalty which they have shown the teachers. 
I thank my assistants for their hearty co-operation in all the work 
of the school. I also wish to thank you, Mr. Superintendent, and 
the School Committee for the cordial manner in which you have 
supported me, and for the many valuable suggestions which have 
been made from time to time.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


Falmouth, Mass., Dec. 31, 1908. 
Mr. R. L. Wieein, Superintendent of Schools:— 


DEAR Str—I herewith present the second report of the med- 
ical inspection of schools in Falmouth. 

The work has been somewhat general, along the same lines 
as last year. The Inspector has not visited the schools regularly, 
some having more attention than others, according to needs and 
requests of teachers. 

As was the case last year, it has been necessary to call the 
attention of parents to chronic conditions in the way of their 
children’s success in school and health in the future. 

The school physician cannot treat these cases; he can only 
notify the parent of the necessity of treatment. 

I have tried, with the aid of teachers, to educate the homes 
in the matters of hygiene. In many instances they need to be 
shown how and helped to a decision. 

Children are susceptible to ideas of hygiene. and while educa- 
tional movements are making progress we should fully realize our 
duty to the children by placing them in good environments that 
they may retain their health. Much can be done by cleanliness. 

The school buildings present a cleaner appearance than last 
year’ The schools have been comparatively free of contagious 
diseases. Every precaution has been taken, by prompt action and 
exclusion from school of all pupils afflicted with contagious 
diseases. It has not been necessary to close any school on account 
of an epidemic. Measles seem to be the most disturbing factor at 
present.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To Mr. R. L. WiaeGry, Superintendent of Schools: — 

I herewith submit my fourth annual report. In all the grades 
the work in drawing is progressing very satisfactorily along the 
same lines as last year. 

In some of the schools we are trying to introduce a little 


manual training in connection with the drawing. The value of 
manual training is apparent to everyone interested in the education 
of children. First attempts are necessarily small,because-we haven't 
all the needed materials to work with. Still, it is a beginning and 
we hope it will be possible to add a little to our efforts each year. 
We intend to form a handicraft class, this year, in which pupils 
can work who have qualified by making a good practical design for 
something, if they are willing to furnish their own materials. The 
work will be done outside of school hours, and I shall teach the 
grade teachers enough of the different crafts so that they will be 
able to supervise the work successfully. We hope it will stimu- 
late an interest in the intelligent use of the hands by boys and 
girls in Falmouth and make them alive to the joy and beauty of 
doing something that is really worth while. 

The work in the high school needs special attention just at 
this time, if high school results are expected from high school 
pupils. We have no really suitable place to work in and we have 
never had any special materials to work with, as is customary in 
most high schools. For the first year or two after drawing is 
introduced in the school, ordinary grade materials are all that is 
necessary; but now, if we wish the drawing in our high school to 
compare favorably with other schools, it seems right to provide a 
suitable place.and the materials necessary for effective work. I 
think Mr. Jenkins has suggested, in his report, a way of providing 
the place and if it is in any way possible, I know that the classes 
in drawing and I will appreciate it very much.

MANUAL TRAINING. 


EAST FALMOUTH. 


In the spring of 1908 the East Falmouth children began 
grading and raking up their school yard at recesses and noons. 
One tree which had blown down, they cut up and carried off, 
besides cutting down several other smaller ones. They cut 
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bushes and raked up leaves and pine needles, thereby greatly 
improving the appearance of the school grounds. 

Nasturtiums were planted in hollow trees and other places. 
At the back of the schoolhouse the older boys dug up a plot for a 
vegetable garden. Seeds were planted, but because of marauding 
animals, dry weather and too much shade from the surrounding 
trees, the garden was a failure in everything but in the pleasure 
and inspiration that its making gave to the children. 

By this sort of work, not only was the school’s external condi- 
tion improved but the pupils and teacher met with a greater spirit 
of comradeship than in the schoolroom and the boys gamed by the 
feeling that though the teacher had to be the helper in the school- 
room, in this work they, by virtue of expertness and strength, 
could be the important factors. 

One child, especially, restless at times it school and apt to 
find the ‘Three Rs” a burden, found himself in his element when 
handling an axe and hoe. And since he gained for himself a good 
reputation outside, set to work to improve the character of his 
schoolroom work, and succeeded. 

Miss Abbie Savery has given to the school a large bust of 
Shakespeare which is a great addition to the room. (We could 
wish that some public spirited carpenter of the town would cap 
the good work by arranging a bracket for the bust, as now it has 
to rest upon a table. ; 

Mrs. Lydia Hinckley has just presented the school with a 
picture of Washington and his army which she is now having 
suitably framed. She plans to give still other pictures. 

A word of appreciation should be spoken for the janitor who 
has the welfare of the school much at heart. He has done much 
extra work to improve the school-grounds and is always ready to 
give assistance to the teachers in any way.

WOODS HOLE. 


There is no need of proving the value of industrial training 
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in the schools as one of the best means to an all-round develop- 
ment. Its value has long been recognized and it has had its 
place first in European schools and later in American. 

One of the most important phases of this work is the twisting 
and weaving of Nature’s materials—grasses, rushes, raffia and 
vines into beautiful forms which are useful to man. Today 
basket-making and weaving are following the kindergarten work, 
thus enabling the child to follow out the principles he has learned 
there. He still works from the center out, and weaves as he 
wove his paper mats; but permanent materials have replaced the 
perishable ones, and what he makes now is not only valuable 
educationally, but has an actual value. 

Through Mr. Wiggin’s suggestion, last June, we have been 
enabled to carry out this idea at the Woods Hole Grammar school. 
Last September we started to make simple objects with cardboard 
and raftia, later substituting the more difficult work. Some of the 
articles that suggested themselves were: mats, both wound and 
braided; napkin-rings, picture-frames, broom-holders, handkerchiet- 
boxes, work-bags, ete. 

Next term we are going to make baskets by using rattan- 
We will, of course, make the mat first thus showing the children 
how to make the bottom, and then from that we can easily build 
up the sides of the basket. 

I have been very much pleased with the interest the children 
have shown in the work and with the results. This work has also 
made them more interested in their actual school work, and, as the 
most prominent educators today say, interest is one if not the most 
desirable element in school life.

DAVISVILLE. 


With the suggestion of the superintendent to interest the 
children in a school garden, I began, about the last week in March, 
to ask the children to bring in all kinds of seeds. This they did, 
without much enthusiasm at first. These seeds we put into 
glasses of water that we might watch them sprout. 
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By the time of the spring recess they were well sprouted and 
the boys brought boxes, filled with earth, in which they planted 
most of the sprouted seeds and then placed them in sunny 
windows. They were left there and not seen again for a week, 
when the vacation ended. The Monday that school reopened, the 
children all came to greet me with the news that the seeds were 
really coming up and some had small leaves on them. They 
seemed to show more interest and from that time on their interest 
seemed to grow with the little plants. 

As soon as the weather was warm enough, the boys gladly 
shouldered the responsibility of real farmers and each day came 
with spades, picks, fertilizers and ail the necessary farming imple- 
ments and proceeded to make the outside garden, which was 
worked diligently until completed and ready for the plants to be 
transplanted. 

Naturally they enjoyed showing how much they knew, and I 
soon found that they had much more interest in the garden when 
they discovered how little I knew about it and how much they 
were able to tell me; and so, although I confess I knew little 
enough, I appeared to know even less than I really did, that I 
might keep them interested by explaining the processes of 
farming to me. 

The garden proved quite a success and the children were able 
to sell some of the things which they raised. Besides a vegetable 
garden, they also made two small, round flower gardens in front of 
the school building which really made a very pretty appearance 
and made the grounds more attractive.

After deciding that we were to do something in the way 
-of gardening, we mentioned the subject to the pupils. Both 
schools responded even better than was expected. 

After planning where the flower beds were to be made and 
just what seeds were to be planted, then commenced the work of 
gathering seeds and getting the ground ready. The children con- 
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tributed a great many of the seeds. For several nights the boys 
and girls of both rooms worked with a will until the ground was 
in good order and the seeds planted. 

The prevailing seeds planted were morning glories and nas- 
turtiums. We planted a bed of nasturtiums several rods in 
length. They bloomed profusely, supplying the homes of some of 
the children as well as the nearby churches. They continued to 
bloom until late in the fall and the last bouquet was gathered for 
qur schoolroom on a cold, frosty morning. 

Besides the above, we planted a hedge along one wall consist- 
ing of several kinds of roses, lilacs, syringas, etc. Most of them 
have lived and are doing well. | 

On the whole our garden did even better than was expected 
and the children were delighted with the result.

Report of the Water Commissioners. 


The Water Commissioners submit the following as their an- 
nual report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1910. 

During the year the eight inch main was extended on Grand 
avenue, on Falmouth Heights, and the Menauhant road, from its 
former terminus near Worcester Park avenue to Maravista avenue 
and a four inch main on Nantucket avenue to Dartmouth avenue, 
likewise four inch mains on Montgomery, Hawthorne and Dart- 
mouth avenues connecting these two main lines. 

The minor extensions of the year have been few and unimpor- 
tant, but each gives an income in excess of the require- 
ment. 

Improvements and repairs have been made on the pumping 
station and the machinery therein, as shown by the report of the 
engineer appended hereto. 

Since June 16, the pumping station has been in charge of 
William 8. Nickerson whose work has been entirely satisfactory. 
_ An assistant engineer was employed for two and one-half months 
during the summer. 

No serious break or accident has occurred during the year and 
the entire plant is in first class condition. 

The income from the water rates shows a small gain over last ~ 
year. We have paid the $5000 bond, which became due last May, 
from funds in our hands, and feel confident that we can continue 
to pay them as they become due, provided the town continues to 
make an appropriation for hydrant rentals. 

As usual we have no delinquent list. Bills for water sold 
during the last quarter, which are not yet due, will be carried to 
next year’s account. : 
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RECOMMENDATION. 


We recommend the extension of the 10-inch main through 
the thickly settled portion of West Falmouth, a distance of about 
2400 feet.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


GENTLEMAN—In accordance with the vote of the town, the 
following report of the work done and expense incurred for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1910, by the departments and appropriations 
under my charge and supervision, is herewith presented. 

Before looking over my report, I wish to call your attention to 
two or three matters pertaining to the report. You will see that 
the Village Improvement society has paid quite a sum of money 
for oiling the streets and has done quite a little toward keeping 
the streets clean. Messrs. Frank D. Zell, L. M. Wagner, C. E. 
Roberts, Richard Olney, John E. Dwight and Daniel Phillips have 
also contributed to the repairs of streets by applying oil, and the 
amount of money contributed has not only done the parties good 
who have had the work done, but the public has also received the 
benefit. I wish to thank all parties that have helped in this line 
and feel that a great many others will join with me in so doing. 
You will see that the shell appropriation has not all been spent and 
the reason for that is that we could not get a vessel to bring the 
last load until midsummer and I did not think it wise to apply 
shells at that time and have not been able to get any this fall. 

I have been asked many times why I did not.spend the $1400 
that was raised for the Greens pond and Great pond bridges. I 
could not see how I could make them safe for that amount, and to 
spend the money and then close them seemed to be a very unwise 
thing to do, and not wishing to father the problem alone, I asked 
the Massachusetts highway commissioners if they would send me 
one of their engineers, and instead of sending me one they sent me 
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three. Mr. Fred T. Lawrence asked me if I would like to go and 
show the Greens pond bridge to Mayor Fitzgerald and the Boston 
engineers and I was much pleased to do so as I thought I would 
get a report from them, and they were kind enough to send me 
one. So you see the Boston engineers were not employed by me, 
but I was much pleased to have their report and will incorporate 
it and also the Massachusetts highway commissioners’ report. I 
published Mr. F. F. M. Hersey’s report last year. After reading 
the report of six of what we would call first class engineers, I feel 
that all citizens of the town will be satisfied to have the bridges 
closed than to have had a law suit on the town for we know not 
how much.

GREENS POND AND GREAT POND BRIDGES. 


15 Ashburton Place, Boston. 
Mr. T. B. Landers, Superintendent of Streets, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—I beg to report as follows in regard tothe result 
of the examination made April 27, 1910, of the Greens pond 
end Great pond bridges in the town of Falmouth, with the assist- — 
ance of Division Engineer Farrington, Mr. Taylor and yourself. 

In regard to the Greens pond bridge, we found that the piles 
were all very much decayed, and some were so nearly gone that 
there seemed but little left of them which was sound or of any 
value to support a load. The caps over the piles were in better 
condition, but we found many of them very unsound, and in mak- 
ing an estimate for renewing this bridge I should allow that  per- 
haps half of them may be used again. The stringers were in a 
state similar to that of the caps. The planks of the flooring were 
found to be in such a condition that it would be wise to put in a 
complete new floor. 

In regard to the use of the $1,200 which you informed me 
had been placed at your disposal for the repair of the Greens 
pond bridge for this season, it does not appear to me to be wise to 
try to use any of this money this year, because if anything is done 
to the bridge it would be necessary to renew the piles completely, 
_ and this expense alone would amount to nearly $2,000, which is 
not all of the expense necessary to be incurred to put the bridge 
in a safe condition. ! ; 

In regard to the question of closing the bridge, I would say 
that although this bridge might not fail with ordinary loads if 
kept open during the present season, I think it is wiser to be on the 
safe side and therefore would suggest that the bridge be closed. 

I submit herewith two estimates of the cost of reconstructing 
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the Greens pond bridge. According to the first estimate it is the 
intention to carry practically the same loads that the present bridge 
carries, this estimate providing for the use of about two-thirds of 
the present stringers and new stringers for the balance, about one- 
half of the present caps anda whole new floor system. The 
fences seem to be in pretty good shape, and, under this estimate, 
it is proposed to use them. 

The second estimate is prepared for the purpose of designing 
a structure which would support an ordinary steam roller, in case 
you desire to consider such a structure. In this case we have 
provided for the use of as many as possible of the old stringers 
and caps, as in the first estimate, but we have added nearly twice 
the cross-section of stringers now in use on the present bridge. 

In regard to the Great pond bridge, this seemed to be in 
better condition than the other bridge and probably would be safe 
for this season. 

I submit herewith two estimates for this bridge, based on the 
same conditions as given in the estimates for the Greens pond 
bridge. 

I am also sending you blueprint for cross-section and eleva- 
tions for bridges, as proposed, and also some photographs.

Dear Sir:—Regarding Greens pond bridge, which Mr. Freder- ' 
ick H. Fay, our city bridge engineer, and myself examined on 
Tuesday, the 6th, we are both agreed that the bridge in its present 
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condition is unsafe for highway traffic. The sum of $1,200, which 
you mention, is insufficient to put the bridge in safe condition. 

You are probably aware that on the bridges on public high- 
ways of this state, cities and towns are liable for any damage to 
vehicles up to 6 tons weight due to a defect of the bridge. We 
have not made any careful estimates of the cost of repairing the 
bridge, but approximate calculations show that to make the bridge 
safe for the legal load of 6 tons would cost at least $6,000 or 
$8,000, and to put the bridge in safe condition, suitable for carry- 
ing a road roller or other equally heavy load, would cost about

Overseers of the Poor. 
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Selectmen’s Report. 


In submitting our report to the inhabitants for the year 1910, 
we would call attention to the following: 

In consideration of the loss of $9,000 from the corporation 
taxes of 1910, owing to a change in the tax laws where the stock 
of certain corporations will be taxed in the cities and towns where 
the corporations are located instead of where the stockholders re- 
side, and also the possibility of losing a large part of our intangible 
personal property, one of our wealthy summer residents already 
having notified the assessors of a change of residence, we would 
suggest that all appropriations be carefully considered in order 
that the rate of taxation may be kept as low as possible. 

The bill before the legislature to allow the town to appropriate 
money for Deacons pond landings having passed, the landings 
have been built and are proving a valuable asset to the town as 
well as the harbor. 

A petition has been received during the year from the resi- 
dents of the Heights and the village to lay out Deacons Pond 
avenue at Falmouth Heights. After a hearing and viewing the 
premises, it was adjudged that convenience and necessity did not 
warrant the expenditure of the amount of money that would be 
required to build the road. 

On petition of the selectmen, we have widened Church street 
in Woods Hole from the southerly entrance to the residence of F. 
Apthorp Foster southerly to the bathing house of H. H. Fay, and 
would recommend its acceptance by the town. , 

A contract has been made with the Buzzards Bay Electric Co. 
to light the streets for the year with electricity at one and 50-100 
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dollars per light per month up to 200 lights, and one and 45-100 
dollars per month per light for all over 200. The lights at present 
are in operation throughout the village, Teaticket and East Fal- 
mouth, wherever having been lighted, and by the time this report 
reaches the people we think Waquoit will be lighted, also Woods 
Hole,West and North Falmouth will be rushed as soon as possible. 

The suits of Mrs. Sullivan and Mrs. Wheeler vs. the town of 
Falmouth are still pending, but it looks as if the attorneys for the 
plaintiff were not overanxious to bring them to trial. 

Scranton avenue, which was accepted by the town at the last 
-annual town meeting and an appropriation made for same, through 
a slight technicality, was not worked. We have since relaid the 
road and would recommend its acceptance and the reappropriation 
for working the same. 

The town clerk’s office has been equipped with a new safe and 
other appliances which makes it very convenient for the clerk as 
his records can be kept close at hand. 

The fire-proof vault in the rear of the offices having been built, 
supplies a long felt want and proves a valuable asset to the town. 

Forty seven hundred eighty-four and 16-100 dollars of the 
betterments on the North and West Falmouth road have been col- 
lected and the balance of three hundred fifty and 50-100 dollars 
we think will soon be paid.

We submit the following report: Herring have been very 
plentiful in all the rivers. The high winds have necessitated the 
usual heavy expense of clearing the rivers on the Sound side.

Coonamessett—The flume below Swift Brothers’ bog, the 
bottom recovered. The boards on the side of the river had rotted 
away and have been replaced with new ones, and afew minor 
repairs were made on the fish house. 

Little pond river was in bad shape below the bridge. The 
sand had washed away clear to the bottom of the planking in some 
places. On the east side the sand was above the planking. The 
planking and posts being rotten in places, the pressure of the sand 
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on the east side crowded the planking to the west, nearly 
closing the river in places. Therefore, it was necessary to dig the 
whole thing out and put in néw posts and new panes using what 
planks of the old as were good.

REPORT OF HARBOR MASTER. 


Woods Hole, Mass., December 24, 1910. 
THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN,. 
Town of Falmouth. 


GENTLEMEN:—I beg to make the following report of my 
doings for the year: 
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I have visited all of the harbors of the town several times and 
have seen that the harbor regulations have been strictly lived up 
to as near as possible. The channels and approaches have been 
kept clear of all obstructions. I have removed a scow from 
Deacons pond harbor which was a nuisance. 

Under the appropriation voted at the last annual town meet- 
ing for such object I have deepened the channel leading into the 
Eel pond at Woods Hole. Although this has been of great assist- 
ance to the safe navigation of this channel, several owners of small 
boats have complained to me of damage sustained by striking 
bottom while passing through. It is therefore evident that 
more should be done to make this passage safe to our boat- 
men. I have attended two hearings before the harbor and land 
commissioners with the board of selectmen in an effort to have the 
old bridge abutment removed from the Eel pond channel at 
Woods Hole as requested by the vote at the last annual town 
meeting. 

I have taken steps to have the old Falmouth Heights wharf 
removed and have been assured that it will be removed at an early 
date.

F almouth, Mass., December 81, 1910. 
To THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


Grn TLEMEN:—The board of fire engineers herewith submit 
the seventh annual report for the year ending December 31, 1910. 
The department is practically the same as last year. 


FORCE. 


One hundred and seven men belong to the department: one 
chief, seven assistant engineers and ninety-nine call men. There 
are eight well organized companies and one hook and ladder 
company. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus belonging to the department is as follows:— 
Eight hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck, 
twenty-four fire extinguishers. 


LOCATION OF APPARATUS. 


No. 1, Hose house, Teaticket, owned by town—reel and nine 
men. 

No. 2, kept in stable at P. F. Powers’s on Shore street—reel 
and nine men. | | 

No. 8, Hose house, opposite Depot avenue, owned by town— 
reel and eleven men. 

No. 4, Hose house, Quissett, owned by town—reel an nine 
men. 
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No. 5, Hose house, Woods Hole—reel and twenty men. 

No. 6, Hose house, West Falmouth, owned by town—reel and 
ten men. 

No. 7, Hose house, Falmouth’ Heights—reel and ten men. 

No. 8, Hose house, East Falmouth, owned by tow n—reel and 
nine men. 

Hook and Ladder, No. 1, in town shed at rear of Lawrence 
Academy building. 

The chemical engine is kept at the hose house, West Fal- 
mouth. The chemical fire extinguishers are now located at the 
residences in’ Waquoit village. 


FIRE ALARM. 


The Gamewell fire alarm system with bell in tower of town 
hall and signal boxes as follows:— 
Box 69, corner of Glenwood place and Main street. 
Box 97, corner of Locust street and Depot avenue. 
Box 78, corner of Gifford and East Main streets. 
A similar system is maintained at Woods Hole, with gongs 
located at different places. 
A bell for fire alarm purposes is attached to the hose house 
at Falmouth Heights. 
An eight-inch chime whistle has been attached to the electric 
light station, and in case of fire the calls are as follows: 
For Box 97, three short blasts repeated four times. 
Box 69, five short blasts repeated four times. 
Box 78, seven short blasts repeated four times. 
There have been 300 feet of hose added to the department. 


FIRES. 
There have been no fires of any consequence the past year. 
RECOMMENDATION. 


We would recommend that the sum of $2,500 be appropriated 
for the use of the department, to be expended under the direction 
of the board of engineers and approved by the chief engineer. 
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We would also recommend that a hose house be built on the 
Hewins lot, so called, to accommodate Hose Co. No. 2 and the 
Hook and Ladder Co., the same to be built out of the above appro-

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Report of the Committee on Town Hall 


and Other Improvement. 


Under the following article in the warrant for the last annual 
town meeting—*T’o see what action the town will take relative to 
the enlargement of the town hall, and providing suitable offices for 
all of its officers, for the purpose of accommodating its citizens and 
save paying $500 a year for very inadequate quarters, and 
make an appropriation for carrying out its action”—it was voted 
that a committee of five be appointed. viz: Henry H. Fay, Seba 
A. Holton, George Channing Clark, Edward N. Fenno and Edwin 
I’. Lawrence, to investigate the matter. give a public hearing at 
some future date, and report at the next annual town meeting. 

At the special meeting, held April 23, it was voted that the 
town authorize the committee on improving the town hall to in- 
clude in its report the consideration of a new town hall and the 
broad question of our town improvement. ‘This latter action gave 
almost unlimited scope to the inquiries and investigations. 

The committee was organized by the choice of Seba A. Holton, 
chairman, and G. Channing Clark, secretary. 

One public hearing and several private sessions of the com- 
mittee were held. The public hearing was very poorly attended, 
and but little interest manifested. 

When the original question of enlarging the hall was taken 
up, it soon became apparent that the present building would not 
long be satisfactory even if we should expend a large sum of — 
money on improvements mentioned in the article. It would still 
be advisable in the course of a few years to erect a new hall which 
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should better serve the public necessity. The present building 
could then be moved to another part of the lot and used for offices 
or other public purposes. 

Meanwhile some repairs and improvements are necessary in 
order that the present building may serve the purpose for which 
it was erected until such time as the financial condition of the 
town will warrant a new building. 

While certain changes have been recently made, which in- . 
crease the safety of the hall, it is considered that the method of 
egress is still inadequate, and that there would probably be a 
great loss of life if a fire should break out when the hall is well 
filled: therefore we have had sketches made which show a method 
by which this danger might be avoided. Plans showing this are 

appended to this report. 
The addition on the west side gives one method of egress, and 
would, if desired, provide an anteroom. The estimated cost of 
this addition is $2,748. 

The extension on the rear of the hall would add sixty to its 
seating capacity, give a larger stage, a passage in the rear, dress- 
ing rooms on each side, and two easy flights of stairs to serve as 
egress in case of fire. The estimated cost of this extension is 
$3,915. 

If these additions are made, it is believed that the present hall 
will be fairly satisfactory until such time as we may see our way 
clear to erect a new building. 

In the broader field of our instruction, we mention a few ways 
in which an improvement might be made:— 

We feel that the time is at hand when more attention should 
be paid to improving the sidewalks in the various villages of the 
town. While we consider cement walks the best, and in the long 
run probably the cheapest, the first cost is heavy and a less expen- 
sive material might answer every purpose for some time to come. 
We would call attention to an experiment tried by George H. 
Turner on a short stretch of walk on Shore street in the village 
of Falmouth. This consisted of a single coat of tarvia on a com- 
mon earth walk. ‘This gave very satisfactory results for more than 
a year, and a second coating would doubtless have made it more 
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durable. We recommend that the highway surveyor make experi- 
ments in this line. 

The work of clearing up blind corners on the highways, com- 
menced last year, should be continued. 

Our attention has been called to the conditions prevailing 
around the public dump at Falmouth Heights. Great carelessness 
seems to have prevailed in the disposal of rubbish at that place, 
much of the waste material having been deposited entirely outside 
the fence. We recommend that regulations be adobted and en- 
forced, which shall remedy this condition and prevent a public 
nuisance. Some complaint has also been made about the dump at 
Woods Hole, and it is suggested that the rubbish be dumped on 
the lot acquired for park purposes, and thus aid in grading. 

We note that it has been the custom to cart the ashes. from 
the public buildings in the village to the town dump. It seems 
to us that they could be deposited back of the sheds at the town 
hall at less expense, and at the same time improve the grade of 
that parcel of land. 

The ruins of the old Haskell house on Main street have long 
been an unsightly object, and should be removed if this can in any 
way be legally done. 

We recommend that the Hewins lot, so called, be kept in as 
neat and trim condition as the village green. | 

It is claimed that the present lockup is in bad condition and 
that it is inadequate to the purpose for which it was intended. 
This might be remedied by placing steel cells in the basement of 
the town hall if the proposed extension to the rear is made. 

In view of the fact that the town is annually put to consider- 
able expense in the care of tramps, we recommend that sufficient 
labor be required of such persons to pay the expense of their 
entertainment. 

At the public hearing it was the sense of the meeting that 
the town contract for electric street lights only from year to. year, 
until a permanent plant has been established. 

During the past year much malicious mischief has been done 
in town. We think active measures should be adopted to sup- 
press this evil, and that all citizens should cordially support their 
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officers in whatever efforts they may make for this end. 

We recommend that hereafter our town records be type- 
written. 

We recommend that the number of articles in the town war- 
rant be reduced by consolidating wherever possible. 

The town report should be in the hands of the voters three 
weeks before the first Tuesday following the first Wednesday in 
February. 

We have thus mentioned a few of the improvements which 
we think might well be made in the near future; but in view of the 
fact that we received last year more than nine thousand dollars 
less than in preceding years from corporation taxes, owing to a 
change in laws, which will add over one dollar per thousand to our 
tax rate, we recommend the appointment annually of a committee 
of not more than five voters, selected from the different sections of 
the town, who shall consider all future improvements which may 
be suggested, and the best way of bringing them about in a sys- 
tematic and economical manner. We would also recommend that 
this committee examine the warrant for each town meeting as soon 
as issued and recommend such action on each article as in their 
judgement will be for the best interests of the town. We believe 
that in this way we shall be able to make many improvements and 
ut the same time keep the tax rate so low that people will be led 
to make their homes in our town. 

The committee has made no charge for services, but has in- 
curred the following expense:

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Tree Warden’s Report. 


The eleventh annual report of the Tree Warden of the town 
of Falmouth for the year ending December 31, 1910: 

I enclose with this report a letter from State Inspector John 
I’, Carleton in regard to an appropriation for destroying the 
gypsy moth colonies, which have been discovered the past year at 
Jenkins pond; which will, I think, satisfy every voter of the neces- 
sity of a much larger amount being appropriated this year than 
heretofore for this work; and will also show to those who have 
not fully understood the need of urgent measures to stop our 
beautiful trees from being destroyed by this pest, that it is a 
menace to the community to neglect for want of funds to push 
the work as speedily as possible, and hope that the demand will 
meet with a ready response from the voters of Falmouth. 

Therefore, I would recommend for the gypsy and brown-tail 
moths an appropriation of $1,500 for this work. For trees and 
tent caterpillars, $600, the same as last year.

Dear Sir:—In regard to the amount of money necessary for 
the moth work in Falmouth this coming year, it is impossible to 
make an accurate estimate, owing to so small a portion of the ter- 
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ritory having yet been scouted and the consequent uncertainty as 
to what may show up later. Falmouth has heretofore, in compari- 
son with the surrounding towns, appeared to be remarkably free 
from infestation by the gypsy moth; but the discovery of the 
colony of these pests at Jenkins pond last summer has brought to 
light conditions which call for prompt and careful work. New 
infestations from this colony are already being found and it is 
almost certain that there are more to come. It will take over one 
thousand dollars to properly care for the colonies already discov- 
ered, and in consideration of what is likely to be found later, I 
would advise that you ask the town to appropriate the sum of 
$1,500 for the moth work of 1911.

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Auditors’ Report for 1930. 


The auditors chosen at the last annual meeting respectfully 
submit the following report and recommendations. 

The auditors having been duly sworn, met on Feb. 25, 1910, 
and organized by the election of Henry H. Fay, chairman, ane W. 
E. Davis, clerk. 

Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officers and find them correct and generally well 
kept. Your auditors have checked over the securities held by the 
sinking fund commissioners, trustees of the public library, Law- 
rence High school and cemetery funds, and have seen the can- 
celled town bonds redeemed during the year. 

A few vouchers are still passed without itemized bills at- 
tached, but the auditors have now the assurance of the board of 
selectmen that itemized accounts will be required in future for all 
bills paid by them, and the inhabitants of the town will save them- 
selves much trouble if they will take note of this warning. 

Your auditors recommend changing section 2, article 6, of the 
standing rules to authorize payments such as soldiers’ aid and 
town poor allowances. 

Your auditors have no authority to pass on the propriety of 
any payments made by the selectmen, but your auditors believe 
the selectmen should be held rigidly to the rule that no payments . 
whatever shall be made by them unless authorized by law or, by 
vote of the town. 

Your auditors refer mainly to “horse hire” which is passed 
by the selectmen without question. 

In many cases it should be allowed but this should be per- 
mitted only by direct vote of the town. 
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As an example, take the school committee who under the law 
do not receive a salary: they are certainly entitled to such ex- 
penses, but it should be authorized by vote of the town. Your 
auditors claim that any one who receives compensation for ser- 
vices is not allowed to charge for transportation in performance of 
duties within the limits of the: town unless such expense is ex- 
pressly authorized. 

For this reason the auditors do not make a charge for trans- 
portation as this expense is included in their compensation, and 
until the town by its vote directly authorizes such a charge it 
cannot properly be made. 

It has been the custom of this town to allow these payments, 
but your auditors believe the time has arrived when the town by 
vote shall authorize these payments or such payments shall be dis- 
continued. 

The compensation paid the tax collector of 1% on the 
tax levy is paid by the town because the tax collector is required 
to guarantee the payment of all taxes to the town. 

The May tax levy of 1910 was over $90,000; of this amount 
over $80,000 was received by November Ist (6% interest is 
charged after October 1st) and by December 31st all but about 
$5,000 of the total tax levy had been collected, notwithstanding 
the illness of the tax collector. Of this $5,000 uncollected taxes 
about £2,000 was due from resident taxpayers, and $3,000 from 
non-resident taxpayers. 

It was formerly the custom in our town to require the tax 
collector to pay to the town treasurer the entire tax levy before 
January 1st each year, and your auditors recommend if the same 
compensation of 1% is to be continued in the future, that the tax 
collector should pay the entire levy to the town treasurer on or 
before December 29th or 80th, as required by article 7 of the 
standing rules. 

Many of the best-governed towns in our state require pay- 
ment of the tax levy prior to January Ist and your auditors be- 
lieve this would be the best method to adopt in our town. 

Many towns make the town treasurer their collector of taxes 
and should our town see fit to do this, your auditors believe it 
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could be done in connection with the treasurer’s present duties 
with a moderate increase in his salary. 

The tax collector handles over $90,000 in collecting the taxes, 
and honesty is not the only necsssary requirement of the capable 
tax collector, and the voters should see to it in selecting the new 
collector, that he has honesty, business ability, a good knowledge 
of accounts and sufficient property to cover his guarantee of the 
payment of all taxes. 

Requests are received from tax payers to have their names 
omitted from the delinquent list if their taxes are paid before the 
town report is printed. 

Your auditors call attention to article 7 of the standing rules 
which requires the tax collector on or before Dec. 80 to close his 
accounts and make payment to the town treasurer, and neither the 
auditors or collector have any authority to omit the name of any 
delinquent tax payer from the delinquent list. 

Vouchers for all payments made by the state treasurer to the 
town are sent to the selectmen and auditors, and it can be readily 
seen that by this method only, can the auditors be informed of the 
amount of money the town treasurer must account for. 

Your auditors recommend the adoption of a standing rule as 
follows: Vouchers for all payments made to or due the treasurer 
from any board or officer of the town, shall be sent to the auditors. 

In closing their report, the auditors wish to give credit to the 
various boards for an-improvement in their accounts and hope this 
improvement may continue until they are perfect. 

The auditors also desire to thank the officers of the town for 
their courtesy and cheerful compliance with suggestions made 
them. , 

The following votes are offered by the auditors:— 

Art. 6, sec.2. Voted that—After the closing of the books for 
the year, no orders for the payment of money from the various de- 
partments shall be approved by the selectmen, except for salaries, 
soldiers’ aid, road labor or poor department aid, nor shall any or- 
ders (except as above stated) be paid by the town treasurer until 
after the various appropriations have been made at the next 
annual town meeting. . 
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_ New Article 9, sec. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all pay- 
ments made to or due the town treasurer from any board or officer 
of the town shall be sent to the auditors. : 

Voted that—The selectmen shall pay such expenses of the 
school committee as may be incurred in the performance of their 
duties, if in the opinion of the selectmen such expenses are prop- 
erly contracted.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town 
meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the warrant 
therefor in every post office in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any town meeting may be given as 
the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, 
the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and place 
of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business 
to come before such adjourned meeting. Full notice of 
every special town meeting, including a copy of the 
articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before 
the date of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting 
shall be held on the first or second Tuesday after the 
first. Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated mo- 
tions, and any other motions which he shall so request, 
shall be presented to the moderator in writing. (See 
Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 333:) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money shall be reconsidered 
at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless public 
notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be 
given within thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. 
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The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsidera- 
tion is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing the Falmouth town meetings or relating to the ' 
town business, and they shall be ‘published in the town 
report annually. The report shall contain the reports 
of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those rec- 
ommended for the coming year, and copies shal) be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rey. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen hall cause 
to be published in the local newspapers, if there be 
such, at least two weeks before any special town meet- 
ing, the last publication to be during the week previous 
to such meeting, all committee recommendations and 
estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon 
which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE IT.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and 
every other board or commission of a town shall desig- 
nate some person as clerk who. shall enter in books all 
its proceedings and shall have custody of its records. 
On vote of the selectmen. the town clerk may act as 
elerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35; Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to investigate all orders on the treasurer 
passing through their hands and to satisfy themselves 
of their propriety and correctness before endorsing the 
order for their payment by the town treasurer. Al} 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom pay- 
able and the purpose for which such order is drawn on 
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the town treasurer. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn ‘i 
the selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to 
pay the same, except for sums by law payable to the 
Commonwealth or county, for final judgment against 
the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of the town and 
interest thereon, and for money payable to the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund. — 

Sect. 4. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to purchase for the several boards or com- 
mittees, except the water commissioners, all coal. The 
various boards and committees shall, on or before July 
1 in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) 
send in writing to the board of selectmen the estimated 
amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The select- 
men shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, ad- 
vertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, 
and shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder. The contractor for coal shall give bonds in an 
amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for 
the faithful performance of his contract. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a 
general oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted 
by special boards or not; and have the right to make 
any suggestions for the better conduct of a depart- 
ment, board or committee, and if such recommenda- 
tions are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present 
to the town at its annual meeting names of suitable 
persons willing to serve to fill the offices of surveyors 
of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the 
selectmen shall contain:—- 
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A general statement of the town’s affairs during 
the past year and recommendations of the selectmen 
for future requirements. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrants and the action 
of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and 
of all suits to which the town is a party, together with 
a full explanation of the circumstances and the stand- 
ing of each case at the time of the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed dur- 
ing the year, the length and width, cost of construction 
and amount of land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any 
meetings held during the year, together with any other 
action taken at said meetings, including committee ap- 
pointments and resolutions passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises 
granted by the town, and a statement as to whether 
the conditions of the franchises have been faithfully 
complied with by each corporation during the muni- 
cipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. — 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the 
year, with the names of the tax payer and the amount 
of the abatement. 

} The names of all delinquent water rate payers with 
the amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature ac- 
i by the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
29. ) 

ARTICLE IIT.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commis- 
sioners shall give surety company bonds of $5,000 each 
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for the faithful performance of their duties, and the 
treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, 
on or before the 7th day of January in each year, shall 
make a detailed report to the selectmen, together with 
their recommendations: said report to contain a list of 
all unpaid water rates of January Ist, in each year; the 
list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates 
are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 
LO avid. ) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and di- 
rect the water commissioners to make minor extensions 
of water mains when, in their judgment, such action 
would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such 
extensions to be paid from the funds in their hands, 
provided that not more than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one 
year, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be ob- 
tained from the petitioners to pay a revenue of six per 
cent. annually for a period of five years. 

Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make 
extensions to the water mains or pipes, under proper con- 
tracts for a term not less than 5 years which shall return 
6% per annum on the cost of the extension, and not less 
than 3% on the cost price of such extension for depre- 
ciation. 


“ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see 
that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 5th and 2oth day of each 
month (unless otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the 
town treasurer all sums exceeding $10 collected by them 
previous to that date to the custody of which the treas- 
urer is entitled. 
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Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, 
in the presence of the selectmen and board issuing the 
same, all bonds, notes, script and other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the town which have been paid, and shall 
file and keep all approved and receipted accounts. 
claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds. 
notes, seript, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance 
of these duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See 
Rey. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 72.) 


mn OLE: V.—Auditers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required 
to audit all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in 
April, July and October, and thereafter monthly up to 
the close of the financial vear, finishing by January 7th, 
‘ jn order that the selectmen may not be hindered in the 
preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or 
approved by any board, committee or officer have ex- 
hausted the entire appropriation for such board, com- 
mittee or officer, such board, committee or officer shall 
incur no further expenditure except in the case where 
such expenditure may be required by statute, and it 
shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, 
before the close of the financial year to approve all ac- 
counts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their 
appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books * 
for the year on December 31, no orders for the payment 
of money from the various departments shall be ap- 
proved by the selectmen, except for salaries, nor shall 
any orders (except for salaries) be paid by the town 
treasurer until after the various appropriations have 
been made at the next annual town meeting. | 
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Sect. 3. Voted that—No member of the board of 
selectmen or any officer appointed by the legal voters 
of the town, authorized to make any contracts or agree- 
ments in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, 
wares or merchandise furnished by the town, or for a 
loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commis- 
sion, discount, bonus, present or reward from the per- 
sons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for 
furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or 
committee of the town in his individual capacity shall 
contract or have any interest in a contract with the 
town; except in the case of publicly advertised com- 
petitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—At any town meeting when 
special committees are appointed or elected a vote shall 
be passed naming the compensation of the committee 
and also a sum of monev for expenses of such commit- 
tee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on 
the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 5. All boards, officers or persons except the 
water commissioners shall on the 30th day of December 
in each year settle their accounts and pay to the town 
treasurer all moneys due on their accounts, unless the 
30th falls on Sunday, in which case the settlement and 
payment shall be made on the 2oth. 


AR TICUE VIT. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th 
‘of each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to 
which he may be entitled and on the. 30th of December 
in each year the collector shall pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys in his hands belonging to the town unless the 
30th falls on Sunday in which case the payments shall 
be made on the 2oth. 
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Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands: 
of the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the 
bank on orders countersigned by at least two of the 
selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by 
the town for a longer period than one year shall be in 
serial form. 


GHNERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the 
town for poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt de- 
ducted by the treasurer before payment from any sum 
due him by the town for work on the roads or for 
any other service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds 
required of any town official, members of boards or 
committees shall be paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the 
performance of which competitive bids are received, 
the award of the contract shall be to the lowest respon- 
' sible bidder; preference always being given to citizens, 
when other conditions of the situation are equal.

To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH: 


On account of the crowded condition of Lawrence high school 
as mentioned in our last report, and exceedingly poor heating and 
ventilating system in use there, your committee deemed it advis- 
able to ask for an appropriation, at the last annual town meeting, 
for the purpose of building an addition to the building, making 
other necessary improvements and installing a new heating and 
ventilating plant. The matter, after being discussed at length, 
was referred to a special meeting and at that meeting the article 
was indefinitely postponed. 

Also at this meeting, a committee that had been previously 
appointed to investigate the safety of the Village grammar school, 
reported that in their opinion the building was safe for the — 
present, but they recommended that the school committee make 
some repairs on the building at once. Your committee, believing 
they should have more advice in the matter, notified the state 
authorities in Boston and Col. Merriam of the state board of 
police, a man of great experience and excellent judgment, came 
. down, together with Mr. Cooper of the firm of Cooper & Bailey, 
architects, who designed the building. These gentlemen made a 
careful investigation of the condition of the building and it 
appeared that, while the floor joist had sagged somewhat, the 
building was perfectly safe and sound at the present time. 

The sanitary ventilation however was poor and_ the 
inspector ordered improvements made as soon as_ possible. 
The Lawrence high school was also inspected at this. 
time and the report that your committee received from Col. Mer- 
riam in regard to the ventilation, warranted us to proceed during 
the summer to install an up-to-date heating and ventilating system. 

The plant was installed by the Stone-Underhill Heating and 
Ventilating Co. of Boston. It is now doing good work and has 
the approval of the state inspector. We have ample heat and 
ventilation in every room in the building, with the exception of a 


room in the basement, used one day a week by the class in drawing 
and which it was not practical to ventilate except at a large 
additional expense. The inspector, however, will not allow this 
room to be used in its present condition after this year. The 
heater, also, is of sufficient size to take care of any future addition 
to the building that may be made. 

Another bad feature, and one which was severely criticised 
by Col. Merriam, is the matter of the sanitaries. The closets are 
not vented and for the health of the pupils, we recommend that 
an appropriation be made at the coming town meeting to provide 
new closets and new and approved plumbing throughout the 
building. 

Also, we again call your attention to the fact that the build- 
ing is over-crowded and an addition, the plans of which your 
committee already have, should be built during the summer va- 
cation. 

The matter of the sanitary ventilation at the Village grammar 
school was attended to during the recent holiday vacation, and 
while it has not yet been sufficiently tested, we believe that there 
has been a great improvement in the conditions there. 

Last September, Mr. Wheelock T. Craig resigned as a member 
of our board to accept the janitorship of the Village grammar 
school. The vacancy has not yet been filled.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF FALMOUTH:— 


I have the honor to submit for your consideration the twenty- 
eighth annual report of the Superintendent of Schools for the year 
ending December 31, 1910. 

There have been no radical changes in the management of the 
schools. We have worked along lines previously proven good. 
Particular emphasis has been placed upon penmanship and 
English. The year has been marked by complete harmony among 
those in charge of the schools, and an increased responsibility on 
the part of teachers for greater success in all departments. As an 
engine is doing its best work when it runs with little friction and 
noise, so a school system should accomplish most when the work 
progresses without contention or interruption. 

At the beginning of the winter term, it was deemed advisable 
to separate grades one and two in the village. Now, each teacher 
is responsible for her own school, and much better work is being 
done. The Quissett school was reopened in September. A_ peti- 
tion, signed by every resident of Quissett, was presented to the 
committee, begging that the school be opened. A hearing was 
given. After carefully considering the matter from the standpoint 
of the parents, it was decided to grant the request. 


TEACHERS. 


The number of teachers employed in December, 1910, was 
twenty-six, an increase of two. Of these teachers five are in the 
high school, eighteen in the elementary schools, and one is in the 
kindergarten. There is also one teacher of drawing and one of 
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music. Of the additional teachers, one is in the high school and 
one is at Quissett.

The problem of securing efficient teachers is becoming more 
difficult from year to year. The many vocations now open to 
women, at salaries larger than are given to the school teacher, 
make evident the chief cause. The high cost of board in Falmouth 
makes it necessary to pay the teachers from one to two dollars per 
week more than they are getting in other places in order to secure 
them. : 

The salaries of the grade teachers were raised one dollar per 
week for the year, 1910-1911, making the maximum for female 
teachers fourteen dollars. It should be remembered that our 


schools are in session only thirty-six weeks in a year. I would 
recommend that the salaries of the grade teachers be raised one 
dollar more per week beginning September, 1911. 

There is no vocation more trying than that of a public school 
teacher. She must mould the character of her pupils to the proper 
standard of honesty and thrift and the right habits of conduct, 
_ besides giving them proper instruction in the many subjects now 
required in the schools. ‘Therefore she needs the co-operation of 
the parents. With a proper home training the children will be 
sent to school with the understanding that the parents will up- 
hold the teacher in all matters of discipline. Under such condi- 
tions the work of the teacher would be much more agreeable and 
satisfactory. 


TExtT Books. 


The Aldine System of Reading has been extended to all first 
and second grades in town, and good results are being secured. 
Mace’s United States History has been adopted for the fifth and 
sixth grades. The plan of the work is biographical. Much 
interest is being shown by the pupils, and, when they take Mont- 
gomery’s History in the seventh and eighth grades, better results 
will be secured. Davidson's physiologies have been adopted for 
the four upper grades, and it is hoped that systematic instruction 
in physiology and hygiene may be secured. Carpenter's Geograph- 
ical Readers were introduced in January. More reuling matter 
should be purchased as soon as possible. 


PENMANSHIP. 


Steadman’s Writing Tablets have been introduced, and with 
them the Muscular System of penmanship. Much more time 
should be used in training our pupils to write. One of the teach- 
ers’ meetings was devoted to penmanship. Mr. Henry W. Hall, 
principal of the Falmouth grammar school, gave a very beneficial 
talk and a valuable demonstration of work with a class of boys 
and girls. A decided improvement in interest, position and exe- 
cution is already apparent. | | 
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TEACHERS’ PROFESSIONAL LIBRARY. 


The beginning of a teachers’ professional library has been 
made. About thirty books have already been purchased, and 
others will be added from time to time. These books are loaned 
to the teachers free of cost. Many teachers are not familiar with 
the work of leading educators. It is thought by this means much 
valuable knowledge will be secured which will materially aid in 
the work of the class-room. 


DRINKING FOUNTAINS. 


Since the common drinking cup was abolished in Falmouth by 
your vote last December, the State has passed a statute abolishing 
the same in all public places. Three drinking fountains have been 
installed and are giving satisfactory service. I would advise that 
drinking fountains be placed in all the school houses where there 
is running water, and that suitable tanks, with spring faucets, be 
placed in the other buildings. 

Another evil as dangerous and disgusting as the common 
drinking cup is the common towel and common soap. These must 
go the way of the common drinking cup as soon as satisfactory 
substitutes can be obtained. Tissue paper towels are used in some 
schools at a price slightly exceeding the cost of the common towels 
and the laundry bills. I am glad to learn that the members of one 
school in Falmouth, at the suggestion of the school physician, have 
provided themselves with their own towels and soap. 


PARENT-TEACHER CIRCLE. 


Last May a Parent-Teacher Circle was organized. All par- 
ents and teachers of Falmouth are eligible for membership. About 
seventy-five have thus far joined. The club has become affiliated 
with the National Congress of Mothers, an organization which has 
some of the most noted men and women of the United States as 
its officers. 

The object of the orgonization is to put the parents in touch 
with the experiences and successes of the most progressivo and in- 
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telligent mothers of today through the medium of lectures and 
circulars, descriptive of what is being done for the moral uplift 
and proper home training of our boys and girls. 

An earnest appeal is made to all parents of Falmouth to attend 
these meetings. 


HigH SCHOOL. 


For some years it has been apparent that the teaching force in 
the high school has been inadequate. The increase in the size of 
the school, and the number of courses presented have made it im- 
possible for four teachers to do the work as it should be done. By 
your vote another teacher has been employed. The improvement 
in the various courses has been marked. © I refer you to the princi- 
pal’s report for a detailed account of the improvement. 

I submit for your further consideration the enlargement of the 
high school building. There is as much need now of more room 
as there was last year. The capacity of the present main room is 
seventy pupils.. The enrollment for 1910-1911 is one hundred and 
five. It is very necessary that there be one room large enough to 
contain all the pupils. It is needed for the work in music, for the — 
work of the Improvement Society, and for the general exercises of 
the school every morning. <A large recitation room is indespen- 
sable. We are now using a room for recitations that is half under 
ground and with no ventilation whatever. The State inspector of 
buildings has forbidden the use of this room after this school year. 

For the last two years the graduating class has taken a trip to 
Washington. The class of 1911 is planning the same. The edu- 
cational value of the trip cannot be questioned; but there is a se- 
rious question about the advisability of the classes from year to 
year spending the most of the senior year with this one question 
in view, ‘‘How can we secure money for the trip to Washington?” 
It seriously interferes, not only with the work of the senior class, 
but with the work of the whole school. It is also becoming a bur- 
den to a certain portion of the town where most of the money is 
secured. Now, gentlemen, if the citizens of the town think it a 
good plan for the classes to take this trip, I would suggest that an 


appropriation of twenty-five dollars for each member of the gradu- 
ating class be made from year to year, with the understanding that 
it shall be used for the above purpose alone, and that no other 
effort shall be made to secure funds. 

At the present time school sports are univer oni recognized 
as a valuable asset to education. Properly supervised athletics 
develops the body, trains the eye and the judgement, and instills 
into the youth a manly courage and a true sense of justice. I 
would suggest, therefore, that a small appropriation be made for 
athletics in the high school. Such a course would make possible a 
league of Cape schools, and relieve the principal of the school and 
the managers of the teams of the humiliation of begging money to 
pay expenses. 

To show the value placed upon sports in the schools, I will 
quote from an address delivered at a recent meeting of the Middle- 
sex County Teachers’ Association. This address was delivered 
by Principal W. E. Wyatt of the Graham School, Chicago. 

“The school recess is more powerful in its influences than those 
of the class room. It is more vital than any other part of the 
school work that the child takes part in. During this playtime 
activity, the child learns his true relation among those who are 
stronger and those who are weaker than himself. One helpful 
lesson is that tlie fellow who appeals to the teacher or principal is 
not esteemed highly.” 

Telling of the work along this line in his own school, he said: 
“The children of the grammar school find the recess to be the 
most profitable time. Every teacher goes down to play the 
games with her own pupils. She organizes the games and en- 
courages the pupils in their play. We have printed a little book 
of games which require little or no apparatus. We find that the 
teachers get as much benefit from the games as do the pupils.” 


MANUAL TRAINING AND INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


I should do myself an injustice not to mention manual train- 
ing and industrial education in this report. I am thoroughly in 
favor of such an education; but I am not in favor of putting any 
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more work upon the teachers, most of whom have four grades. 

Some work in manual training is being done ina few of the 
schools but it is entirely voluntary on the part of the teachers. 

The State Board of Education is busily working on plans for 
industrial education. When some definite plans, that prove suc- 
cessful, have been devised, then will be the time to begin such 
training in the Falmouth schools. There is no doubt that the 
time is coming when such an education will be required in the 
puble schools. But when that time comes the town will provide 
special teachers. Then the work will be effective and practical, 
and not prefunctory and useless. 


STAMP SAVING SYSTEM. 


Two years ago a citizen of Falmouth who is deeply interested 
in the welfare of the boys and girls, gave the use of one hundred 
dollars to foster the spirit of saving among the youth of Falmouth. 

Stamps were secured for their face value from the Stamp Say- 
ing Society of Boston. The Rey. H. H. Smythe has kindly acted 
as agent and adviser. These stamps were sold by the teachers to 
the boys and girls who pasted them in books provided for the pur- 
pose. Stamps were also obtained of the librarian at the public 
library. The stamps are redeemable by the society above named 
at any time. ‘The students may also get the stamps redeemed by 
the teachers, by Mr. Smythe, and by the merchants of the town. 

Stamps were taken by pupils in the village schools, in Woods 
Hole, in West Falmouth, and in East Falmouth. There were one 
hundred twenty-six depositors. The total amount deposited was 
about one hundred dollars. Most of this amount has been with- 
drawn, but in the majority of cases in amounts sufficient to buy 
articles of clothing, such as caps, shoes, and socks. A few savings 
bank accounts were made as a result of these deposits. 

To help children form habits of thrift is truly commendable. 
Anything that will inculeate those habits has its proper place in 
the public schools. The following act was passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Massachusetts Legislature. 
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Chapter 24. 
An Act to Provide for Compulsory Instruction in Thrift in the 
Public Schools. 
Be it enacted, ete., as follows: 

Section one of chapter forty-two of the Revised Laws, relating 
to the subjects that shall be taught in the public schools, as amend- 
ea by chapter one hundred eighty-one of the acts of the year nine- 
teen hundred eight, is hereby further amended by inserting after 
the word “ethics,” in the twenty-fourth line, the word, thrift. 

What is being done in the Falmouth schools is surely in line 
with that statute. 


TRUANT OFFICER’S REPORT. 


During the year I have received forty complaints from the 
teachers. I have made twenty-five calls and written fifteen letters. 
In nearly every case immediate results have followed. <A personal 
interview is much more effective and satisfactory in every way 
than a letter. Afrer visiting the homes one can understand and 
appreciate the reasons for absences, and can act much more justly 
and intelligently. . 

I find that absences often occur against the real desire of the 
parents, that unfortunate circumstances make them unavoidable. 


CONCLUSION. 


I respectfully refer you to the report of the principal of the 
high school, of the music teacher, of the drawing teacher, of the 
school physician, and to the statistical reports. Kind and _ intelli- 
gent criticism of the work of the schools from the citizens of Fal- 
mouth is welcomed. 

I wish to thank all those who have given their aid, and shown 
their forbearance and friendliness, the teachers for their faithful- 
ness and co-operation, and the members of the committee for their 
unfailing support. }

TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


DEAR Srr:—The most interesting information which I have 
to give you in this, my second annual report, is the way the 
effectiveness of our school has been increased by the addition of 
another teacher last fall. Miss Allen, the additional teacher, has 
taken up the work of the French and History departments. The 
result has been that it has been possible for the work of all the 
teachers to be carried on more effectively. Now that 
Miss Pingree has been relieved of the work in French, 
she has been enabled to take the time, formerly used 
in that subject, in giving instruction in spelling (a_ subject 
perhaps somewhat neglected before), in the proper use of a 
dictionary, in more extended correction of the English composition 
papers, and in having individual conferences about the work, the 

.value of which in clearing up little points that perplex particular 

pupils cannot be over-estimated. Another gain is that this year 
the Freshman Algebra class of about forty pupils is able to obtain 
twice as much instruction as Miss Gardner was able to give the 
Algebra class last year of the same size which could not be divided 
because of a lack of time and teachers. Again, I amable to take 
one or two periods a week to look after little details which are the 
sources of much trouble, if neglected. Another improvement is 
that we are able to have a larger number of recitations per week 
in many subjects. This is such an advantage that I think I may 
now safely say that any pupil who comes to us sufficiently mature 
and willing to work can be placed in any of our advanced schools 
or colleges. 

In this connection I am pleased to report that our school was 
examined by the College Entrance Examination Board last spring, - 
and placed upon its list of “certificate schools” for one year. This 
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means that we are allowed to send pupils to many of the New 
England colleges WITHOUT examinations, if the principal considers 
that their work has been of sufficiently high grade. Whether we 
retain the privilege or not remains with the pupils thus sent. If 
their college work is satisfactory, we shall receive the renewal of 
the privilege for three years. Under this grant Miss Helen E. 
Lawrence was sent to Boston University; Masters Ernest Norton 
and Harold Black were sent to Worcester Polytechnic school, 
which also had given us their certificate privilege. We also retain 
the certificate privilege given by the State Board of Education for 
entrance to the normal schools of the state. Under this we have 
sent the following young ladies to the Framingham Normal school: 
Miss Ruth Crowell, Miss Melvina Dean and Miss Orpha 
Swift; and to the Hyannis Normal school, Miss Florence Eldred 
and Miss Rebecca Ellis. In June Master Edward R. Grinnell 
passed his final entrance examinations at Harvard with high rank, 
and two of our girls were successful in their trial of some of the 
examinations set by the College Entrance Examination Board. 

In music, as we could accommodate but seventy pupils in the 
main room, Mr. Kershaw selected that number:from the one hun- 
dred or more whom we have, and fine progress is being made. 
The boys particularly are doing good work. In many of the 

smaller schools this is not the case. .The girls, however, are not 
far behind in their endeavors. I think that during the winter the 
townspeople will be given an opportunity to judge for themselves 
of the correctness of my views. A visit now and then from some 
of our friends who are interested in music, I think would be an in- 
centive to the pupils and an encouragement to Mr. Kershaw. Our 
regular singing period is at a quarter past nine o’clock each 
Monday morning. 

Our business course has been much strengthened by a change 
of teachers. Our equipment has been improved by replacing four 
out-of-date machines by three modern Remingtons and one modern 
Smith Premier. 

The standard of work required for promotion was raised dur- 
ing last year. As a consequence, a large number had to repeat 
their work. It is the unanimous opinion of the teachers, and I 
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think of the pupils themselves, that this has resulted in very much 
better work. Another result has been that the pupils as a whole 
are trying harder. There is not a day but what, before and after 
school, a dozen or more pupils may be seen at their seats 
studying. This is voluntary, NoT compulsory. 

In athletics, the interest is increasing in the right directions. 
The boys have had the usual base-ball team, and have conducted 
the games in a manner highly creditable to themselves and the 
school. A good number have been playing tennis, and another 
court has been equipped by the players at theirown expense. The 
girls made a start in basket-ball, and a dozen or more are playing 
it with vim. The boys rather considered it a “sissy game” at first, 
I think, but after finding that fifteen minutes of active play was 
about all that they could do, I overheard one of the athletic fel- 
lows remark, “Say, that is the best thing that has come here 
lately.” Both the girls and boys have paid for the equipment— 
with the aid of Mr. Daniel B. Phillips who gave us the goals. 
The girls have also purchased a croquet set which furnished some 
amusement during the spring. Financially we have met our obli- 
gations, thanks to the still generous support of those who attend 
our sports. As these ball-games are played by pupils from all 
through the town, while only those from this village support them 
financially, I feel that some way should be devised by which the 
burden should be distributed more evenly. Some improvements 
that we could make, if we had the means, are—a score board, a 
better backstop, a fence at the pond and the leveling of the center 
fielder’s position. 

As this is the best chance that I shall ie I wish here to 
thank the citizens for their oft-repeated help of the senior classes 
in their endeavors to earn enough to buy their tickets for the 
‘‘Washington trip.” A couple of years ago I made the trip witha 
class, and I think that it was the best thirty-five dollars that I had 
spent in along while. Perhaps the pupils, as has been suggested 
to me, do look on it now as a PLEASURE trip, but as the years go 
on, they will look back on it as a rich part of their education as 
well. 

For a large rubber plant which ornaments our main corridor,

our thanks are due to the thoughtfulness of Mrs. George F. 
Hewett. 

I also wish to thank the teachers for the harmonious manner 
in which we have been working during the year; the superintend- 
ent, for the frank manner with which suggestions are made; and 
the committee for their appreciation of the work which I try to do. 

I also feel that the other teachers of the high school would like 
to have me express their appreciation for the kindnesses of the 
board to them.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. Ira A. JENKINS, Superintendent of Schools. 


DeAR S1r:—The basis of musical education is the power of 
the ear to discriminate musical rhythms and intervals, which leads 
to the ability to write them. 

Fortunately, music yields enjoyment through the intelligent 
hearing of it quite as much as through performance and, whereas 
sight singing is invaluable as an accomplishment and as a means 
of mental discipline, the school course in music certainly does not 
fail if it trains up a generation of appreciative and discriminating 
listeners. , 

The study and appreciation of music begins in the primary 
grades and is carried through all the grades, so that at the end of 
the grammar school course the pupil shall have acquired the ability 
to sing a melody ‘of moderate difficulty, or his part in a three or. 
four part song, all the major and minor keys with their signatures, 
all the fundamental principles of time, note values, signatures, ex- 
pression marks, and a good understanding of how to produce a 
a good singing quality of tone with the knowledge of how to use 
it. 

Although the results accomplished do not reach the ideal, 
yet with the time given to music, I feel, without presumption, 
that the scholars are doing very good work. 

In the high school the scholars show a very decided interest 
in music. Last May we gave Gaul’s cantata “Ruth,” and next 
May we are preparing to give the composer’s cantata “Joan of 
ATG.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


To Mr. Ira A. JENKINS, Superintendent of Schools. 


I herewith submit the sixth annual report of the supervisor 
of drawing. 
In all the schools the work of the past year has been very sat-

isfactory to me. This is due to the hard work and willing and 
helpful co-operation of the teachers and superintendent, which I 
deeply appreciate and for which I wish to thank them, for good 
work depends as much on the grade teachers as on the supervisor: 

A course in drawing, as in other studies, follows the same 
general outline from year to year—an outline planned and tested 
by some of the best teachers in the country. But while the frame- 
work is the same, the details can be varied more than almost any 
other study, to suit the requirements of different schools and to 
make it interesting to the teachers as well as their pupils. 

The nature work and color study in September and October 
is valuable and interesting. The nature study, while teaching the 
pupils to observe and record the details of growth and form in 
flowers, fruits and vegetables, helps to create an interest and love 
for the beauties of nature. Pupils always enjoy the work in the 
theory of color which is really an important and needed subject, 
since a knowledge of the proper way of using and combining colors 
is a great help in many of the occupations taken up by pupils after 
leaving school. <A teacher has to know it, since she is re- 
quired to teach the subject. A dressmaker or milliner who can 
combine colors in a correct and artistic manner, is more successful 
than one who cannot. A clerk in a dry goods store should be 
able to recognize and name colors, as well as match and arrange 
them—-it helps the customer and makes the store attractive, thus 
making a clerk more valuable to his employer. Besides these, 
there are many other occupations. in which color knowledge is 
helpful. | 
In November, December and January the time is spent on 
constructive drawing and design. This in the art of ruling, 
measuring and planning. After practice in accurate ruling and 
measuring, the pupils plan and make patterns for simple objects, 
and if any suitable material is available, the objects are made. At 
this time of year the objects are usually things appropriate for 
Christmas gifts. A great deal of time and study is spent on this 
work, which by many people is considered the most important of 
the year. 

February, March and a part of April are devoted to the study 
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of object drawing—that is, representing things as they appear. In 
the primary grades the study of form is expressed in illustrative 
drawing. Free rein is given to the imagination of the pupils and 
they: draw vivid and often remarkable pictures of their games, 
their work, incidents that happen at home, at school or on the 
street. Of all the year’s work this appeals most to the younger 
children since picture drawing is to them a form of expression 
even easier than words. The aim of this part of the work in the 
upper grades is to enable them to represent correctly the forms 
of different objects, to describe an object with a drawing instead 
of words. While the constructive drawing teaches to make draw- 
ings showing just how an object is made, the object drawing shows 
how the object looks when finished. 

The remainder of the year—the spring with its new life, its 
budding leaves and flowers—seems just the time to create a new 
enthusiasm for nature work and its use in decorative design. In 
school terms this means the use of flower or leaf forms, according 
to some simple principle of design, as a decoration for some object 
made by the pupils. We try to teach the pupils the value and 
pleasure of combining the useful and the beautiful. 

To make the work more systematic, we have arranged 
the classes according to the classes in school—the freshmen and 
juniors having mechanical drawing and the sophomores and 
seniors freehand drawing. While this arrangement is not abso- 
lutely satisfactory, the limited time given to drawing makes any 
other plan impossible just at present. 

We are planning to have exhibitions of the year’s work in the 
different schools at the end of the school year, which we hope will 
be attended by the parents and others interested in the work.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


Ira A. JENKINS, Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Srr:—I herewith submit my first report as school 
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physician of the schools under your supervision. I have inspected 
all the schools in the town and am pleased to report that the chil- 
dren were in a much healthier condition than I expected to find 
them. The greatest amount of trouble I have found has been in 
the ventilation and sanitary conditions, and while it is of import- 
ance to see that existing unhealthy conditions among the scholars 
has proper attention, it appears to me of infinitely greater import- 
ance that the causes producing those conditions should be removed 
as quickly as possible. A good beginning in this direction is the 
improvements in the high school and the proposed changes in the 
grammar school. 

I have found unsanitary conditions existing in the schools 
which it appears to me should be corrected at once. I can not 
conceive of anything more unsanitary than the practice of twenty 
or thirty pupils using the same towel for days without a change, 


or that the different scholars should be allowed to use either the - 


same towel or soap under any conditions. The scholars in one of 
the schools where I made this suggestion have each brought in- 
dividual towels to the schoolroom for their own personal use. 

The common use of a public cake of soap, which at best is 
but a germ-breeder and a dirt receiver, while it is free to all and 
dangerous to all, is fully as objectionable. 

I would recommend that the scholars in the different schools 
be required each to bring a towel for their own personal use, and 
failing to do so that the school committee furnish them and hold 
each pupil responsible for the safe keeping and cleanliness of the 
same. I would further recommend that the school committee 
install in each school building a sanitary apparatus which when 
cused will deliver a supply of liquid soap sufficient for use at one 
time. The importance of immediate attention to this matter will 
be apparent, when you consider the breathing and absorbent 
properties of the skin, and the necessity of discontinuing the 
practice of the past because of the danger of the transmission of 
skin diseases and the absorption of germs of contagion. The cost 
of installing sanitary soap supply apparatus and the necessary 
liquid soap, which is thoroughly asceptic, is trivial in comparison 
to the protection it gives and the value of the object lesson taught 
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the scholars by instilling in their minds the necessity of absolute 
cleanliness and the avoidance thereby of possible danger to their 
health. I suggested to the school committee the necessity of more 
thorough use of disinfectants and germacides in the toilet rooms 
and vaults connected with the school buildings and they immedi- 
ately voted to adopt the recommendation and provide the neces- 
sary articles to carry out their action. 

I find catarrhal conditions to be very prevalent amongst the 
pupils. This I attribute in part to the air which they are forced 
to breathe in the school room. The air as it is taken into the 
school buildings contains a certain amount of moisture. When 
taken into the cold air room of the heating plant it passes over 
hot radiators where the temperature of the air is raised from forty 
to one hundred degrees and is thus deprived of more than one-half 
of its moisture and in this condition is conveyed to and distributed 
throughout the school rooms. This hot dry air checks the secre- 
tions of the respiratory tract, retards the absorption of air in the 
air passages, thereby lessening the amount to be utilized by the 
system, thus causing a lethargy that will materially interfere with 
the pupils doing their best work. While in this condition the 
scholars go from a room at a temperature of 70 into the open air 
at a temperature of 20 and the development of catarrhal condi- 
tions is the result. I have under consideration the construction 
of an appliance for the distribution of moisture in the hot air, 
after it leaves the radiating surfaces, in, a quantity sufficient to 
restore it to its normal humidity. As soon asI have satisfactorily 
to myself perfected this plan I will submit it to the school com- 
mittee asking them to have our heating and ventilating engineer 
test it and report on its practicability. 

I am pleased to be able to report that there has not been any 
contagious diseases in any of the schools since my appointment. 

I would recommend the appropriation of the same amounts 
for this department as last year.
